MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


A message from His Excellency, the Governor, by A. W. 
Kellogg, Private Secretary : 
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Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 


It is the duty of the Executive at the opening of your session, 
to communicate to you such information in regard to the condition 
of the State, and recommend such measures, as shall best promote 
its interests and aid you in your deliberations. This duty 1 shall 
endeavor to perform as briefly as possible, and for more detailed 
information refer you to the different reports submitted. 

Before doing so, however, 1 desire to extend to you the friendly 
greetings of the New Year, and cordially welcome you to your 
Capital City, and to the performance of the honorable duties which 
are before you. 

The interests of our State are many and varied, and your most: 
careful attention and thought will be required to provide for them. 
in a wise and judicious manner. You meet under the most favor- 
able auspices. During the past two years the greatest prosperity 
has attended our State, and under the provisions of wise laws en- 
acted by your predecessors, works of public improvement have been 
pushed rapidly forward toward completion. 

“We are forced to believe the day not far distant when our young 
State, with her varied resources, will take a prominent position in 
the sisterhood of States, and vie with many an older one in her 
facilities of railroad communication, and the character of her pub- 
lic institutions. 

In my last message I expressed myself pretty freely on many 
| important subjects of legislation, and should I.at this time urge 
| upon you the same reasons for action, it i$ because the experience 
of tke past two years has impressed their importance yet more 
| strongly upon me.

Iam pleased to note that the material wealth of the State has 
been rapidly increasing. The assessed valuation of 1868 was about 
thirty-two milliong; That of 1870 was over fifty-three millions; 
thus showing the gratifying increase of twenty-one millions in two 
years. 

A large proportion.of the taxes collected from the people are for 
local purposes, and do not pass through the State Treasury. The 
State tax is comparatively light, and if the burden of taxation is felt 
by the people ít is by reason of the interest felt in railroads and 
other public improvements by them, and their willingness to bear 
a portion of the expense that the cOmpleron of these public works 
may be hastened forward. 

The report of the Treasurer will show that a large amount of 
warrants drawn upon him remain unpaid, and that this is owing to 
the fact that much delay hás occurred in the collection of delinquent 
taxes. Some means should be devised whereby our treasury war- 
rants could be promptly paid, and the credit of the State not suffer.- 
Much of the time during the past two vears they have been dis- 
counted at from ten to fifteen cents on the dollar. One of your 
first duties is to provide for replenishing the treasury, and I suggest 
that a very large amount of the school fund now invested in 
United States and Union Pacific bonds, that the Board of Commis- 
sioners for loaning such fund be authorized to sell such bonds, and 
invest the proceeds in State warrants. The State would then be 
investing in her own securities—would receive a- better rate of 
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interest, and would preserve her credit unimpaired. And should 
these warrants be paid during the year, as. they doubtless will be, 
these funds should, in my opinion, be invested within the State ; 
ample security can be obtained, and the money used to good. ad- 
vantage, both in the erection of school houses and other buildings 
in different counties, and in aid of private enterprise. This plan 
would, in my opinion, be preferable to investmentin foreign securi- 
ties. Immediate relief is needed, and I trust you will see the 
necessity of making this one of your first subjects of legislation. 

The very complete reports of the Auditor and Treasurer of State 
will give you fnll information on this important subject.: 


STATE LANDS. 


We have received from the general government grants of lands 
to the amount of seven hundred and twenty-six thousand and sixty 
acres, notincluding the grantfor common schools, They are classi- 
fied as follows: For University, 46,080 acres; for Penitentiary, 
32,000 acres; public buildings, 13,800 acres; saline purposes, 46,080 
acres; Agricultural College, 90,000 acres; internal improvement, 
50,000 acres. 

In addition to this amount, sections sixteen and thirty.six in 
every township are granted for the support of common schools, 

This will amount in the aggregate to 2,643,080 acres; 72,758 
acres have been sold at an average price of $8.93 per acre: I 
have endeavored, during the past two years, to secure the confir- 
mation of our selections ander the several grants. Those made 
for penitentiary and public buildings, and a portion of those made 
for internal improvements, have been confirmed. | 

The selections for agricultural college are now being made, 
Under the provisions of acts of the Legislature of June 20th, 
i867, and February 15th, 1869, the following lands have been 
disposed of: 

To the Sioux City and Pacific Railroad Company, 47,337.10 
acres. f d z 

To the Midland Pacific Railroad Company, 20,040 acres. 
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To`the Omaha and Northwestern Railroad Gompas, 20,000 
acres. 

To the Omaha and Southwestern Railroad Company, 39,929.09 
acres. 

To the Burlington and ica Railroad Company, 20,000 
acres. 

To the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad Company in 
Nebraska, 50,000 acres. 

To the Fremont, Elkhorn, and Missouri Valley Railroad Com- 
pany, 60,006.52 acres. 

Total for railroads, 257,312.71 acres. 

To Gage county for bridge purposes, under special act, 1,090 
acres. 

Total number of acres disposed of for works of public improve- 
ment, 258,912.71 acres. 

By special act, one thousand acres of these lands were set apart 
to aid in the construction of a bridge in Saline county. By the 
terms of the law, the County Commissioners were required to 
select said lands within the limits of Saline county, and upon 
a compliance with all the provisions of such law, 1 issued a patent 
to them for the land. As there is much doubt about our selections 
in that county being confirmed at an early day, 1 would recom- 
mend that the Commissioners be authorized to select the same 
amount elsewhere, and to receive a patent therefor in lieu of that 
already issued. ° 

The report of the Commissioners of Public ‘Buildings, and that 
of the Inspectors of the State Prison, will farnish you with fall 
information as to the disposition of the saline and penitentiary 
lands. The labor attendant upon the care and disposition of: our 
State lands during the past two years has been very great, and is 
constantly increasing. The entire time of a competent man is 
required, and should be given, to keep the records and attend to 
the disposition of these lands. I earnestly urge upon you the 
necessity of creating a State Land Office, and providing for the 
election or appointment of a Register or Commissioner thereof. 
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IMMIGRATION. 


The Legislature in special session last winter, passed an act 
creating a Board of Immigration, and elected as members of such 
Board, Messrs. C. C. Smith, of Falls City; William Bischoff, of 
Nebraska City, and Fred King, of Omaha. They also provided 
for the appointment of a Commissioner resident in New York 
City. 

The Board at once entered upon the discharge of their duties, 
appointed Nr. C. N. Karstein, of Nebraska City, as such Commis- 
sioner, and issued an edition of 10,000 copies of a pamphlet, show- 
ing the advantages offered by Nebraska as a home for the immi- - 
grant, v 

The labors of the Board have lias rewarded with a good degree 
of success, and I take pleasure in commending them as efficient 
officers. They will, during the present season, submit their plans 
for future operations, and I trust you will, with them, see the 
necessity of providing a liberal appropriation, that they may not 
be hindered or embarrassed by lack of funds. 

The coming two years will prove a harvest season for usin this 
respect, if we make proper provision for advertising our State. 

During the past two years we have received a large increase in 
our population, and from the better class of immigrants. I have 
received from the different Land Offices the following reporte :

Thus giving a grand total of 2,733,015.27 acres selected and set 
apart as homesteads for our citizens, to be cultivated and improved, 
thus increasing our wealth and population, and demonstrating the 
fact that the advantages offered by Nebraska have but to be known 
to induce such an immigration as shall in a few years make her 
one of the leading Western States, not only in population, but 
also in wealth. à 


7 . STATE MILITIA. 


I have upon other occasions urged upon the Legislature the 
necessity of making provisions for the organization of an effective 
militia force. That necessity still exists, and every reason hereto- 
fore advanced is pertinent at this time. The life and property of. 
the settler should be surrounded with every safeguard. Coming 
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from the Eastern States, and from Europe, to make his home with 
ns, he locates in onr frontier counties, and with nothing but his 
strong right arm, builds bis little home and commences to till the 
soil, naturally expecting that so long as he obeys the laws of his 
State, and contributes, however small his might, to the support of 
her institutions, so long will she protect his home anå his all from 
lawless invasion. Too often has this hope failed in realization. 

Repeatedly on our western borders has he been attacked, his 
property destroyed, and his family murdered by a savage foe. All 
this for the want of an effective military organization. The Exe- 
cutive has been unable to afford any relief—has only been able to 
furnish arms and ammunition, and express a faint hope that the 
outrages would cease. 

The mere fact of the existence of an armed force in the State, 
ready and willing to do service, prompt to protect and avenge, 
would do much to deter the Indian from attempting a raid upon 
the pioneer. 

Let me hope you will fally appreciate the importance of this 
matter, and by the enactment of a stringent militia law, place it in 
the power of the Executive to protect the citizen wherever he may 
be within the borders of the State. 

In the Spring of 1869 a large number of outrages were commit- 
ted in the southwestern counties. For the protection of the frontier 
settlements in these counties, a company of volunteers was, by my 
order, organized and mustered into the service of the State, aud in 
that service remained for some five months. I am fully satisfied 
that but for this protection many of our frontier towns would have 
been devastated and depopulated, and the settlement of that por- 
tion of the State retarded for many years. 

I issued certificates of indebtedness to the men thus engaged, 
and to those who had furnished the necessary stores and provisions, 
and endeavored, in conjunction with our delegates in Congress, to 
Secure an appropriation from the General Government to pay up 
the indebtedness, but have not yet succeeded. The appropriation 
will doubtless be made atfno distant day. Meanwhile, many of the 
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parties stand in sore need of their pay; and I am confident you 
will meet their claims promptly. The State can then look to the 
General Government for reimbursement. 

- In my efforts to extend protection to the settlers, I have been 
greatly assisted by Major-General Augur, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, and by the very efficient officers of his com- 
mand, and to them the thanks of the State are due. Especial 


mention is made of Captain E. J. Spaulding, in command of troops: 


on the Blue river the past season. 
SALT INTERESTS. 


The report of the Treasurer will show a small amount paid in 
as aroyalty on the manufacture of salt. Neither of the compa- 
nies engaged in its manufacture can, however, be said to be in 
good working condition. 

After thoroughly investigating the matter, Yu am satisfied that 
these interests can never be well developed without State aid, and 
it is of no small importance to the State such developement be made 
at an early day. To carry torward the work successfully, a large 
amount of capital is required, and capitalists are very slow to 
embark in enterprises of this kind, without some present induce- 
ments being held out. To the end that there may be no further 
delay, I recommend thet the unappropriated saline lands belong- 
ing to the State, be donated, under proper restrictions and in lim- 
ited quantities, to aid the enterprise now begun, and others that 
may be inaugurated. This will be but just, as we offer no induce- 
ments and charge a heavy royalty, and will be but carrying out 
the original design of the General Government in making this 
grant. In other states the expense of sinking wells is borne by 
the State, the brine furnished the company ready for manufacture, 
and then a much smaller royalty exacted. Let me urge upon you 
the necessity of taking some action on this subject at once, and of 
hastening forward the day when the manufacture of salt in our 
own State, will be not only a matter of commercial importance, a 
source of wealth to our citizens, but a great source of revenue to the 
State. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The report of the Commissioners of public buildings will be 
submitted to you early in the session, and will, I trust, show a sat- 
isfactory progress made in the discharge of their duties. By the 
- provisions of “An Act to provide for the sale of unsold lots and 
blocks on the town site of Lincoln, and for the location and erec- 
tion of a State University, and Agricultural College, and State 
Lunatie Asylum," approved, February 15th, 1869, the Commis- 
sioners were authorized to sell all the unsold lots and blocks on 
the town site site of Lincoln; to construct the dome of the Capitol 
Building; to erecta State Lunatic Asylum, at a cost of $50,000, 
and a State University and Agricultural College, at a cost of 
$100,000, and should the proceeds from the sale of lots prove 
insufficient to meet the appropriations thus made, they were fur- 
ther authorized to sell a quantity (not exceeding forty sections) 
of Saline land, to make up such deficiency. 

Preparations were at once made to construct the dome of the 
Capitol, and architects invited to submit plans for the State Uni- 
versity, and Agricultural College, and State Lunatic Asylum. 

I quote from the report of the Commissioners: “During the 
progress of the measure through the Legislature, creating the 
Commission of Public Buildings, there seemed to be but one 
opinion entertained, or at least expressed, by the members of that 
body, and that was, that out of the property the Legislature was 
called upon, by the bill, to appropriate, the Commissioners would 
not be able to realize a sufficient amount of funds to erect such 
buildings as the interests of the State would demand, and if the 
State entered upon the construction of the buildings with such 
meagre appropriations as were contemplated, that, in a few years, 
it would have buildings too good to lose, and yet, comparatively 
useless, for the purposes for which they were constructed.” 

At our first sale, however, it became evident that a much larger 
amount would be realized from the property than had been antici- 
. pated, even by the most sanguine. Upon an examination of the

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different plans submitted by architects, and upon consultation with 
them, with builders, and with prominent citizens throughout the 
State, we thought it advisable; and, for the best interests of the 
State, to adopt plans, contemplating the use of more funds than 
- had been appropriated. 

~ In thus exceeding its power, the commission was actuated only 
by a desire to further the public interests, and while it has received - 
much censure from active partizans, I am satisfied its course will 
meet with the approval of a majority of the citizens of the State, 
and your most careful scrutiny of its actions, will, Lam confident, 
exonerate its members from all blame, aud ii you of the wis- 
dom of their policy. 

Property to the amount of $74,200 yet remains in the hands of 
the Commission. This results from the fact that many purchasers 
failed to take property bid off by them. I earnestly recommend 
that authority be given for its sale next season, that all claims 
against the building fund may be paid. 


INSANE. . 


During the past two- years the number of this class of unfortun- 
ates has largely increased. I have received applications to provide 
for forty (40) patients, and during most of that time, have sent 
them to the Iowa Hospital for the Insane, at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, 
where, under the excellent care and treatment of the Superintend- 
ent of that Institution, many of them have recovered. In Decem- 
ber, 1869, that officer notified me that he was crowded for room, 
and would be unable to receive more patients from this State, un- 
less a number of incurable.cases could be removed, and provided 
for elsewhere. I was unable, at that time, to: make provision for 
their care. Again, in July, 1870, I received a notification from 
him, that it would be impossible to receive any more new patients, 
and that a portion of those already there must be removed. I, there- 
fore, removed six (6) of the incurable patients, and confined them 
in the Pawnee county jail, and as our own asylum was so rapidly 
approaching completion, 1 ordered new patients to be confined in the 
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different county jails. With the necessity thus forced upon me, of 
providing for the care of those patients, I thoughtit advisable to, and 
accordingly did, subject to your approval, appoint N. B. Larsh, M. 
D., of Nebraska City, Superintendent, and J. N. McCasland, M. D., 
of Pannes City, Assistant papori redden of the State Lunatic 
. Asylum. 

These appointments were made in the month of J uly, that the 
gentlenian named might have opportunity to visit different asylums 
and become thoroughly acquainted with the most approved plan of 
conducting such institutions, also to attend personally to the fur- 
nishing and organization of the asylum. 

On the 8th of November the building was formally — à 
and on the ist of Desember, completely furnished and ready for 
the reception of patients. Orders were issued and the patients 
from the Iowa Hospital and the different jails throughout the 
State, in all numbering over thirty (30) removed to the asylum, 
where they are now receiving the best of care. An able corps of 
assistants has been appointed, and the institution is now in good 
working order. Onr facilities for caring for these unfortunates are 

mple, and we have just ground for pride in the fact that few, if 
ny, of the older States are better provided for than our own. We 
ay now reasonably hope for a reduction of our insane expenses, 
which have necessarily been large heretofore. 
he enactment of a law providing for the organization of the 
asylum and the reception of patients now becomes necessary, and 
I recommend that the present law regulating insane eases be tho- 
roughly revised. ~ 


STATE PENITENTIARY. 


Oue of the prineipal reasons which iudneed me to convene the 
Legislature in special session last winter was the necessity of 
making sóme provision for the care and éustody of our State pri- 
soners. Confined in crowded and oftentimes unhealthy cells of 

county jails, they were not receiving the care demanded by common 


humanity. Confinement and want of exercise was rapidly 
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impairing their health, and rendering them untit for the ordinary 
pursuits of life when their liberty should be restored. 

Instead of contributing to their own support, or proving a source 
of revenue to the State, they were a great and constantly increas- 


ing expense. A change of some kind was urgently demanded. 


The Legislature, recognizing this necessity, made provision for the 
erection of a penitentiary on lands previously set apart for that 
purpose, about three miles south of Lincoln, and also for the sale 
of lands donated to the State by the General Government to aid in 
the construction of such an institution. They also provided for the 
erection of a temporary prison, for the election and appointment of 
necessary officers, and for the hiring of convict labor. The Inspec- 
tors elected entered at once upon theidischarge of their duties; 


‘advertised for and accepted proposals for the erection of the tem- 


porary prison at a cost of $6,661, and pushed forward their work 
with such rapidity that the work was ready for use in the month 
of July, and the convicts from the different county jails removed 
to this place. i 

The contract for building the penitentiary was awarded to 
Messrs. Stout and Jamison, at a contract price of $307,950. They 
are executing their work in a manner alike creditable to them- 
selves and to the State. The labor of the convicts is hired to them 
at the rate of forty-two (42) cents per day for each convict who 
is able to work. I am pleased to notice that under the present 
arrangement the condition of the prisoner is in every respect 
much improved. On the first of last April, I appointed, subject 
to the approval of the Senate, Mr. A. R. Hoel, Warden of the 
Penitentiary. Under his management the institution has ¡been 
well organized, discipline has been maintained, and the conduct of 
the prisoners has been good. 

The number of prisoners now confined is thirty-seven (37). 

The passage-of a communication law by which convicts can 
by good corduct while in prison, lessen their term of imprisonment, 
is earnestly recommended by the Inspectors. This plan has been 
adopted in several of the Eastern prisons, and with good effect. 
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I commend the same to your carefol consideration, submitting that 
no man can be so debased but that a proper incentive will work a 
change in his conduct for good. 


INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


I shall take especial pleasure in transmitting to you early in the 
session a report of the Board of Directors of that institution, by 
which it is shown that very satisfactory progress has been made 
by the pupils, that their health has been good, and that in every 
respect they have received the best of cere. By the census lately 
taken, it is shown that we have nearly one hundred mutes in the 
State. This number will, of course, be largely increased as our 
State settles up, and the Directors now ask that you make suitable 
provision for their education. During the past year the number in 
attendance upon the Institute has been twenty-one, and the Prin- 
. eipal has been obliged for want of room to refuse admission to 

twelve others. A new building is imperatively needed, that all 
who apply may receive the care and education contemplated by 
law. 1 earnestly hope that you may see the necessity and meet it 
in the same liberal spirit which has characterized your provision 
for educational and benevolent purposes heretofore. — 


PUBLISHING THE LAWS. 


There seems to be a general desire that the laws be published in 
the newspapers of the State. I would cordially recommend that 
some provision be made for their ‘publication in two or more papers 
in each Judicial District. The public then can be more generally 
informed in regard to the requirements of law than by any other 
method, since a very small proportion of our citizens ever obtain 
copies of the bound session laws. | 


— 


During the past two years the interest felt by our people in this 
| Subject has greatly increased. A general” desire seems to be felt 
- + in all parts of the State to promote, by all possible means, this great 
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| 
cause, and bring our common schools and other institutions of 
learning up to the highest standard. 

The report of the Superintendent \ Public Instruction «will 
show a gratifying increase in tHE attendan ce and advancement of 
the scholar ; in the amount paid our teachers; in the value and 
number of our school-houses, and will furnish you in detail infor- 
mation concerning the State Normal School, and the common 
schools of the State. Your careful attention is called to his sug- ` 
gestions, that nothing may be left undone to make our school 
system as perfect as possible. 


STATE UNIVERSITY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


This institution, established on a broad basis, and liberally 


.endowed by your predecessors, is not as yet open for the reception 


of students. The Board of Regents have been appointed and 
organized, and have taken some steps preliminary to the selection 
of the Faculty. 

I shall have the pleasure of submitting their report at an early 
day. Our University building is a source of pride to the citizens 
of our State, and is a model, not only in architectural beauty, but 
in its internal arrangements and its adaptation to the purposes for 
which it is designed. e 

By judicious management our University can be made to take a 
prominent position among the. colleges of the country, and secure 
to the State an enviable reputation abroad. i 

Let me express the hope that the Legislature may always be 
ready to foster its interests by wise legislation. 

By the terms of the law establishing the University, the Gov- 
ernor was required to set apart two sections of Agricultural College 
or Saline Lands, as a Model Farm, the same to form a part of the 
College of Agriculture. I was unable to find the desired quantity 
of land eligibly situated, and deemed it advisable to đefer action, 
and recommend that authority be given to dispose of one or more 
sections of State lands, and invest the proceeds in a farm not 
exceeding three hundred and twenty acres, located as near the 
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University as possible. This amount of land will, in my judgment, 
be entirely sufficient for the purpose, and can readily be secured 
near town. li 


CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 


The qualified electors of the State having, at the last general 
election, decided in favor of holding a covention for the revision of 
the Constitution, it becomes your duty to provide for the election 
of members, to designate the time of holding the convention, and 
to make such other provisions in regard to the same as may be 
‘thought necessary. 


INDIAN MATTERS. 


Witbin the borders of our State are several Indian Reservations, 
embracing some of the choicest agricultural lands in the State. I 
am fully satisfied it would be better for both whites and Indians, 
could these titles be extingnished and the Indians removed, either 
to the Indian Territory, or some other place designated by the 
general government. Many depredations have been committed 
by members of the tribes occupying these reservations, and it has 
been found very difficult to bring the guilty parties to trial. A 
crime is committed in one of our newly organized counties; the 
United States courts decide they have no jurisdiction ; as a result, 
this new county, with little or no money in ifs treasury, must, at a 
heavy expense, arrest the parties, indict and bring them to trial, 
end in event of either conviction or discharge, find its treasury 
sadly depleted, perhaps entirely bankrupt. Some remedy should 
be devised, and I recommend that yon memorialize Congress to 
remove, as soon as practicable, all Indians from our State, and that 
in the interval, jurisdiction be given the United States courts to try 
all cases of crime committed by members of the tribes in treaty 
with the Government within the limits of our State.

COAL. 


There seems to be good reason to hope that the want of fuel, 


t 


l 
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heretofore felt throughout the State, will soon be met by the open- 
ing of coal mines in different localities. 

In many of the counties, however, where there are good indica- 
tions of coal;-there is a lack of capital to prospect and develop the 
mines (if the same exist), and the counties have been anxious to 
issue bonds to aid in making the necessary surveys, and in sinking 
shafts to test the capacity of the mines. l 

I commend the subject to your careful consideration, and recom- 
mend that authority be given counties to vote taxes and issue 


-- bonds for this purpose. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, gentlemen, I have to assure you that I shall take 
pleasure in co-operating with you in all your endeavors to promote 
the public welfare, and I take this opportunity to thank the retiring 
and present State officers for the uniform courtesy received from 
them, and the ability and zeal manifested in the discharge of all 
their official duties. : l 

Invoking for your deliberation the guidance and blessing of 
Him who controlleth all things, I express the hope that your ses- 
sion may be productive-of the highest public good, and of honor

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RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATVES. 


OF THE DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day ; shall 
immediately call the members to order; and, on the appearance of 
a quorum, shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for 
that purpose; and shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the House by any two members, on which appeal no 
member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 

3. _He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: “ As 
many as are of the opinion that (as the question may be) say 
Aye;” and after the affirmative voice is expressed, “ As many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say No.” If the Speaker doubts, 
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or a division be called for, the House shall divide; those in the 
affirmative of the question shall first rise from their seats, and 
afterward those in the negative. 

5. When any motion or proposition is made, the question, 
« Will the House now consider it?” shall not be put awe it is 
demanded by some member, or it is deemed necessary by the 
Speaker. 

The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is 
read. He shall have a general direction of the hall. He shall 
have aright to name any member to perform the duties of the 
chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjourn- 
ment. l 

7. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise especially directed by the House, in which case they 
shall be appointed by viva voce vote; and if the number required 
shall not bo elected by a majority of the votes given, the House 
shall proceed to a second vote, in which a plurality of votes shall 
prevail, and in case a greater number than is required to compose 
or complete a committee shall have an equal number of votes, the 
House shall proceed to a further choice. 

8. In all other cases of election than for committees, a ma- 
jority of the votes given shall be necessary to an election; and 
where there shall not be such a majority on the first vote, the vot- 
ing shall be repeated until a majority be obtained.: 

9. In all cases of an election by the House, the Speaker shall 
' vote, and in other cases he shall vote when the yeas and nays are 
demanded, when the House is equally divided, or when his vote, if 
given to the minority, will make the division equal, and in case of 
equal division the question shall be lost. 

10. In all cases where other than a member of the House shall 
be eligible to an office by the election of the House, there shall be 
a previous nomination. : 

11. In all cases of election by the Honse of its officers the vote 
shall be taken viva voce. 

11. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by 
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the Speaker; and all writs, warrants and subpceaas, issued by order 
of the House, shall be under his hand and seal, attested by the 
Clerk. . 

13. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduet in the 
galleries or lobby, the Speaker (or the Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole House) shall have power to order the same to be 
cleared. l 

14. No person shall be admitted into the Hall of the House of 
Representatives except the members and officers of the Senate, the 
Judicial and State officers, the officers of the House, and ex-members 
of the State Legislature, and such other persons as the House may 
deem proper to admit.

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ON DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


16. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respect- 
fully address himself to * Mr. Speaker,” and shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

17. Ifany member in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the 
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rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may call to 
order, in'which case the member so called to order.shall immedi- 
ately sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the Honse shall, 
if appealed to decide on the case, but without debate; if there be 
` no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be submitted to. If the 
' decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to pro- 
ceed, in ease any member object, without leave of the House ; and, 
if the ease require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the 
House. 

18. Ifa member be called to order for words spoken in debate, 
the person calling him to order shall. repeat the words excepted to, 
and they shall be taken down in writing, at the Clerk's table; and 
no member shall be held to answer, or be subjeet to the censure of 
. the House for words spoken in debate, if any member has spoken, 
or other business intervened, after the words spoken, and before 
exception to them shall have been taken. 

19. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name the member who ie to speak. 

20. No member shall speak more than once to the same ques- 
tion without leave of the House, except in explanation, unless he 
be the mover or proposer or introducer of the matter pending; in 
which case he shall be permitted to speak in reply, but not until 
eyery member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

21. Ifa question pending be lost by adjournment of the House, 
and revived on the succeeding day, no member who shall have 
spoken on the preceding day, shall be permitted again to speak 
without leave, except the mover, proposer or introducer of the 
matter pending, who shall have the same right as inthe last preced- 
ing rule. 

22. While the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing 
the House, none shall walk out or across the house; nor, in such 
case, or when a member is speaking, shall entertain private dis- 
course; nor while a member is speaking, shall paes between him 


_ and the Chair. Every member shall remain uncovered during the 
7 ! 
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session ofthe House. No member, or other person, shall visit, or 
remain by the Clerk's table when the yeas and nays are calling, or 
ballots are counting. 

23. No member shall vote on any question, in the event of 
which he is immediately or particularly interested, or in any case 
when he was not within the bar of the House when the question 
was put. And when any member shall ask leave to vote, the 
Speaker shall propound to him the question: “Were you within 
the bar when your name was called ?” l 

24. Upon a division and count of the House on any question, 
no member without the bar shall be counted. 

25. Every member who shall be in the House when the ques- 
tion is put shall give his vote unless the House for special reasons 
shall excuse him. All motions.to excuse a member from voting 
shall be made before the House divides, or before the yeas and nays 
is commenced ; and any member requesting to be excused from 
voting may make a brief verbal statement of the reasons for making 
such request, and the question shall then be taken without further 
debate. : 

26. When a motion is made and seconded it shall be stated by 
the Speaker, or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair, 
and read aloud by the Clerk, before debated. 

27, Every motion shall be rsduced to writing, if the Speaker or 
any member desire it. | l 

28. After the motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the 
Clerk, it shall be deemed in possession of the House, but may be 
withdrawn at auy time before a decision or amendment, by 
consent. . 

29. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be re- 
ceived but to adjourn, to lie on the.table, for the previous question, 
to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a day certain, to commit or 
amend; which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are arranged ; and no motion to postpone to a day 
eertain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall 
again be allowed on-the same day, and at the same stage of the bill 
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or proposition. A motion to strike out theenacting words of a bill 
shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and if carried, is 
equivalent to its rejection. . 

30. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made to 
refer any subject, and different committees proposed, the question - 
shall be taken in the following order: The committee of the 
whole ; a standing committee; a select committee. 

31, A motion to adjourn, and a motion to fix the day to which 
the House shall adjourn, shall be always in order; these motions, 
and the motion to lie on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

39. The hour at which every motion to adjourn is mado, shall 
be entered on the Journal. 

33. The previous question shall be in this form: “ Shall the 
main question be now put?” It- shall only be admitted when sec- 
onded by a majority of the members present, and its effect shall 
be to put an end to all debate, and bring the House to a direct vote 
upon amendments reported by a committee, if any, upon pending ` 
amendments, and then upon the main question. On a motion for 
the previous question, and prior to the seconding of the same, a 
call of the House shall be in order ; but after a majority shall have 
seconded such a motion, no call shall be in order prior to a decision 
of the main question. 

34, On a previous question, there shall be no debate. All inci- 
dental questions of order, arising after a motion is made “for the 
previous question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

35. Any member.may call for the division of a question, which 
shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in substance so dis- 
tinct that one being taken away, a substantive proposition shall 
remain for the decision of the House. A motion to strike out and 
insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out 
being lost, shall preclude neither amendment nor a motion to strike 
out and insert. 

36. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of 
: the House. 
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47. No motion or proposition, or a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment: 
No bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing 
thereto, or incorporating therewith, any other bill or resolution 


--pending before the House. 


-88. When a motion has been once made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the 
majority to move a reconsideration thereof on the same or succeed- 
ing day ; and such motion shall take precedence of all other ques- 
tions, except a motion to adjourn. 

89. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is . 


' objected to by any dene it shall be determined by a vote of 


the House. 

40. The unfinished T in which the House was engaged 
at the last preceding adjournment, shall have the preference in the - 
orders of the day; and no motion on any other business shall be 
received without special leave of the House, until the former is 
disposed of. 

41. Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concurrence 
of the Senate shall be necessary, shall be read to the House, and 
laid on the table on a day preceding that on which the same shall 
be moved, unless the House shall otherwise expressly allow. 

Any five members may call for the yeas and nays upon any 
question, and may demand a call of the House; and a majority of 
the members present may compel the presence of all members 
subject to a call of the House. 

43. Upon call of the House, or upon taking the yeas and i nays 
upon any question, the names of the members shall be called 
alphabetically. 

44. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House, unless he have leave, or be sick, or unable to attend. 

45. Upon the call of the House, the names of the members 


shall be called over by the Clerk, and the absentees noted; after 


which the names of the absentees shall be again called over; the 
doors shall then be shut, and those for whom no excuse is made, 
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may, by order of those present, if five in number, be taken into 
custody as they appear, or may be sent for, and taken into custody 
. wherever found, by penes Pii o to^be appointed for that 
purpose. 

46. When a perdon shall be discharged from custedy and 
admitted to his seat, the House shall determine whether such dis- 
charge shall be without paying fees; and in like manner, whether 
a delinquent member taken into custody by a special messenger, 
shall or shall not be liable to defray the expenses of such special 
messenger. 

47. A Sergeant-at-Arms shall be elected, to hold his office dur- 
ing the pleasure of the House, whose duty it shall be to attend the 
House during its sittings , to execute the commands of the House 
from time to time, together with all such process issued by author- 
ity thereof, as shall be directed to him by the Speaker. 

48. The fees of the Sergeant-at-Arms shall be, of every arrest 
the sum of two dollars; for each day’s custody and releasement, 
one dollar; and for traveling expenses, for himself or a special 
messenger, going and returning one-tenth of a dollar per mile. 

40. The Sergeant-at Arms and. Doorkeeper shall be sworn to - 
keep the secrets of the House. 

50. Twenty-two standing Committees shall be appointed at the 
commencement of each session, viz:

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A Committee on Corporations, 

A Committee on Library, 

A Committee on Banks and Currency, 

A Committee on Common School, Colleges, and Universities, 

- A Committee on Public Printing, 

A Committee on Mines and Minerals, ` 

A Committee on Immigration, qii 

A Committee on Manufactures and Commerce, 

A Committee on School Lands, 

A Committee on Public Lands, (except Schools). 

51. It shall be the duty-of the Committee of Elections to ex- 
amine and report upon the certificates of election or other creden- 
tials of the members returned to serve in this House; and to take 
into their consideration all such petitions and other matters touch- 
ing elections and returns as shall or may be presented, or come 
into question, and be referred to them by the House. 

59, The several standing committees of the House shall have 
leave to report by bill or otherwise. 


OF BILLS. 


53. Every bill shall be introduced on the report of a commit- 
tee, or by motion for leave. In the latter case at least one day’s 
noticé shall be given of the motion ; and the motion shall be made, 
and the bill introduced, if leave is given, when notices and the 
introduction of bills is called for; such motion, or bill, when intro- 
duced, may be committed. 

54, Every bill shall receive three several readings in the House 
previous to its passage, and bills shall be dispatched in the order 
as they were-introduced, unless where the House shall direct oth- 
erwise; but the bill shall be twice read on the same day without a 
special order of the House, three-fourths of the members thereof 
concurring. 

55. The first reading of the bill shall be for information; and 
if opposition shall be made to it, the question shall be, “ Shall this 
bill be 1ejected?” If no opposition be made, or if the question of 


P 
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rejection be negatived, the bill shall go to its second reading with- 
out a question. 7 

56. Upon the second reading of the bill, the Speaker shall 
“state it as ready for commitment or engrossment; and if com- 
mitted, then a question shall be whether to select or ;standing 
committee, or to a committee of the whole House; if to a commit- 
tee of the whole House, the House shall determine on what day ; 
if no motion be made to commit, the question shall be stated on 
its engrossment; and if it be not ordered to. be engrossed on the 
day of its being reported, it shall be placed on the general file on 
the Speaker's table, to-be taken up in its order. But if the bill 
be ordered to be engrossed, the House shall appoint the day when 
it shall be read the third time. 

57. After commitment and report thereof to the House, or any 
time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted. 

58. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed-in fair 
round hand. 

59. Upon the passage of every bill or joint resolution, the vote 
shall be yea or nay, and this rule shall not be suspended. _ 

60. All messages from the House to the Senate shall be trans- 
mitted by the Clerk or Assistant Clerk of the House, or by a 
special committee appointed for that purpose. 

61. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, 
noting the passage at the foot thereof. 

62. No standing rule or order of the House shall be re- 
scinded, changed, or suspended, except by a vote of at least two- 
thirds of the members-present. Nor shall the order of business as 
established by the rules of the House be postponed or changed by 
a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present. 

63. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills to 
report at any time. | 

64. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson’s 
Manual shall govern the House in all cases to which they are 
applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with the stand- 
ing rules and orders of the House, and the joint. rules of the 
Senate and House of Representatives.

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65. No bill or question which has been once passed or rejected, 
shall be called up for re-consideration during the same session, 
unless two-thirds of the House shall be in favor of taking up the 
same, * 

- 66. No iio by way of rider shall be received to any 
bill on its third reading. 

67. Every bill of a general nature shall, after its second reading, 
and being reported by the committee, be printed without a special 
order of the House. 

68. All bills for general laws shall take precedence on the 
Speaker’s table to local bills,.corporations, and special enactments. 

69. That hereafter the hour for convening be 10 o’clock a. m., 
and of adjournment at 12 meridian, unless otherwise ordered. 


JOINT RULES OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one 
house, and dissented to in the other, if either house shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee for that purpose, and the 
other house shall appoint a committee to confer, such committee 
shall, at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their chairman, 
meet and state to each other verbally, or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective houses for and against the 
amendment, and confer freely thereon. 

2. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to. the House 
of Representatives, it shall be announced at the door of the House 
by the door-keeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to the 
Chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 

3. The same ceremony shall be observed when a message shall 
be sent from the House of Representatives to the Senate. 
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4. Messages may be transmitted from one house to the other 
atany time while the house to whieh the messagé is sent is in 
gession ; provided neither house shall have adjourned for a longer 
period than one day. ^ ~ 


5. All bills shall be signed by the Seeretary or Chief Clerk of 


the house in which they originated, before the transmission to the 
other house. 

6. After à bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be duly 
enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the honse in which it originated, 
before it shall be presented to the Governor. — ' 

7. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint 
committee of two from the Senate and three from the House of 
Representatives, appointed as a standing committee for that pur- 
pose, who shall carefully compare the enrollment with the 
engrossed bille, as passed in the two houses, and correcting any 
arrors that may be discovered in the enrolled bills, make their 
report forthwith to their respective houses. 

8. After examination and report each bill shall be signed in 
their respective house, first by the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, then by the President of the Senate. There being 
indorsed on the roll a certificate of the Secretary or Chief Clerk 
of the house in which the same originated, 

9. After a bill shall have thus been signed in each honse, it 
shall be presented by the said committed to the Governor for his 
approval, and the said committee shall report the day of presenta- 
tion to the Governor; which time shall be carefully entered on 
the journal of each house. - 

10. All orders, resolutions, and votes, which are to be presented 
to the Governor for his approval, shall, also, in the same manner, 


_ be enrolled, examined, and signed, and shall be presented in the 


same manner and by the.same committee, as provided in the case 
of bills. 
11. When the Senate and House of Representatives shall 


judge it proper to make a joint-address to the Governor, it shall be 
8 , 
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presented to him by the President of the Senate, in the presence 
of the Speaker, and both honses. 

12, When a bill or resolution, which has been passed in one 
House, shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in 
during the same session, without leave of two-thirds of that House 
in which it shall be renewed. _ 

13. Each House shall transmit to the other, in case they are 
demanded, all papers on which any bill or resolution shall be 
founded. 

14. After.eack House shall have adhered to their disagreement, 
a bill or resolution?shall be lost,

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

I herewith transmit to the honorable, the House of Representa- 
tives, a copy of an act passed by the Congress of the United 
States, and approved, April 28, 1870, relative to the re-defining of 
a portion of the boundary line between the Territory of Dakota 
and this State. 

Action on your part is essential, and I respectfully commend 
the matter to your favorable consideration.

An act to re-define a portion of the boundary line between the 
State of Nebraska, and the Territory of Dakota. 

Be it enacted by the Senate, and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That so soon as 
the State of Nebraska, through her legislature, has given her con- 
sent thereto, the centre of the main channel of the Missouri river 
shall be the boundary line between the State of Nebraska and the 
Territory of Dakota, between the following points, to-wit: ` 

Commencing at a point in the centre of said main channel, north 
of the west line of section twenty-four, in township twenty-nine 
north, of range eight, east of the sixth principal meridian, and 
running along the same to a point west of the most northernly 
portion of fractional section seventeen, of township twenty-nine 
north, of range nine east of said meridian, in the State of Nebras- 
ka, as meandered and shown-by the plats and surveys of said sec- 
tions originally made, and now on file in the general land office. 

Seo. 9. And be ét further enacted, That the respective Jurisdic- 
tions of said State and Territory, (and of the United States), shall 
extend to and all over the territory within their limits, according 
to the line herein designated, to all intents and purposes, as fully and 
completely as if no change had taken place in the channel of said 
Missouri river, and the Secretary of the Interior, is hereby auth- 
orized and required to cause to be made all, necessary surveys and 
meanderings, and to order the transfer of all plats, papers, and doc- 
uments, which may be necessary in the premises.

justly preserve the recollections of the deeds of our gallant soldiery 
in that protracted and eventfal struggle, for the maintenance of the 
Union. They therefore recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution.

They farther find a statement of expenses incurred by the State 
of Nebraska, for the suppression of Indian outrages on the Little 
Blue in 1869, amounting to nineteen thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight dollars and ninety-eight cents, expended for the 
support of a company of enlisted men, composed of rank and 
file of seventy-three, for a period of five months.

Your committee further find that on-the 4th day of November, 
1870, the contestor, Mr. Hill, caused notice to be served on Mr. 
Quimby. that he would contest his election, which notice sets forth 
in substance the following grounds: 

ist. That the votes in Niobrara precinct, in L'Eau Qui Court 
county, were rejected in the canvass of votes of said county to the 
prejudice of the contestor. 

2d. That certain parties who were not legal voters in the pre- 
cinct of Dixon, 1 in Dixon county, cast their votes for the contestor, 
Mr. Quimby. 

3d. That sundry persons in the precinct of Brookey, in Cedar 
county, who were not legal voters, did cast their votes for Mr. 
Quimby. 

4th. That other frauds, illegalities, and irregularities were per- 
mitted, or occurred in conducting the election in St. Helena pre- 
cinct, in Cedar county, wherein the rights of the contestor were 
, prejudiced. 3 

5th. That other defects, frauds, and irregularities were permit- 
ted in conducting the canvass of votes in Cedar county, to the 
-prejudice of the rights of the contestor. 

Your Committee find, on examination of the papers and testi- 
. mony placed in our hands, that the votes cast for Representatives 
in Niobrara precinct, L’ Eau Qui Court county, were rejected by the 
.board of canvassers. It is further shown in said testimony that of 
the votes so rejected, L. T. Hill received twenty-five votes tor Rep- 
resentative, and that D. J. Quimby received five votes for the same 
office. It is further disclosed in said testimony that the votes cast 
for each of the candidates were rejected by the board of canvass- 
ers, for reason that one vote found in the ballot-box, and cast for 
D. J. Quimby, was not counted for him by the judges of the elec- 
tion for the precinct. 
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Your Committee further find from the testimony, that so much 
as.relates to illegal voting in the precinct of Dixon, in Dixon 
county, discloses that the registrar of said precinct, did, on the 
morning of the day of the election, register the names of five 
voters, four of whom probably voted for D. J. Quimby for the 
office of Representative. Your Committee fail to find any testi- 
mony in support of any other fraud or irregularity, so far as con- 
ducting the election in said precinct is concerned. 

Your Committee also fail to find any proof in the testimony pro- 
duced in support of the charge of illegal voting in Brookey pre- 
cinct, and that so far as the charge of illegalities and irregularities 
are concerned, in St. Helena precinct, in Cedar county, your Com- 
mittee find that one of the judges did open and read some of the 
ballote as they were being deposited in the ballot-box, and further, 
that there was & vacancy in the board of judges of the election 
while canvassing the vote thereof, one of the judges acting as a 
clerk. : 

It is further shown that one of the clerks of the election in said 
precinct was not sworn as such clerk. 

Your committee further find, that so far as other frauds, defects, 
and irregularities are concerned, charged in conducting the canvass 
of votes in Cedar county, it is disclosed by the testimony that one 
of the canvassers chosen by the county clerk was not a legal voter. 

After a careful consideration of all the facts adduced from the 
testimony, your eommittee are of the opinion that the notice of 
contest, served by Mr. Hill, on Mr. Quimby, is not sufficient. 

Your committee are further of the opinion that the board of can- 
vassers erred in rejecting the votes cast in Niobrara precinot, in 
L'Eau Qui Court county, and that twenty-five votes from said pre- 
cinct should be counted for L. T. Hill, for Representative, and five 
votes should be counted for D. J. Quimby for the same office. 

Your committee fail to find sufficient evidence of any other 
errors, fraude, or irregularities, to warrant any other change ot 
results of the board of canvassers; which would leave a majority 
of six votes in favor of the sitting member.

A message from the Governor by Mr Kellogg, Private Secre- 
tary. 
Mz. SPEAKER: A 
I am directed by his Excellency the Governor, to lay before 
your homorable body, the following report from the Board of Re- 
gents of the State University of Nebraska. 
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To His Excellency David Dutl:r, Governor of Nebraska : 


The Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska, hereby 
make this their first report of their doings, as required by law. 

The Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska, appoint- 
ed by the Governor was composed as follows : 

In the First Judicial District—Jobn C. Elliott, of Otoe county, 
of the 1st class, for two years; Robert W. Furnas, of Nemaha 
county, of the 2d class, for four years; David R. Dungan, of Paw- 
nee county, of the 3d class, for six years. 

In the Second Judicial District-—John B. Maxfield, of Cass 
county, of the 1st class, for two years; Abel B. Fuller, of Saun- 
ders county, of the 2d class, for four years; Champion S. Chase, of 
Douglas county, of the 3d class, for six years. l 

In the Third Judicial District—William B. Dale, of Platte 
county, of the 1st class, for two years; William G. Olinger, of 
Burt county, of the 2d class, for four years; Fyfield H. Longley, 
of Washington county, of the 3d class, for six years. 

The law also makes the Governor, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and the Chancellor, ex-officio member of the Board. 
The Governor is, also, by law, ex-officio President of the Board. 

The Regents met at Lincoln and organized as a board on the 3d 
day of June, 1869. 

At this meeting, they approved of the plans and specifications 
for the University building, presented by Mr. J. MeBird, of 
Logansport, Irdiana, which the Commissioners of Public Build- 
ings had adopted. 

They also elected A. F. Harvey, Secretary, and John L. McCon- 
nell, Treasurer, each for the term of one year, and fixed the bond 
of the Treasurer at one hundred thousand dollars, and of the Sec- 
retary at two thousand dollars, each with good and sufficient sure- 
ties, to be approved by the President of the board. 

The next meeting of the board was held September 22d, 1869. 
At this meeting the board attended the laying of the corner stone 
of the University building in a body, by invitation of the Commis- 
- sioners of Public Buildings, on the 23d day of September.

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A committee of three, consisting of Regents Chase, Beals, and 
Dungan, was appointed to correspond with prominent educators 
throughont the country, to ascertain the names and qualifications 
of persons of ability to fill the office of Chancellor. 

The third meeting of the Board was held December 22d, 1870. 
At this meeting H. T. Davis was elected Secretary, in place of A. 
F. Harvey, removed from the State, and John L. McConnell was 
re-elected Treasurer, each for the term of two years. |

Peter Krone was elected janitor of the University, at a salary 
of forty dollars per month. 

The board passed a resolution that, when it was determined what 
furniture was needed for the University, bids for furnishing the 
same be invited by advertisement. A resolution was also passed, 
that the salaried pay of the Chancellor and professors commenee 
at the date of the opening of the EIR, or as soon thereafter 
as they enter upon their duties. 

The Treasurer of the Board has as yet received no moneys, the 
University Fund still being in the hands of the State Treasurer, 
nor has any expenditures been made from the University Fund. 
The mileage of the members, and other incidental expenditures, 

_ have been paid by warrants drawn on the General Fund, which 
fund is by. law to be reimbursed from the University Fund when 
received. All expenses of the Board, therefore, will appear in the 
Auditor's report. 

The Board would respectfully call attention to the fact that the 
amount received from the one mill tax, must necessarily fall con- 
siderably below the estimate as per valuation, owing to the fact 
that quite a per cent. of the same annually remains uncollected. 

The terms of office of the following Regents: John C. Elliott, 
in the First Judicial District; John B. Maxfield, in the Second 
Judicial District, and Uriah Bruner, in the Third Judicial District, 
will expire on the 1st day of March next, and their successors are 
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to be elected by the is of 1871. The above report con- 
tains all the more important business transacted by the Board.

A message from His Excellency, the Governor, by A. W. 
Kellogg, Private Secretary : 

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Rena j 

.I herewith transmit to the Honorable, the House of Representa- 
tives, a.copy of a joint resolution, passed by the General Assembly 
of the State of Ohio, relative to the surrender of persons charged 
with treason, felony, or other crimes. 

By the terms of the present law, no discretion is left with the 
Executive, when a demand is made upon him for the surrendér of 
a fugitive from another State, and in many cases manifest injustice 
has been wrought upon citizens of the State. 

I submit the case to your consideration, requesting the passage 
of a similar resolution, or the amendment of the law. `

Clark, from the Committee on Agriculture, submitted 
the following minority report relative to the passage of the general 
herd law. 


To the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 
The undersigned, a member of your Committee, to whom was 
referred H. R. No. 14, a bill for an act for a general herd law, and 
to protect cultivated lands from trespass by stock, would respect- 
fully beg leave to report : l 
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- That after a careful consideration cf the subject, I am unable to 
concur in the conclusions and recommendations of a majority of 
the Committee, for the reasons following : 

1st, The bill in contemplation will have a tendency to drive the 
stock-growing interests from our borders, and, although our State . 
is rich in her agricultural resources, she is especially remarkable 
for being possessed for all the requirements of a stock-growing 
country, and eminently adapted to that purpose by her climate and 
endless grazing resources; and it is believed that our stock-grow- 
ing interests are of paramount importance, and that under the 
influence of wise and friendly legislation, will contribute more 
largely to the material wealth of the State than any other branch 
of industry. And that this inexhaustible element of wealth should 
be encouraged and fostered instead of being driven from our bor- 
ders by the operation: of such laws as'the one contemplated by this 
bill. 

2nd, In the opinion of the undersigned, the law contemplated in 
the bill, is not only opposed to the best interests of the State, but 
its passage seems to be opposed by a majority of its citizens, if the 
petitions in favor of its passage, and the remonstrances against its 
passage, can be taken as an index of the public sentiment; for, of 
the (3252) three thousand two hundred and fifty-two names before -` 
your Committee, (1743) one thousand seven hundred and forty- 
three are attached to remonstrances against the passage of the bill. 

I therefore recommend that the bill do not pass.

First annual report of the Board of Instructors of the Nebraska 
State Penitentiary, for 1870. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Nebraska : 


In conformity with the act passed at the last extra session of the 
Legislature, entitled, “An act to provide for the ercction of a pen- 
itentiary, and for the care and custody of State prisoners,” approved, 
March 4th, 1870, the undersigned, Prison Inspectors of the State 
of Nebraska, make their first annual report, for the year ending 
November 20, 1870. 

In presenting this report, we ask for a close inspection and candid 
criticism of our administration and operations, but at the same time 
we trust that the Legislature and the people oe the State will not 
expect too much of us. 

We have earnestly endeavored to do the best that could be done. 
We have squandered none of the people's money, and have studied 
to so organize and shape the affairs of this institution, that by 
proper Legislative encouragement at the coming session, we. may 
at an early day provide the State with a first class penitentiary ; 
such as will be productive of humanizing, improving, and reform- 
ing results upon the convicted criminal offenders of our State. 

Maron 29rm. The Board of Inspectors elected by the last extra 
session of the Legislature, met at the Capitol building, in Lincoln, 
and held their first meeting, at which W. W. Wilson was chosen 
President of the Board. 

APRIL Isr. We caused an advertisement of the sale of lands 
appropriated by the Legislature for the erection of a penitentiary, 
to be inserted in tirta newspapers in this State, also several 
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thousand circulars containing the same advertisement were 
freely circulated through the States. Said sale was to take place 
on the 6th day of June, 1870. Each advertisement contained 
specific descriptions of each tract of land to-be sold, stating time, 
manner and condition of sale. At the same time we advertised in 
circular for plans and specifications for a suitable building for 
a State Penitentiary. This advertisement for plans and speeifica- 
tions was sent by mail to architects generally. 

APRIL 4TH. We, in conformity with an aet entitled 

* An act to provide for the temporary care and custody of the 
State. prisoners of the State of Nebraska, and to provide & 
-temporary penitentiary for such prisoners,” approved, March 4th, 
1870, adopted plans for a temporary penitentiary, and advertised 
for sealed bids for the erection of the same, according to plans and 
specifications on file, until the 28th of said month, which bids were 
to be opened on the 29th, and the contract awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder, upon giving a good and sufficient bond for the 
faithful performance of the work according to the contract. 

The act last mentioned appropriated five thousand dollars out of 
the State General Fund for the purpose of erecting said temporary 
penitentiary. 

How temporary a building the Legislature intended should be 
erected, was not easily determined. The appropriation not being 
sufficient to erect anything but a very temporary building, one 
that would not meet the temporary wants of the State until a per- 
manent building could be erected, we, after carefully considering 
this matter, and the interests of the State, concluded that the better 
plan would be to erect a substantial building, that would not only 
meet the temporary wants of the State, as a temporary prison, but 
so locate it that it would become a part of the permanent arrange- 
ment of buildings, as a work shop, when ifs use for a prison was 
no longer needed. To do this, we thought it proper to use the 
five thousand dollars, and make up the deficiency of the contract 
price (which was eight thousand six hundred and sixty-one dollars) 


of said building, out of the fund arising frem the sale of Peni- 
tentiary Lands.

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This arrangement makes it a permanent building nsed for a tem- 
porary purpose. 

We adjourned for the purpose of visiting the State 
prisons of Iowa, Illinois, and Indiana, to come in possession of all 
the information possible, in respect to the best manner of con- 
structing and governing a prison. It being the earnest desire of | 
the Inspectors to be able to judge of the relative merits of the 
plans to be submitted by architects on the 6th day of June, so that 
the plan adopted would not only be good, but such as would be 
best adapted to the requirements of the State in meeting its pres- 
ent and future wants. R

Parkins & Hallowell being the lowest bidders, the contract was 
awarded to them, on giving a good and sufficient bond, in the sum 
of eight thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of the con- 
ditions of the contract. A copy of said contract is hereunto 
attached, marked, Exhibit “ A.” 

Before work was commenced on the temporary building, and 
hefore we considered the Penitentiary permanently located, and in 
compliance with section 1 of the act before mentioned, the Midland 
Pacific Railroad Company was furnished with a copy of said act 
provided in this case, and requested to take action in reference 
thereto, which is hereto attached marked “ B.” 

Pursuant to notice, June 6th, the following named architects 
presented plans and specifications for a permanent Penitentiary : 
D. M. Killian, of Lincoln, Neb.; John K. Winchell, of Chicago, 
IU. ; E. D. Baldwin, and Thos, B. Annan, of St. Louis, Mo.; W. 
F. Gilbert, Lincoln, Neb., and William Foster, Des Moines, Iowa. 


e 
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After a careful examination and comparison of all the plans sub- 
mitted, we adopted the plan of Wm. Foster, as being best adapted 
to the requirements of the State. 

Said plans, immediately after.adoption, were placed in fhe office 
of Secretary of State, and there kept open by him for public 
inspection for one week, and thereupon notice was given to parties 
desiring to make proposals to erect said building on plans so 
adopted, and placed on file as aforesaid ; that the contract for the 
erection and completion of said building would be publicly 
awarded on the 13th day of June, 1870, at the hour of 2 o'clock, 
p. m. of said day, to the lowest responsible bidder. 

Immediately after the adoption of the plans, and in conformity 
with law and previous notice, the sale of Penitentiary Lands was 
opened, and continued from day to day until the 15th of June, at 
which time the sale was adjourned until the 28th day of Septem- 
ber, 1870. A description of all tke lands sold, to whom, and for 
what amount, is hereto attached, marked * C." 

June 13th. Pursuant to notice, the following bids were received 
for the erection of a Penitentiary, and were as follows, to-wit:

The contract was awarded to W. H. B. Stout, being the lowest 
bidder, he first giving bond in the sum of one hundred thousaud 
dollars. A copy of said contract is hereunto attached, marked 
66 D." 

The law providing for the erection of a Penitentiary did not 
limit the cost of construction, but that the Inspectors shon!d im- 
mediately proceed in the erection of a suitable building fór a 
Penitentiary, and were authorized to sell the fifty sections of land 
set apart for that purpose, and expend the proceeds for the erection 
` of said building. 

21 
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In our judgment, a suitable building for a Penitentiary, one 
that would meet the present and future wants of the State, and 
one that could be added to from time to time, could not be erected 
and completed for the sum that said lands would sell for, and 
believing it to be detrimental to the best interests of the State to 
erect a small building that would only meet the present 
wants of the State, and in a very short time be of no 
use as a prison, on account of its insufficiency, adopted a plan 
that is not only complete in itself, but one that can be added to 
from time to time as the State may require, thereby avoiding the 
necessity of tearing down and rebuilding, which is always attended 
with great loss of materiale, and at great expense to the State. 
The law provided that the contract should be let for the erection 
and completion of the building according to the plans and specifi- 
cations adopted, and that the plan should be such as would make 
a suitable building for a Penitentiary. 

We therefore reepectfully ask that more funds be provided for 
the erection of the Penitentiary, so that it may be completed 
according to contract price. 

To do this without burdening the people with taxation, we 
respectfully submit the following for your consideration: Appro- 
priate the twenty sections of land, known as “ Public Building 
Lands,” for Penitentiary purposes; change the present law regu- 
lating the sale of Penitentiary Lands, so that the Inspectors can 
sell land on time, under certain restrictions, similar to those regu- 
lating the sale of School Lands, bearing ten per cent interest, and 
authorize the investment of School Fundsin Penitentiary warrants | 
or bonds drawing a similar rate of interest. This plan, it is 
thought, would be very advantageous to the State; in this, the land 
would sell for a much higher price per acre than it now does, and at 
the same time make the School Fund secure beyond question, as 
the interest on the one would pay the interest on the other without 
damage or loss. We believe it to be the better policy for the 
State to invest in its own securities, and pay the accruing interest 
to itself. 
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JuLy 11th. Pursuant to advertisement the Warden and Board 
of Inspectors let the convict labor to the highest bidder, who was 
W. H. B. Stout. Male labor 42 cente, and female labor 20 cents 
per day, for the term of five years. A copy of the contract made 
between W. H. B. Stout and Inspectors and Warden is hereto 
attached, marked.“ E.” 

JuLY 28d. We notified the sheriffs of the several counties 
having State prisoners in custody, that the temporary Penitentiary 
would be completed and ready for the reception of prisoners on 
the 28th day of July, and directed them to report to the Warden 
of the prison on that day with all sach prisoners in their custody. 

JuLy 23d. Rules and regulations for the government of the 
prison were adopted, and a sufficient number of copies ordered 
‘printed to supply the officers and attendants, a. copy of which 
is hereto attached. 

JuLY 28th. A. R.:Hoel, of Douglas county, having been 
appointed by the Governor as Warden of the State prison, took 
charge of the prison and received prisoners from sheriffs of differ- 
ent counties, who reported in compliance with previous directions. 

Dr. Arthur Patterson, of Rulo, Richardson county, having been 
appointed prison physician on July 4th, at a yearly salary of $600, 
reported and took charge of the medical department of the same. 

“Juny 29th. Rev. H. T. Davis, of Lincoln, was appointed 
Chaplain of the prison, at a yearly salary of $300. 

The contractors for the erection of the temporary building, 
being unable to complete said building in the time specified in the 
contract, on account of unavoidable delays arising from the non- 
arrival of iron and other materials used in the construction of the 
same, the prisoners, therefore were not received as soon as had 
been anticipated. 

In compliance with law, we herewith submit a statement of ex- 
penditure, marked “ F,” which shows to whom, and for what the 
same was paid. 

We call your attention to section 11, of the Penitentiary Act, 


which requires the contractors to complete the Penitentiary within- 
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one year from the letting of the contract, and ask that the time for 
constructing said building be extended for a period of two years 
from the first of January, 1871. 

‘The contractors have done all in their power, considering the 
difficulty in procuring materials, and tke failure on the part of the 
State to provide money as per contract, so that they have suffered 
great peeuniary loss in being compelled to dispose of State paper 
at great discount. 

The magnitude of the work renders it quite impossible to com- 
plete the building in the time required by law—hence we ask for 
an extension of time. 

The contractors have already done $54,657.06 worth of work, 
including materials on the ground not used. A reserve of 25 per 
cent of this amount ie still in the possession of the State, being 
$13,664.50, which is quite ample for its protection. 

The work completed is of a very superior character, being all 
of limestone, (except temporary building which is sandstone), 
and laid upon a foundation of excellent concrete two feet in 

thickness. 

The work done since May. 1st., is as follows: Temporary Peni- 
tentiary, 2,300 feet prison yard fence, foundation of the Warden’s 
house, west cell house, kitchen and dining-room departments, hospi- 
tal, chapel and engine houses, and west end of prison yard wall, a 
thorough examination of which we respectfully ask. 

We respectfully recommend for your consideration, what is com- 
monly known as the prisoner’s good time, or commutation law. It 
has worked well in other States, and we believe it would cause the 
prison discipline tobe more reformatory, as it puts the prisoner’s 
case largely into his own hands. If he desires to amend, and so 
shorten his sentence, while he helps to maintain the better order of 
the prison, the opportunity is offered him. 

The law that all prisoners who have been or shall hereafter be 
convicted of any offense against the laws of the State of Nebras- 
ka, andconfined in the State Penitentiary in execution of the judg- 
ment or sentence upon such conviction, who so conduct themselves 
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that no charge of misconduct shall be sustained against them, 
shall have a deduction of one month on each of the first two 
years ; df two months on each succeeding year to the filth year; 
and of three months on each following year to the tenth year, and 
four months on each remaining year of the term of their sentence, 
and shall/be entitled to their discharge so much the sooner, upon 
the certificate of the Warden of: such Penitentiary, with the 
proval of the Board of Inspectors of the same. 
"At the last extra session, $10,000.00 was appropriated for. the 
support of State Prisoners, but at the time the appropriation was 
made, more than one-half of that amount was already expended 
by overdrawing for former years, and by the time we took charge 
of the prisoners the whole amount of appropriation was expended, 
and hence there is a deficiency of $17,306.97 in the fund for the 
-care and support of prisoners to be provided for at the coming ses- 
sion. i 

The estimated income of the prison for the years 1871-72, for 
convict labor will be $6,000.00, and the estimated expense of the 
prison for the same time, over receipts, will be $36,000.00, making 
the total amount to be ió for, $53,306.97, which we ask 
appropriated. - 

The expenses incurred in Leaping the prisoners appear large, 
but when we consider that the necessary furniture, bedding and 
clothing had to be provided, it must necessarily be larger for this 
year than hereafter. The necessary officers, guards, and other at- 
tendants for forty prisoners, cost as much as though the number 
was much larger. We have endeavored to practice the strictest 
economy in this department, and with the assistance and co-opera- 

. tion of faithful, competent, and skilful officers and employees in 
the prison, we hope and expect to be able, in future reports, to. 
make a more favorable exhibit of financial and reformatory results 
than at present. 

The act establishing the Penitentiary is, in the main, a good act, 
yet, in our opinion, there are several sections that need revision. 
Section 13 requires the salary of the Inspectors to be paid out of 
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the Penitentiary Fund, and section 29 requires them to be paid 
out of the State treasury on the warrant of the Auditor, the infer- 
ence being that they should be paid out of the General Fund. We 
would suggest that this apparent discrepancy be'corrected, and that 
the pay of the Inspectors be out of the General Fund, the same 
as other State officers. And the appropriation made for the erec- 
tion of the Penitentiary building be strictly applied for that 
purpose. 

The appropriation of $2,000.00 for postage, stationery, and ad- 
vertising, has been exhausted. We therefore ask for an appria- 
tion of $1,000.00 forthe nexttwo years for the same. The reports 
of the Warden, Physician, and Chaplain, are herewith transmitted, 
to all'of which we call your attention. The Warden’s report sets 
forth the business transactions of the prison in detail, and is an 
exhibit of -expenditures and receipts of the prison for the year 
ending November 30th, 1870. 

Thé recommendation of the Chaplain, for the appropriation of a 
small amount for a prison library, is worthy of consideration. 
We recommend that the Warden be allowed house rent until the 
completion of the main building, as the temporary building is not 
sufficient to accomodate him with his family. 

Sept. 28th. Ths adjourned sale of lands took place. A 
description of the lands sold, to whom, and for what amount, ap- 
pear in exhibit “C,” Sale of lands adjourned from October 1st, 
1870, until March 21st, 1871. All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

Wirness, That the said parties of the second part, do hereby for 
themselves, their heirs, executors, and administrators, covenant and 
agree, to and with the said parties of the firet part, and their suc- 
cessors, in office, that the said parties of the second part, their ex- 
ecutors, and administrators, shall and will within sixty days from 
and after the date hereof, well and sufficiently build, erect and 
finish the temporary Penitentiary of the State of Nebraska, on 
such portion of the site heretofore selected by the Commissioners 


for the location and erection of the public buildings, and now desig- ' 


nated by law for the Penitentiary of said State, as the said parties 
of the first part, or their successors in office, shall signify, accord- 
ing to drawings and specifications on file in the office of said State 
Prison Inspectors, made by W. F. Gilbert and to the satisfaction 
of the said parties of the first part, or their successors in office, or 
of such Superintendent of the said work as they shall appoint ; to 
be paid therefor the full sum of eight thousand six hundred and 
sixty-one dollars as hereafter mentioned; and the said parties of 
the first part do as euch State Prison Inspectors as aforesaid for 
themselves, and their successors in office, covenant and agree to 
and with the said parties of the second part, their executors and 
administrators. That the said parties of the first part, and their 
successors in office, shall, and will, in consideration of the covenant 
and agreement being strictly kept and performed by the said par- 
ties of the second part as specified, well and truly pay, or cause to 
be paid unto the said parties of the second part, their executors, 
administrators or assigns, the said sum of eight thousand six hun- 
dred and sixty-one dollars lawful money of the United States, in 
form and manner following, to-wit :

And it is further agreed between said parties : 

, 1. The specifications and drawings are intended to-operate, 80 
that any work exhibited in the drawings, and not mentioned in 
the specifications, or vice versa, is to be executed the same as if it 
were mertioned in the specifications and shown forth in the draw- 
ings, to the true meaning and intention of the drawings and speci- 
fications, so as to make said building complete in every part, and 
in all its details, without any extra charge whatever. | 

2. The contractors, at their own proper cost and charges, are, 
to find, furnish, and provide all manner of labor, materials, and 
implements, of what nature or description soever, for the full and 
perfect completion of said building. 

32. Should any dispute arise concerning the true construction or 
meaning of the said drawings or specifieations, the same shall be 
decided by the said Superintendent, so to be appointed as afore- 
said, or by such architect in good standing as the parties of the 
first part shall appoint to oversee said building, and his decision 


- shall be final and conclusive to all parties. 


4. The parties of the second part shall forfeit and become liable 
to pay to the parties of thefirst part or their successors in office, 
for the use and benefit of the State Building Fund, the sum of 
fifty dollars a day, for each and every day during which said build- 
ing shall remain unfinished after the time herein specified, in which 
to complete said building, as stipulated damages, and not as a 
penalty. 

5. Should the parties of the first part at any time during the 
progress of said building, request any alterations, deviations or ad- 
ditions to, or omissions from the said contract, the same shall be 
made, and in no wise shall affect or make void this contract, but 
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shall be added to, or dedueted from the contract price as the ease 
may be, by a fair and reasonable valuation; and the time herein 
specified for the completion of the said building shall, in case alter- 
ations or additions be made requiring more time, be accordingly 
extended, but not otherwise.

Should the parties of the first part; or their successors in 
office, at any time during the progress of said building, request any

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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE NEBRASKA 
STATE PENITENTIARY. 


DUTIES OF THE WARDEN. 


* 1. Itshallbe the duty of the Warden to keep a register, in 
which he shall regularly enter the reception, the previous moral 
character, habits, and education, (so far as the same can be ascer- 
tained), and the discharge, death, pardon or escape of every pri- 
soner. 

2. The Warden shall have the entire control and management 
of the Penitentiary, subject to the authority established by law, 
and the rules and regulations adopted by the inspectors. 

3. It shall be his duty to obey and carry out all written orders 
and instructions that he shall from time to time receive from 
the Inspectors. y 

4. He shall reside at the Penitentiary, and examine daily into 
the state thereof; visit every department, and see every prisoner 
confined therein, so often as good order and necessity may require. 

5. He shall exercise a general supervision and direction in re- 
gard to the discipline and police of the prison, and the business 
concerns thereof. 

6. He shall also see that the prisoners are treated with human- 


. ity; that the sick and complaining have proper medical and other 


attendance and that they are supplied with such food and medicines 
as may be prescribed. 

7. He shall take proper measures for the health and cleanliness 
of the prison, and see that the convicts pay proper attention to 
their persons. 

8. He shall not permit any kind of gaming, nor allow profane 
or indecorous language by the convicts or officers. 

9. He shall, when not necessarily engaged in superintending 


general affairs, and overlooking his ‘assistants in the discharge of 


their duties remain during working hours in the Warden’s office. 
l ` . 
| 
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10. He shall pass through the prison before retiring at night, 
and satisfy himself that all is safe, and that the night watch are 
properly discharging their duty. 

11. He shall inspect the moral conduct of the prisoners, and 
attend divine service whenever it may be held in the chapel of the 
prison, unless prevented by sickness. 

19. He shall see that the “rules and regulations ” prescribing 
the “duties” of all persons connected with the institution are ' 
strictly observed. He shall report to the Inspectors all violations 
of rules by prisoners, contractors, their foremen or agents. 


DUTIES OF THE DEPUTY WARDEN. 


1. The Deputy Warden shall attend daily at the prison, from 
the hour of unlocking in the morning until after the prisoners shall 
have been locked up at night. 

2. In the absence of the Warden from the; prison, the Deputy 
- Warden shall perform his duties. 

3. He shall spend the whole day in a general supervision of the 
assistant-keepers and prisoners, direct them in their duties, and re- 
ceive reports from the assistant-keepers of all disobedience or vio- 
lation of the rules by any person connected with the institution, 
and report the same to the Warden. . 

4. It shall be the duty of the Deputy Warden to keep a book 
in which shall be entered a record of every infraction of the pub- 
lished rules of discipline, with the name of the prisoner, officer, or 
guard so guilty, which record shall be submitted to the Inspectors 
at the end of every month. 

5. He shall cause the loeks, doors, and cells of the prison to be 
examined daily. 

6. He shall be constantly moving abont the institution, visiting 
frequently, but irregularly and without notice, the workshops, kit- 
chen, hospital, and other departments of the prison. i 

7. He shall inspect the arms and equipments of the wall guards 
at least once a week, and report any officer who may be found 
deficient in the required amount of ammunition, or whose gun or 
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equipments are not in perfect order. He shall inspect all the arms 
or equipments not in daily use as often as once in two weeks. 

8. The Deputy Warden shall not grant leave of absence to any 
officer for a longer period than one-half day without consulting the 
Warden, except iu cases of emergency. 

9. He shall be present and preside at the meals of the pri- 
soners, unless his place is taken by the Warden. 


X 


DUTIES OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


1. The Physician shall visit the Penitentiary at least once 
every day, and personally examine every sick and complaing pris- 
oner that may be reported him as such, or whom he may find in 
the cells, or hospital, aud shall prescribe such medical treatment 
' as their cases may require. 

2, He shall keep a book, to be called the “ Hospital Register,” 
in which shall be entered the names pf all the prisoners sick or 
complaining who require medical treatment, with the disease of 
each, and his prescription therefor. 

3. He shall ‘see that all proper medicine is administered to 
those who are sick, and perform all surgical operations that may be 
necessary, and discharge all other duties that properly pertain to 


his profession; and, if necessity requires it, to pay extra visits, 


but no surgical operation shall be performed upon any prisoner 
without his consent, or the consent of two of the Inspectors. 

4, When a prisoner dies the Physician shall record the nature 
of the complaint, and all the circumstances connected therewith 
that he may deem proper and necessary, together with the name, 
age and time of death. 

5. He shall in all cases direct the diet to be prepared for the 


sick; and should it happen that his direction or prescription be. 


neglected, he shall report the same to the Warden. 

6. He shall, as often as may be necessary, furnish the Warden 
a memorandum of such medicines, provisions, and other supplies, 
as may be required for the hospital. 
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DUTIES OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Chaplain to conform in all cases 
to the general rules and regulations of the prison, subject to the 
control of the Warden, as to his intercourse with the convicts. 

2. It-shall be his duty to see that each convict is furnished with 
the Bible or a Testament. ' 

3. To preach to the prisoners every Sunday, or when neces- 
sarily-absent, to engage some regularly ordained preacher to fill 
his place. 

4. To see that the Sunday School is properly attended and sup- 
plied, as for as practicable, with suitable teachers and books. 

5. It shall be his duty to visit those who are sick in the hos- 
pital, and minister to their spiritual wants. 

6. He shall have the liberty of visiting any prisoner who 
wishes to see him, subject to the control of the Warden. 

7. He is to use his best exertions to promote the moral and 
religious welfare of the prisoners, as well as the harmony and 
general interests of the institution. 

8. He shall not furnish the prisoners with any information or 
intelligence in relation to secular matters, excépt. by permission 
from the Warden. 

9. Nor shall he have any intercourse with the prisoners, other 
than such as shall be necessary and proper in teaching them the 
branches of education authorized by law, and in imparting such 
moral and religious instruction best calculated. to promote their 
subordination, reformation, and spiritual welfare. 

10. He shall have charge of the prison library, keep a schedule 
of the books contained therein, see to their distribution to the 
prisoners, and their return again to the library at the required 
time; also report to the inspectors the condition thereof, in his 
annual report, or oftener if requested to do so. 

11. Sectarian doctrines in matters of religious belief shall not 
be taught. If any prisoner desires communication with the min- 
ister or instructor of his particalar faith, on proper application to 
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the Warden, and at his discretion, it shall be allowed, under and 
in conformity with the general regulations of the prison; but such 
minister or instructor on such occasions, must in all things con- 
form to the rules and regulations for the government of the Chap- 
lain; any infringement or departure from which will debar him 
from future intercourse with the prisoners. 


DUTIES OF ASSISTANT KEEPERS AND GUARDS. 


The assistant keepers shall be the agents of the Warden in 
enforcing the police and discipline of the prison, and in carrying 
into effect the laws for the government thereof. 

1. It shall be the duty of the assistant keepers to attend to the 
prison at the opening thereof, and not to absent themselves there- 
from on any pretext or excuse, during prison hours, except by 
permission of the Warden or Deputy Warden. 

2. While within the prison, the assistant keepers shall refrain 
from singing, whistling, and seufiling, immoderate laughter, bois- 
trous conversation, exciting discussions upon politics and religion, 
or other subjects, provoking witticism or sarcasms, and all other 
acts calculated to disturb the harmony and good order of the 
prison. ; . : 

3. In their intercourse among themselves, the officers of the 
prison are at all times to treat each other with that mutual respect 
and kindness that become gentlemen and friends; and are required 
to avoid all collisions, jealousies, separate and party views and 
interests among themselves; and are strictly forbidden to treat 
each other with disrespect, or use ungentlemanly epithets. 

4, They shall not, while on duty, hold conversation with each 


other, nor with contractors, or their foremen, except such as may > 


be necessary in the discharge of their duties. 

5. Neither shall they te engaged, while on duty, in reading, 
writing, (other than making necessary entries) or in any other em- 
ployment calculated to interfere with constant watchfulness and 
vigilance. 

6. They shall not under any circumstances allow prisoners to 

24 , 
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speak to them upon any subject not immediately connected with 
their duty, employment or wants. 

7. They shall keep the convicts under their charge diligently 
at work, at the several occupations at which-they are em- 
ployed. . 

8. They shall not permit them to hold any conversation with 
each other, or with any person whatever, except those allowed 
by law, nor to communicate with each other by signs or signals. 

9. They shall require the greatest possible cleanliness in the 
convicts, their person and clothing, and in their working and sleep- 
ing apartments. 

10. They shall instruct them in all the rules of the prison 
necessary for their government, and admonish them on the least 
appearance of insubordination. 

11. They shall not punish or strike a convict with a cane or 
stick, or with the fist or feet, or any weapon, unless it be in self- 
defense, or to quell an insurrection ; nor shall they use any pro- 
fane or indecorous language to them or in their presence, but shall 
uniformly treat them.in a kind and humane manner. 

12. They shall not allow their prisoners to leave their work 
without permission, nor shall they allow them to speak to or gaze 
at visitors. — 

18. They shall not receive from or deliver to a prisoner, any 
article or thing whatever, without the knowledge or consent of the 
Warden or his Deputy. 

14. As soon as the prisoners are locked up at night, each 
assistant having charge of a division, shall report immediately to 
the Deputy Warden the number they have locked up or have in 
charge. > 

15. The officer in charge of the kitchen shall inspect the table 
at each meal, and see that every convict has plentiful rations of 
wholesome food. The officer in charge of the company shall 
walk in front.of each man and inspect his plate before eating. If 
anything needful is wanting he shall see that it is supplied, and no 
convict shall commence eating until all are seated. 
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DUTIES OF CONTRACTORS. 


1. Contractors, their agents and foremen, shall hold no inter- 
course with any convict other than those employed and superin- 
tended by them; nor upon any subject whatever, other than the 
business carried on by them. 

2. They are to confine themselves strictly to their business, 
and are not to leave the shops where their business is carried on to 
visit any other part of the prison. 

3. Their intercourse with the officers of thé prison shall be 
such only as is necessarily connected with the prosecution of the 
business under their charge. 

4. They are not under any circumstances to inflict any punish- 
ment, or to enforce the discipline in any manner, upon any convict 
whatever. 

5. They are to report to the keepers, having charge of the convicts 
in their department, all violations of the rules and regulations of 
the prison. 

6. No foreman shall be employed by contractors within the 
prison, without first obtaining the consent of the warden; aud no 
persons, other than the necessary foreman, shall be employed with 
the convicts, orin any other manner in the prison. 

7. They shall not apply any harsh or opprobrious epithets to ` 
the convicts, nor use any profane language in their presence. 

8. The teameters, or other persons in the employ of the con- 
tractors, who may occasionally visit the prison, shall not be per- 
mitted to speak to a convict without permission of an officer. 

9. All officers and guards are expressly charged with the exe- 
cution of the above orders, and are directed to report any neglect 
or violation of the same. 


DUTIES OF THE PRISONERS. 


1. They are to labor faithfully and diligently, to obey all orders 
promptly, and to observe unbroken silence. 
2. They are not to exchange a word with each other, under. 
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any pretense, nor to communicate any intelligence to each other in 
writing ; they are not to exchange looks, winks, laugh with each 
other, or make use of any signs except such are necessary to convey 
their wants to the waiters. 

3. They must approach their keepers in a respectful manner, 
and be brief in their communication; they are not to speak to 
them on ordinary topics, nor address them, except when it becomes 
necessary in relation to their work or their necessary wants. 

4. They shall not at any time, nor under any pretense, without 
leave, speak to any person who does not belong to the institution, 
nor receive from them any letter, paper, tobacco, or anything what- 
ever; they are not to leave the place where they are put to work, 
nor the work they are set to do, without the special permission or 
orders of the proper officer ; they are not to suffer their attention 
to be taken from their Won to look at visitors, nor are they to 
gaze or look at them when unemployed. 

5. No convietis willfully or carelessly to injure his work, tools, 
wearing apparel, bedding, or any other thing belonging to or 
about the prison ; nor will any prisoner be suffered to mark, injure, 
orin any way deface the walls, or any part of his cell, or night 
room ; nor is he to execute his work badly, when he has the 
ability to do it well. 

6. No convict shall receive or transmit any letter or paper, 
except under the inspection of the Warden. 

7. Each prisoner, so far as is practicable, shall occupy the same 
cell every night. As they enter their respective cells, each prison- 
er, after letting down his room-bucket, must draw the door of his 
cell until it strikes the latch, and in this position stand, holding his 
door, until the turnkey approaches and enters the key; ; the 
prisoner shall then instantly close his door. ` z 

8. Atthe.ringing of the bell, every prisoner must go to bed 
immediately, (but they may go to bed previously, if they choose,) 
and a "profound silence must be observed ,from that time until the 
sound of bugle in the morning, at which time every prisoner must 
immediately dress himself and prepare to march out. 
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9. They shall always march in military step, and in such order 
as may be designated by the officers in charge; while in their cells, 
and while marching, and at all other times, all unnécessary noise 
must be avoided. 

10. No prisoner will be allowed to sleep with his clothes on. 

11. If a prisoner becomes sick, or from any cause feels unable 
to work, he shall report himself to the officer under whose charge 
he may be. 

12. Convicts will only be allowed such food, tobacco, and cloth- 
ing, as are issued in the prison. 

18. For all willful violations of the above rules, punishment 
will certainly be inflicted. 


GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. The Captain of the night watch shall close the outer doors 
of the prison at ten o’clock p. m., at which time all the officers who 
lodge at the prison must be within the walls, unless by express per- 
mission of the Warden they have leave to remain out until a later 
hour, in which case they will be furnished with a watch word, on 
pronouncing which they will be admitted by the Captain of the 
watch; and such officers as lodge out of the prison must be at 
their residence at and after ten o’clock at night, ready to be called 
to the prison at any moment their services may be required. 

2. No ardent spirits, wine, strong beer or ale, are, upon any 
occasion, to be used by any officer, contractor or foreman, in or 
about the prison; neither are they to suffer any other person to 
bring the same within the prison walls except for the hospital, to 
be used for medicine, under the direction. of the Physician. 

3. The convicts shall have at all times the liberty of. speaking 
to the Inspectors when present at the prison. 

4, Any officer who shall sleep while at his post, or while in 
charge of any other duty, or shall neglect the same, or who shall 
behave improperly, shall be discharged from the Institution. 

5. The assistant-keepers must yield that ready obedience to 

- their superior officers so necessary to secure the beneficial results 
of effective co-operation and good government. 
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6. They shall not allow any persons to go on the walls, or into 
the prison, without permission from the Warden, Deputy Warden, 
or Clerk. 

7. They shall not be permitted to have any uunecessary con- 
versation in the guard-room while the Deputy Warden is taking 
the report, or in the dining-room while the prisoners are at their 
meals. ] 

8. No person shall be allowed to be present in the washirg- 
room while prisoners are being washed and changing clothes, 
except officers of the Penitentiary. 

9. All persons visiting the Penitentiary on Sunday, for church 
service, shall leave the prison yard before the prisoners leave the 
chapel. 

10. - No contractor shall be allowed to give any assistant-keeper 
any reward or present, and any assistant-keeper receiving such re- 
ward or present shall be immediately discharged. 


VISITORS. 


1. All persons not connected with the Penitentiary, except 
contractors, their foremen and employees, and such persons as are 
authorized by law to visit the prison, are regarded as visitors, and 
are subject to the same rules. 

2. Visitors will not be permitted to enter the prison, unless 
. accompanied by an officer or guard of the Penitentiary ; and 
when within the prison, will be under the surveillance of the 
officer or guard accompanying them. 

3. Visitors will have no intercourse whatever with the con- 
victs; and when passing through the prison, will conduct them- 
selves in a quiet and orderly manner—loud talking, laughing, and 
personal allusions to convicts, by remarks, pointing, or " otherwise, 
being positively prohibited. 

4. Visitors must enter and depart through the guard-room. 

5. On Sunday, visitors will only be allowed duríng chnrch 
service, and are required to leave the prison yard before the pri- 
soners leave the chapel. 
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6. It shall be the duty of any officer or guard of the Peniten- 
tiary, when persons are found within the prison, contrary to or in 
violation of any of the above rules, to see that they are at once 
stopped, and leave the prison grounds.

WARDEN’S REPORT. 


WarDeN's Orrior, Dec. 1, 1870. 
To the Honorable Beard of Inspectors of Nebraska State Prison : 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor herewith to hand you my first 
report, dating from July 28th, 1870, to December 1st, 1870. 

There have been received since August 28, forty-two (42) pris- 
oners, and discharged. nine (9); remaining December 1, thirty- 
three (38). 

The rules and regulations adopted for the discipline of the pri- 
son by your honorable board, have been mainly enforced, and in- 
dustry and good conduct secured. 

Punishment has been much less frequent than could have been 
expected. The policy that has been adopted has been to obtain 

the confidence and respect of the convicts without brutal force, but 
when punishment has been resorted to it has been severe and the 
result obtained good. 

I would call to your minds the prisoners good time law, wie 
has been adopted by some of the States with satisfactory resulta. 
Also that prisoners convicted of the eame crime in all parte of the 
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State, receive as near as possible the same sentence. Also that 
same plan be adopted as to the number of hours per day each con- 
vict shall labor. We have in prison, convicts sentenced for six, 
eight and ten (6, 8, and 10) hours perday. Your honorable body 
cannot fail to see that this mode of sentence is defective. I would 
also call your attention to the State Prison Law, approved, March 
4th, 1870. Sections 26,41, and 24, in my judgment, needs special 
attention. Section twenty-six (26) makes it the duty of the In- 
spectors to settle the accounts of the Warden with the State and 
prison on the first Monday in December each year. Section forty- 
one (41) makes it the duty of the Warden to make his report to 
the Inspectors on the third day of December each year. This he 
cannot do when the first Monday of said month comes later than 
the third of the month. The accounts of the Warden must be ap- 
proved by the Inspectors before he makes his report. Section 
twenty-four (24) should be amended so that the Warden may ad- 
minister the oath of office to the guards employed by him. 
- Entering upon the duties of my, office with no experience and 
very little knowledge of prisons, except what information I 
obtained while on a visit last July to the Joliet, Michigan City, 
and Detroit prisons. I undoubtedly have made some mistakes. 
To the Deputy Warden, M. H. Bliss, and to the other officers of 
the prison, for their assistance and efficient service, I am under 
obligations. |

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REPORT OF Rev. H. T. DAVIS, CHAPLAIN. 
l Liwcorw, Nees., Dec. 1st, 1870. 
To the Inspectors of the Penitentiary of Nebraska : 


GENTLEMEN :— When I entered upon the duties of Chaplain, on 
the 1st of August, I found the prisoners without any reading mat- 
ter whatever, except a few testaments which some had brought 
with them. And as there was no provisions made for the supply- 
ing of them with books, I succeeded in getting a small library of 
seventy-two volumes donated.. These books were most all of a 
religious character, and very excellent works, yet they are wholly 
inadequate to the wants of the prisoners. I have also received a 
number of religious papers which I have distributed among them, 
which they seem to read with avidity. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to the American Tract 
_ Society; the Boston Tract Society, the proprietors of the Standard, 

of Chicago, the Book Concern of the M. E. Church, of Chicago, 
and the Young Men’s Christian Society of Omaha, for kind favors 
shown. i - 

I applied to the American Bible’ Society for Bibles, with which 
to supply. the prisoners, but was informed by the agent, the Rev. 
Mr. McCandish, that State institutions do not come within the 
scope of their charity. 

The place for holding service is very unpleasant, there being no 
convenience whatever, it being in the same room where the prison- 
ers sleep and stay when not at work. All the surroundings are 
anything but those which are calculated to solemnly impress the 
minds of the hearers. 

A chapel suitable for religious purposes and the holding of a 
Sabbath School is very greatly needed. As the present building, 
however, is only temporary, I hope it will be but a few months, 
at most, until such 4 building will be erected. Owing to the very 
inconvenient place in which I have to give instruction to the 

prisoners, and the fact of our not yet having obtained Bibles, I 
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have not organized a Sabbath School. I intend, however, to organ- 
ize a school just as soon as books are procured, and endeavor to 
do the best I can under the circumstances. l 

I have been highly pleased with the marked attention of the 
prisoners to the preaching of the gospel. They seem to be exceed- 
ingly anxious to hear and learn. 

In the violation of law there are two parties in the case, so 
there are two sides to be looked at—society and the criminal. The 
objects to be reached in imprisoning criminals are, first, to defend 
society against the probable repetition of unpunished crimes, and, 
second, this is to be done in a way most likely, at the same time, 
to benefit the criminal, but unfortunate victim of the law. This 
being the case, such means should be used as would best accom- 
plish the reformation of the prisoner. Moral and religious influ- 
ence should be brought to bear, in order to elevate and benefit the 
criminal. " 

I think, therefore, that the Legislature should make, at its com- 
ing session, a liberal appropriation, for the purpose of furnishing 
the prisoners with a good library. At least three hundred dollars 
should be appropriated for this purpose. 

They should have the best books. No fourth or fifth rate books 
should be given them. They should have the best histories and 
the best poems. "The religious books should also be of the same 
. high order. 

I have been much pleased with the spirit exhibited by your hon- 
orable body, and the deep interest you take in the moral instruc- 
tion of. the prisoners; also with the deep solicitude manifested by 
the Warden and Deputy Warden, for the welfare of thbse intrusted 
to their care. I wish to expresss my sincere thanks to your hon- ` 
orable body and to the Warden and Deputy Warden for kindness 
shown me. l 

My earnest desire and prayer to God, has been that my labors 
among the prisoners might result in their conversion. I see in 
each one of these poor victims of the law, an immortal soul that is 
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worth more than ten thousand worlds like this. Their salvation is 
above everything else. For this I have been earnestly laboring.

REPORT OF Dx. A. PATTERSON, PRISON PHYSICIAN. 


To the Inspectors of the Nebraska State Prison: 


GENTLEMEN :—1 have the honor to report to you the condition. 
of the Medical Department of the State Prison, for -that part of 
the year just ended, during which it has been under my charge. 
Soon after the transfer of the convicts to the Penitentiary at : 
Lincoln—nearly five months ago—-I assumed charge of this depart- 
ment. 

‘When the prisoners were first brought here, and for some time 
after, the number who daily presented themselves for medical aid, 
was very large, amounting frequently to one-third of the whole 
number, and sometimes even a larger: proportion. It must be 
remembered that convicts generally come from that class of society 
who have broken down their constitutions and sown the seeds of 
disease by previous dissipation. Besides, many of our State 
convicts had been confined in improperly constructed jails, and 
suffered from want of ventilation and exercise. Proper treatment, 
good diet, well ventilated cells, and out-door exercise, produced a 
very marked improvement, after the men had become somewhat. 
habituated to hard labor. They were never overworked when 
well, nor required to perform the lightest labor, unless reported fit 
for such duty by the physician in charge. They soon became 
inured to the labor and very much improved in physical health 
and vigor. i 

The diseases most frequently requiring treatment were diarrhea, 
catarrh, remittent fever, rheumatism, and skin diseases, in various 
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forms, including syphilitic. eruptions. There was secondary 
syphilis.in all grades of severity. Two grave cases are still under 
treatment. At the same time that there was an epidemic of 
typhoid fever in the community, there were three cases of the 
disease in the prison. <A large proportion of the complaints were 
trivial, embracing a very wide range, and scarcely justifying a 
tabular statement. 

Diarrhea prevailed mostly in August and September; Remittent 
Fever, in September and October. They have both entirely dis- 
appeared. The general health of the prisoners has greatly 
improved. The daily sick list has decreased to most satisfactory 
proportions. Iam happy to say that I have no deaths to report. 

As existing arrangements are only temporary, I deem it unnec- 
essary to make any suggestions with regard to the accommodations 
and conveniences for the care of the sick. Everything possible,- 
under the circumstances, has been done for their comfort by the 
prison authorities. Thesanitary condition of the prison is satis- 
factory. The food of the prisoners is wholesome and abundant. 
The clothing and bedding sufficient. In short, the provisions for 
their physical welfare are all that could be desired, 

I acknowledge my obligations to the Warden and Deputy War- 
den for the efficient manner in. which they seconded every scheme 
for the amelioration of the condition of the sick, and the improve- 
ment of the sanitary condition of the institution.

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Mr. SPEAKER— 

The Committee of the Whole have had under consideration sun- 
dry memorials and -bills, and have instructed me to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

H. R. 81, memorial and joint resolution praying for a land 
office at Meridian, report the same back, amended by inserting 
after the word Meridian, wherever it occurs, the words “ or some 
other convenient point in that land district,” and recommend its 
passage as amended. 

H. R. 16, memorial and joint resolution to banks, tariff, rail- 
roads, &c., report progress on the same, and ask leave to sit again. 

H. R. 70, an act for the erection of additional buildings for the 
use of the State normal school, report progress, and ask leave to 
sit again. 

On leave, Mr. Shook offered the following resolution, 

Which was adopted. 

Resolved, That this House hold two daily sessions, the morning 
session beginning at 10 a. m. and thé afternoon session at 2 p. m., 
until otherwise ordered. 

The following communication from Hon. George H. Roberts, 
Attorney-General, was received and read: 


OF THE STATE OF NEBRASKA, 


OFFICE OF -THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 
LINCOLN, Jan. 30, 1871. 


To the Honorable the Speaker and members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives ; 

GENTLEMEN :—In response to a resolution from your honorable 
body, asking my opinion upon seven different questions, I have 
the honor to state my opinion in seratim, as follows : x 

Question 1.—* Is the title of the act entitled an act to amend an act, 
to provide for the Registry of School Lands, for the control and 
disposition thereof and for the safe keeping of the funds derived 
from the sale and lease of said. lands, approved, February 15th, 
1869, sufficiently expressive of the subject of said act, to 
conform to the requirements of section 19, of article 2, of 
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the Constitution of Nebraska?? Section 19, of the Constitution 
reads as follows: “ Every bill shall be fally and distinctly read on 
three different days, unless, in case of emergency, three-fourths of : 
the House in whieh it shall be pending, shall dispense with this 
rule. No bill shall contain more than one subject which shall be 
clearly expressed in its title; and.no law shall be reyised or 
amended, unless the new act contain the entire act revised, and 
‘the sections amended, and the section or sections so amended 
shall be repealed.” 

Answer.—In my opinion the title of the act is sufficiently expres- 
sive of the subject of said act, and is in conformity to the provisions 
of the Constitution. The provisions of the above section relating to 
the instructions required in reading a bill, and the number of times 
a bill shall be read, were as they in fact import, intended as per- 
manent rules for the proceedings of the Houses. They are direc- 
tions only, and are to be enforced by the Houses, and not by Judi- 
cial interposition. The farther provisions of the same section that 
no bill shall contain more than one subject, which shall be clearly 
expressed in its title, is also made a permanent rule in the introdnc- 
tion, and passage of bills through the House. The subject of the 
bill is required to be clearly expressed in the title, for the purpose 
of advising members of its subject, when voting in eases in which 
the reading has been dispensed with by a three-fourths vote. The 
provisions that a bill shall contain but one subject was to prevent 
combination, by which. various and distinct matter of legislation 
should gain a support, which they could not if presented separate- 
ly. Asarule of proceeding in the General Assembly it is mani- 
festly an important one, but if it was intended to effect any prac- 
tical object for the benefit of the people in the examination, con- 
struction, or operation of acts passed and published, Iam un- 
able to see it. This provision being intended to operate upon bills 
in their progress through the General Assembly, it must be held to 
be directory only. It relates to balls and not to acts. It would be 
most mischievous in practice to make the validity of every law, 

depend upon the judgment of every judicial tribunal of the State, 
2T 
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as to whether an act or bill contained more than one subject, or 
whether this one subject was clearly expressed in the title of the 
aet or bill. Iam therefore of the opinion that in general, the only 
safeguard against the violation of these rules of the House, is their 
regard for, and their oaths to support the Constitution of the State. 

Question 2. Does the State authorize the loaning of achool 
funds? : 

Answer. lam decidedly of the opinion that it does of funds espe- 
cially designated, and none others, as follows, to-wit--(I «uote 
from page 139, of the Session Laws of 1869) : 

“ All moneys received as advance or full payment by the pur- 
chasers of school lands shall be paid by the officers receiving said 
moneys to the Treasurer of State, specifying whether said money 
is for common school or university lands; and duplicate receipts 
shall be given for said moneys, one of which shall be filed by the - 
Law Commissioners, and the other shall be retained by the person 
paying over the money. Such money shall be held as the princi- 
pal of the general school fund, as they have been derived from the 
disposal of common school or university lands; and all forfeitures 
which may accrue from lands, and all other estates, which shall 
escheat to the State for want of heirs, or kindred entitled to the 
inheritance, from all lands which have been or may hereafter be 
granted to the State when no special purpose is expressed in 
the grant, shall belong to the common school fund, and shall be 
by the Governor, Land Commissioner, and Treasurer of the State, 
invested in United States, State, or some other good and sufficient 
securities.” 

The act passed during the session of 1867, and approved, June 
24th, of that year, of which the section just quoted is amendatory, 
provided for the investment of the permanent school funds of the 
State “in United States or State securities; which shall bear not 
less than six per cent annual interest;” but as amended during 
the session of 1869, the scope of the investment school fund is ma- 
terially enlarged by the amendatory words, “some other good and 
sufficient sectrities.” | 
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- Trust funds have been made the object of especial care by law- 
makers every where; and except when enlarged by statutory pro- 
vision, trustees have been held liable, under the common law, and 
by the ruling of courts, in cases where trust funds have been in- 
vested in other than by mortgages on real estate and Government 
bonds. In my opinion, therefore, the Legislature, when they en- 
larged the scope of-investment of the permanent school fund, by 
the amendatory words, “some other good and sufficient securities,” 
did not mean to include the basis of all security, land or real 
estate, and therefore any security which is good.and sufficient 
would, in my opinion, come within the meaning, and intendment 
of the act above referred to, and would be legal investment. 

Question 3.—Does thelaw authorize or empower the State to 
take and held real estate by way of mortgage to secure to loan of 
school fund ? 

Answer 3—My opinion is that the power to invest in “ other 
good and sufficient securities, upon which I have expressed myself 
in answer to the previous question, carried with it the power to 
take and hold real estate, by way of mortgage, to secure said lands. 

Question 4.—If such authority be given, is it so given in the 
case of the loan of particular funds or in the case of all funds ? 

Answer 4.—The authority is only given in the case already re- 
ferred, to-wit, in the loan of the permanent school fund. 

.. Question 5—Is there any law authorizing any person to demand 
or receive the five per cent fund due the State, under and by virtue 
ofthe enablingaet? | f 

Answer 5.—Section 12, of the enabling act, reads us follows :— 

And be it further enacted, That five per centum of the 
proceeds of the sales of all public lands laying within said 
State, which have been, or shall be sold, by the United States, 
prior or subsequent to the admission of said State into the Union, 
after deducting all expensesincident to the same, shall be paid to 
the said State for the support of the common schcols. 

I would call your attention to a joint memorial and resolution to 
Congress asking for five per cent on the sale of the public lands, 
to be found on page 155 of the session laws of 1867, as follows: 


_ A 
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WHkEREAS, There is donated to the State of Nebraska five per 
cent of the sale of the public lands of the United States, within 
said State of Nebraska; and, o 

Wuereas, The same is now due to the State of Nebraska; there- 
fore be it : 

Resolwed, That the Governor of the State is hereby authorized 
and directed to bring the matter to the attention of our Representa- 
tives and Senators in Congress, and request them to unite with 
him in endeavors to secure the same to be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the State at as early a day as is possible, and the , 
Governor is hereby authorized to employ any other and further 
assistance that may be necessary to secure that result. Approved, 
dune 24th, 1867. 

In my opinion, the Governor, as the representative of the State, 
recognized as such and under said memorial, would be authorized 
to demand and receive the same, and pay the same to the State 
Treasurer. . ' 

Question 6.—Is there any law authorizing the loan of said 
funds ? l 

Answer—In my opinion, none. 

Question 7.—Has a mortgage given the State for the loan of 
said five per cent fund, any force or validity, and can it be enforced 
against the mortgagor ? - 

Answer.—-In my opinion it could certainly be enforced, if said 
mortgage was executed according to law, whether the officer, or 
officers, loaning the same had the right to loan it or not.

VETO MESSAGE. 


To the Honorable the Speaker of the House of Representatives : 
I herewith return to the Honorable House of Representatives a 


EN 
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bill entitled an act to amend section five'of an act entitled an. act 
to dispose of the public lands of the State of Nebraska for works 
of publie improvements, approved, February, 15th, 1869, with my 
reasons for not approving the same. 

The Legislature, at their last regular session, provided for the 
disposition of these lands to aid in the development of our rail- 
road interests. They, in effect, made to the several companies 
represented in.our State, the following proposition, viz.: ‘If you 
will at once enter upon your work, and secure for us, at an early 
day, the completion of your work, and the establishment of rail- 
road communieation between different portions of our State, we 
will aid you by a land grant, dividing between you (in proportion 
to the amount of road constructed) the 500,000 acres of land dona- 
ted to the State for works of publie improvement." 

The aet contemplated that all roads benefitted by its provisions 
should complete ten miles of road prior to a given time, and 
that they, and they only, should be entitled to its benefits, of- 
fering this aid as à premium for securing the earliest possible com- 
pletion of the different roads. This is the proposition as under- 
stood by the Legislature, and by the several companies. Upon this 
understanding, and relying upon the good faith of the State, many 
of these companies expended large sums of money to enable them 
to comply with the provision of the law—working on their roads in 
mid-winter, and at a heavy expense, to secure the completion of 
their roads within the time specified. 

In my opinion, the State is now in honor bound to carry out its 
portion of the contract, and divide this land among the roads en- 
titled to it, by virtue of compliance with the provjeions of the law. 
None, I think, can be more interested than myself in securing for 
our State an early and full development of her railroad interests, 
and I shall at all times esteem it a pleasure as well as a duty, to 
render all Assistance in my power toward the furtherance of their 
enterprises. 

The general government should, and undoubtedly will, afford 
companies in our State aid by land grants—to assist in securing such 
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grants I shall always be ready. I cannot, however, attach my 
signature to this measure without feeling that I am assisting in the 
direct violation of a contract entered into by the State, and accept- 
ed by these companies in good faith. l 

The time is not far distant when. we will require, and ask of for- 
eign capitalists and railroad men substantial aid in carrying on 
some of our most important railroad enterprises. There should be 
no shadow of a doubt in regard to the State carrying out its con- 
tracts fnlly and completely. l 

Fearing that this doubt might exist should this bill become a 
law, I thus submit my reasons for non-approval.

Mr. SPEAKER— 

Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred the special 
message of bis Excellency, the Governor of this State, with refer- 
ence to his refusa! to honor the requisition made by the Governor 
of Pennsylvania for the surrender of John Lincoln, a fugitive from 
justice, having had the same under consideration, and also the 
requisition and affidavits accompanying the same, Would respect- 
fully submit the following report, viz.: | 

With all due regard to the opinion of his Excelleney, as to the 
form and substance of the requisition issued by the Governor of 
Pennsylvania, it is the opinion of your-Committee that the question 
as to whether or not the charges made in the affidavits exhibited 
were legally and sufficiently laid according to the laws of Pennsyl- 
vania is a judicial question—to be decided by the Courts of the 
State of Pennsylvania, and not by the Executive authority of the 
State of Nebraska. And, inasmuch as the State of Pennsylvania 
has an undoubted right toregulate the forms of pleading and process 
in her own Courts, in Criminal as well as Civil cases, the objections 
as to the length or validity of the affidavits exhibited, are entirely 
untenable. : 

As to the objection most strongly urged by his Excellency, viz: 
that there was no affidavit showing that John Lincoln had fled 
from justice, your committee are of opinion that while it has in 
some instances been held that such an affidavit was necessary, it 
does not appear to have been enumerated among the pre-requisites 
which are plainly specified in the act of Congress regulating the 
exercise of authority in such cases, Nor does snoh evidence of 
fleeing appear to have been generally deemed necessary. In this 

45 
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case the requisition stated that he was a fugitive from justice, and 
that taken in connection with the affidavits, produced showing that 
the crimes charged.were committed in the State of P ennsylvania, 
on the seventh day of January, 1871, accompanied by an attested 
copy of a dispatch from the State of Nebraska, received on the 
'twenty-sevénth day of the same month, announcing his arrest at 
the latter place, was, in the opinion of your committee, sufficient 
to justify the conclusion that the person demanded was a fugitive 
from justice. As to the objections nrged, which are based upon 
conversations with disinterested parties, your committee are of 
opinion thatthe judicial acts necessary to authorize a demand 
under the act of Congress, when properly verified, are conclusive 
for that purpose, and that the executive upon whom the demand is 
made has no right to go behind them, or to question them, or to 
institute an inquiry into the guilt or innocence of the party 
charged. Noris he in any case justified in refusing to surrender 
the person demanded “until satisfied with his guilt.” Under the 
law of Congress, passed for the purpose of carrying into execu- 
tion that clause of the constitution of the United States relative to 
the rendition of fugitives from justice, three things are requisite, 
viz: m T 

First: The fugitive must be demanded by the Executive of the 
State from which he fled. 

Second: A copy of an indictment found or a» affidavit made 
before some magistrate charging the fugitive of having committed 
the crime. 

Third: The copy of the indictment or affidavit must be certi- 
fied as authentic by the Executive. 

When these three pre-requisites have been complied with, the 
warrant should issue. In this case, the demand was made; copies 
of affidavits were produced, charging the person demanded with 
the commission of crimes under the laws of Pennsylvania, and 
these copies were certified as authentic by the Executive of that 
State. And it is therefore the opinion of your committee that the 
person demanded should have been surrendered in accordance with ' 
the request made by the Governor of the State of Pennsylvania. 
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From the fact, however, that the objection urged by his Excel- 
leney based upon the waut of an affidavit showing that the person 
demanded had fled from justice is one that has been maintained by 
some able jurists, and has been especially urged in the State from 
which the request in this instance comes. Your committee are of 
the opinion that in refusing to surrender the person demanded, 
his Excellency acted in accordance with what he supposed and was 
advised by unofficial parties was his duty in the premises. 

Your committee would recommend that the Clerk of this House 
be instructed to -transmit a copy of this report to his Excellency, 
the Governor of Pennsylvania.

Anticipating that the Joint Committee appointed by your hono- 
rable bodies, “to thoroughly investigate the accounts and. official: 
conduct” of myself and other State officials, I will soon submit for 
your consideration a: report. of their proceedings, and a copy of 
evidence taken by them. I desire at this time to enter my: protest. 
against the manner in which such investigation has been conducted, 
and to explain to you some of my grounds of complaint. 

1. The evidence. adduced by the committee have been 
entirely ex parte.. No testimony: has been asked for or taken from 
persons most conversant with the books and papers of. the 
State officers, or their mode of transacting business for the 
State. | 

2. The parties most: interested. have had no- opportunity to 
cross-examine witnesses, or to rebut testimony given by them, 
wtth other testimony) although they have repeatedly offered: to. 
do 80. 

The present committee seem to be of opinion. that under the 
resolution by which they: were appointed, the said committee have 
no power to hear but one side. This may be so, and I make no 
question of the honesty of their motives. But I would ask that a 
committee be appointed-with full power from the two Houses of 
the Legislature, to take testimony on-both.sides,.and thoroughly to 
investigate every charge, and. learn the. truth of the matter. I 
would ask also that the committee be instructed. to allow: those 
persons whose official conduct is in question, an opportunity to 
cross-examine the witnesses, either in person, or by their counsel. 
With such án. investigation, I promise.on my. part to rest satisfied ; 
and to such a committee I will extend-every, facility in my power

To His Excellency, David Butler, Governor of Nebraska : 


Dear Sir—The Chamber of Commerce of this city has appoint- 
ed a committee to devise measures of relief for the suffering popu- 
lation of France. .An appeal has been prepared, of which we 
enclose a copy, and which has been widely circulated throughout 
the country by means of the press, and other agencies. 

Subscriptions thus far have been received amounting to nearly 
one hundred thousand dollars, but more, very much more, is need- 
ed to extend even partial relief to the want and destitution which 
now exists in France; and we are convinced that a full knowledge 
of the facts which have come to light in regard to the misery of 
that unhappy people would secure an immediate and generous 
response from every quarter of our own country. 

It is not sympathy with the cause of France, but sympathy with 
her distress which animates us in this work. The American peo- 
ple must not now show themselves wanting in that readiness to 
mitigate human suffering wherever it exists, without any regard to 
48 
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differences of nationality, which has ever been their noblest charac- 
teristic. 

We are authorized to receive from the farmers of the West, 
contributions of flour, grain, meal, and especially seed wheat, which 
last will be urgently needed by the farmers of France for fhe sowing 
of their devastated fields in the spring. Free transportation has 
been promised us in some instances, and we,hope to receive it 
generally from the railway companies, and arrangements have been 
made here for storage, lighterage, aud loading, free of all charge. 
An especial appeal to the farmers of the West has been prepared - 
and published, through the kindness of the Associated Press, and 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. It will, we hope, meet every 
farmer’s eye in the land. 

The -government has given us assurance that national vessels 
will be furnished for the transportation of any supplies coming 
from the West, and from other parts of the country, and it now 
remains chiefly with your generous people to decide whether we 
shall be able to avail ourselves of this office.

An appeal to the people of the United States in behalf of the 
suffering population of France : - 
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"Thecommittee appointed by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York to organize measures of relief for the suffering 
population of France, is now prepared: to receive contributions of 
money and supplies, which will be gratefully acknowledged. 

The committee appeal to the American people for this object, 
in the sacred name of charity, and for that alone. It does not wish 
to refer to the merits of the conflict which has unhappily arisen 
between the great nations of Germany and France, for it believes - 
that disenssion on these points-should cease in the presence of 
suffering and want. The German army, with a noble magnanimity, 
and setting an example which is worthy of all admiration, have 
shared their scanty rations with their starving foes. 

Let it not be said that we, of our abundance, have done less than 
they. The French people have been engaged in war of the most 
destructive character. It has drawn fearfully upon theirresources, 
exhausted their supplies and crippled their industries. In the 
agricultural districts the last year’s crop was a short one, and the 
present one was harvested only in part, and much of.what was 
gathered has since been destroyed or appropriated to the use of 
the armies. Their land hasbeen the scene of numerous battles of 
terrible. magnitude, and the horors of war have been brought to 
their very doors. Animmediate supply of food is needed for the 
starving population. The farmers must have seed to plant their 
fields in the spring, or the crops of next season will not be forth- 
coming. Unless speedy action is taken for the relief of the inhabi- 
tants intense misery and destitution must prevail. Other nations 
are moving in this work of-true humanity. Shall it be said that 
Americans stood idly by and extended no helping hand to the 
French people in their hour of distress? Our duty asa Christian 
nation forbids us to be‘indifferent to their appeal for relief. The 
charity that gives quickly is a double charity ;and the committee _ 
therefore, cannot too strongly impress upon all the necessity of 
prompt action. Every day lost is for France a day of misery unal- 
leviated. 

' Contributions in money should be forwarded atonce. Supplies 
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of breadstuffs and seed for sowing the crops in the spring, will, ‘it 
is hoped, be sent by the fermers of the West, for the proper con- 
veyance of which future arrangements will be made. 

The Committee calls upon its fellow citizens every where to en- 
gage in this work'of humanity and love. It urges them to organ- 
ize in every city, town, and village, at once and earnestly, and to 
forward their contributions without delay. And it feels assured 
that this appeal to the benevolence and charity of all will receive 
an earnest and generous response.

But in view of the great importance of the question, not only to 
your honorable body, but to all branches of government, we feel it 
to be'a duty to accede to your request, and extend to you such aid 
as this informal expression of opinion may give. 

2nd. Section 28, article 2, of our State Constitution,. confers 
upon the House of Representatives the sole power of impeachment 
and the next section provides what'officers may be impeached, 
among which is the Governor. F 

Section 16 of the article entitled “ executions,” provides in what 
contingencies the powers and duties of the Governor shall ANS 
upon the Secretary of State. They are five in number, viz. 


His impeachment. 

His removal from office. 
His death. - 

His resignation. 
Absence of the State.

From this enumeration it is seen that the first contingency 
named in the Constitution whereby the duties of the office of 
Governor devolve upon the Secretary of State, is that of impeach- 
ment. The language of the Constitution is direct, positive, and 
entirely unambiguous. 

We conclude, therefore, that it is the law that all the functions 
of the Governor are entirely suspended, and devolve upon the 
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Secretary of State from the time of his impeachment by the House 
of Representatives, and during the trial thereof by the Senate. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Said company was called into the service of the State by the 
Governor for the purpose of protecting the frontier settlers in the 
southwestern counties of the State from or against Indian depre- 
dations. They were called into service for the term of five 
months. The compensation promised them was the same.as 
allowed officers and soldiers of the regular army of the United 
States; but owing to the fact that no appropriation has as yet been 
made by the Legislature for their payment, they have never re- 
ceived anything for their services. 

I refer you to the accompanying muster and pay-roll for the 
names of all the persons mustered into the service of the State of 
Nebraska, either by myself or any other person authorized so to do. 
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The accompanying lists of persons have been commissioned as 
officers of militia companies in different parts of the State, but 
neither the officers nor men have ever been mustered into the ser- 
vice, and are entitled to no pay whatever.

Mr. Myers, Chairman of the Board of Managers of the Impeach- 
ment trial of Governor David Butler, submitted the Articles of 
Impeachment. 

Thereupon, the House, as in the Committee of the Whole (Mr, 
Doom in the Chair), began the consideration of said articles. 

After some time spent therein, the Committee arose, and through 
Mr. Doom, its Chairman, submitted to the House the following 

Articles of Impeachment: 


ARTICLES 


- Exhibited by the House of Representatives of the State of Nebras- 
ka, in the name of themselves, and all the people of the State of 
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Nebraska, against David Butler, Governor of the Stale of Ne- 
braska,in maintenance and support of their Impeachment against 
him, for misdemeanors in office. 


ARTICLE I. 


That David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, being. 
authorized, and directed, by joint memorial and resolution of the 
Legislature of the State of N ebraska, in the following words, 
to-wit : 

“ Joint Memorial and Resolution to Congress, asking for five 
per cent on the sales of the public lands. 

Wuernas, There is donated to the State of Nebraska, five per 
cent of the proceeds of the sale of the public lands of the United 
States, within said State of Nebraska, and, 

WHkEEEAs, The same is now due to the State of Nebraska, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That the Governor of the State is hereby authorized 
and directed to hring the matter to the attention of our Representa- 
tive and Senators in Congress, and request them to unite with him 
in endeavors to secure the same to be paid over to the Treasurer of 
State at as early a day as is possible. And the-Governor is hereby 
authorized to employ any other, and further seu that may be 
necessary to secure that result. 


Approved, June 24th, 1867.” 


To secure from the government of the United States, certain 
funds, being five per cent of the proceeds of the sale of all public 
lands, lying within the State of Nebraska, belonging to said State, 
by virtue of section twelve,of an act of Congress, entitled “ An act 
to enable the people of Nebraska to form a Constitution and State 
government, and for the admission of such State into the Union on 
an equal footing with the original States. Approved, April 19th, 
1964,” did, in the spring of 1869 procure to be audited and allowed 
to the State of Nebraska aforesaid, the sum of $16,881,26, for 
which said sum a warrant was we by the proper department at 
"s 54 
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Washington, payable to the order of said David Butler, as Govern- 
or of said State. That said warrant was brought to Omaha in said 
State, by one E. B. Taylor, and by him deposited in the First 
National Bank of Omaha, aforesaid, subject to the order of said 
David Butler, Governor, aforesaid. That while so deposited, he, 
the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, gave a power of at- 
torney to one Nelson C. Brock, to endorse said warrant or draft, 
and receive the money thereon. That said Nelson C. Brock, by 
virtue of the authority so given, did endorse said warrant or draft, 
and receive thereon the sum of $16,881.26, and did convey the 
same — in eaid State, and there deposited the same in the 
banking house of one James Sweet and the said Nelson C. Brock, 
with " consent and subject to the order and control of the said 
David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid. That while said money was 
so subject to his order and control, he, the said David Bat- 
ler, Governor, as aforesaid, was guilty of unlawfully and corruptly 
neglecting to discharge his duty in regard to said money ; and of 
eppropriating the same to his own use and. benefit, whereby he 
became and was guilty ot misdemeanors in his said office. 

SPECIFICATION ist. That having said sum of $16,881.26, under 
his control and subject to his order, he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, did corruptly and unlawfully neglect, and 
refuse to pay the same into the Treasury of the State of Nebraska; 
and from the time said money was so under his control, and subject 
to his order, to the time of exhibiting these articles, has so neg- 
lected and refused to pay the same into said Treasury, whereby 
‘said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, did then 
and there commit and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 

SPECIFICATION 2d. That having said sum of $16,881.26, under 
his control and subject to his order, he, the said David Butler,. 
Governor, as aforesaid, did, during the month of May, A. D. 1869, 
corruptly and unlawfully intermingle the same with his own pri- 
vate funds, and use the same for his own personal benefit. 
Whereby said David Bale, Gover of the State of Nebraska, 
did then and there commit, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in 
office. 
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SPECIFICATION 3d. That having said sum of $16,881.26, under 
his control and subject to his order, he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, did, during the month of May, A. D. 1869, 
unlawfully and corruptly intermingle with his own private funds, 
and use for his own private benefit, a part of said money, to-wit: 
the sum of $1,881.26, whereby said David Butler, Governor of the 
State of Nebraska, did then and there commit, and was guilty of 
a misdemeanor in office. 

SPECIFICATION 4th. That having said sum of $16,881.26, under 
his control, and subject to his order, he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, did cause the same to be deposited in the 
banking house of James Sweetand Brock, in the city of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, on the 25th day of May, A. D. 1869, and from thence, 
from time during the years 1869 and 1870, unlawfully and cor- 
ruptly draw out, handled, employed, and used, the same as his own 
private funds, and for his own private use and benefit; whereby 
the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, then 
and there committed, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 


ARTICLE 1. 


That the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, 
in the exercise of the powers and prerogatives conferred upon and 
belonging tohim by law as such Governor, has corruptly and un- 
lawfully used and offered and attempted to use such official powers 
and prerogatives, and corruptly and unlawfully refused to perform 
his duties as such Governor, for the purpose and object and with 
the intent of securing to himself profits, gain, and emolument, and 
with intent to extort money or advantage from persons having 
claims against the State, or seeking some office, right, or privilege 
under the laws thereof. _ 

SPECIFICATION 1st. That the said David Butler, Governor of 
the State of Nebraska, being by virtue of that office, one of the 
Commissioners authorized by an act of the Legislature of the State . 
of Nebraska, entitled “An act to provide for sale of the unsold 
lots and blocks in the town-site of Lincoln, and for the location 
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and erection of a State University and Agricultural College, and 
State Lunatie Asylum, approved, February 15th, 1869,” to expend 
moneys belonging to the State of Nebraska, in and about the erec- 
tion of a building for a State University, and to audit and allow 
claims and accounts therefor. And one, M. J. McBird, having a 
claim and demand against the State for services by him performed 
as Architect in and about furnishing plans and specifications for 
said buildings, he, the said McBird in the month of August, A, D., 
1869, at Lincoln, in said State, did present bis said claim and de- 
mand for allowance and approval to the said David Butler, Gov- 
ernor as aforesaid, who did then and there, scandalously and cor- 
ruptly offer and propose to the said MeBird in substance and to 
the effect following: That he, the said David Butler, Governor as 
aforesaid, would procure to be issued a warrant upon the Treasurer 
of the State of Nebraska, for the sum of three thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars in favor of said McBird, for his said services, 
provided and on condition that said McBird should retain the sum 
of two thousand dollars only out of the proceéds of such warrant, 
to-wit: the money to be drawn from the State Treasury thereup- 
on, and should pay to him the said David Butler, for his use and 
disposal, the sum of severiteen hundred and fifty dollars of such 
proceeds, and that unless the said McBird would promise so to do, 
-he, the said David Butler, would allow said McBird only fifteen 
hundred dollars upon his said claim and demand. And thereupon 
the said McBird did agree to the said proposition, and the said 
David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, immediately caused and pro- 
-cured such warrant to be issued for the sum of three thousand 
seven hundred and fifty dollars in favor of said McBird, who there- 
upon in the month of August, A. D., 1869, obtained and received~ 
upon such warrant the sum of three thousand seven hundred and: 
fifty dollars, and did in pursuance of the said seandalous and corrupt 
agreement at the office of said Governor in Lincoln, in the State of 
Nebraska. in the month of August, A. D., 1869, pay to and leave 
with said David Butler, Governor aforesaid, part of said money, 
to-wit: The sum of seventeen hundred and fifty dollars. And 
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the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, did then and there 
receive the same in pursuance of such scandalons and corrupt 
agreement, contrary to his duty and his oath of office, and where- 
by the said David Butler, Governor of Nebraska, did then and 
there commit and was guilty of a seul a office. `° 

SPEOIFICATION, 2d. That the said David Bátler, Governor of the 
State of Nebraska, being such Commissioner, and having such 
authority as set forth in the last above specification, The said M, 
J. McBird mentioned therein, presented to the said Governor at 
Lincoln, in said State of Nebraska, in the month of November, A. 
D. 1869, another demand and claim for additional services as 
architect in and about the making of plans and specifications for, 
and superiutending the erection of the aforesaid State University 
building, and thereupon the said David Butler, did then and there, 
scandalously and corruptly agree with the said McBird in substance 
and to the effect that the said Butler, as Governor aforesaid, would 
allow the said McBird’s claim and demand at the sum of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-eight dollars and twenty-six cents, 
and that the said McBird would, in consideration thereot, pay to 
him, the said David Butler, one-half thereof, and thereupon the 
said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, did allow such claim and 
demand at suid sum, and procure and cause to be issued thereupon 
two warrants upon the Treasurer of the State of Nebraska, each 
for the sum of nine hundred and fourteen dollars and thirteen 
cents, and then and there, in pursuance of the said scandalous and 
corrupt agreement, the said McBird endorsed and delivered one of 
the said warrants to said David Butler, who received and kept the 
same. Thereby, the said David Butler, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska, did then and there commit, and was guilty of a misde- 
meanor in office, 

SPECIFICATION 3d. That the said David Butler, Governor, as 
aforesaid, acting as one of the Board of Building Commissioners 
of the State of Nebraska, and together with the other members of 
said Board, during the year 1869, did enter into contract with 


D. J. Silver & Son, for the erection of the building known as tha 
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University, at Lincoln, Nebraska. That about the 29th day of 
November, A. D. 1870, in, and during an interview between R. D. 
Silver, son of D. J. Silver, aud one of said contractors, and the 
said David Butler, in the private office of the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, he, the said David Butler, asked the said 
Robert D. Silver if he was not going to do something for him, the 
said David Butler, and said he thought he, the said R. D. Silver, 
ought to give him, the said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, 
ten thousand dollars, and refused, to settle the accounts of the said 
D. J. Silver and Son, until he, the said R. D. Silver, acquiesced in 
such demand, so that he the said Silver, was constrained to, and 
did agree to give to the said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, 
the sum of ten thousand dollars. That a few days afterwards he, 
the said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, ealled the said 
Silver into the private office of him, the said David Butler, Gov- 
ernor, as aforesaid; and again asked the said Silver if he was not 
going to give him, the said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaic, 
the said ten thousand dollars, as he had agreed to do, and upon 
being answered in the negative by him, the said Silver, he, the 
said David Butler, Goverror, as aforesaid, became angry and used ` 
harsh and threatening language towards him, the said Robert D. 
Silver, saying menacingly that he would remember him for that; 
whereby the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebras- 
ka, did then and there commit and was guilty of a misdemeanor in 
office. 

SPECIFICATION 4th. That under and by virtue of an act of the 
Legislature of the State of Nebraska, entitled * An Act to lease 
certain Saline lands to Anson C. Tichenor, Jessie F. Green and, 
others," approved, February 15th, 1869; the said David Butler, 
Governor of the State ot Nebraska, at the time hereinafter next 
mentioned, had authority to lease to any competent party or par- 
ties, certain Saline lands belonging to the State of Nebraska. 
Thereupon to-wit: On the 15th day of July, A. D. 1869, one 
Thomas F. Hall, a party competent to take and receive a lease of 
the said lands, did apply to the said David Butler, Governor as

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aforesaid, at Lincoln, said State of Nebraska, for a lease of certain 
of the said Saline lands, in Township ten (10), north of Range six 
(6), east of the sixth principal meridian, in the county of Lancas- 
ter, in the State of Nebraska; and the said David Butler, Gov- 
ernor as aforesaid, did, then and there, willfully and corruptly 
suggest, propose, and offer to the said Thomas F. Hall, that if he, 
the said David Butler, should receive the sum of five thousand 
dollars for his own use and benefit, he would, as Governor afore- 
said, lease the said lands to the said Thomas F. Hall, and did then 
and there willfully and corruptly indicate to the said Thomas F. 
Hall, and give him to understand, that unless he, the said David 
Butler, Governor as aforesaid, should- receive the said sum of five 
thousand dollars, as aforesaid, he would refuse to lease the said

fully and corruptly promise to, and agree with one Nelson C. 
Brock, that he, the said David Butler, would endeavor to procure 
the appointment of the said Nelson C. Brock as Treasurer of the 
said Board of Regents, and would use his vote and influence as a ` 
member, and as President of the said Board, for the purpose ofsecur - 
ing,and with a view and to theend of procuring such appointment,

trary to his duty and oath of-office, whereby said David Butler, 
Governor of the State of Nebraska, then and there committed, 
and was guilty of misdemeanor of office. 

SPECIFCATION 6th. That the said David Butler, Governor of the 
State of Nebraska, and President and member of the Board of 
Regents, as set forth in the last above specification, did heretofore, 
to-wit: On the first day of January, 1871, at Lincoln, in the State 
of Nebraska, improperly, disgracefully, and scandalously receive, 
entertain, and tolerate a proposition, then and there made to him, 
as such Governor, and President and member of said Board of 
Regents, by one Nelson C. Brock, to the effect, that if the said 
David Butler would, by his influence and efforts, obtain and secnre 
the appointment of the said Nelson C. Brock as Treasurer of said 
Board of Regents, he, the said Brock, would pay to the said David 
Butler a large sum of money, to-wit: Seven hundred and fifty 
` dollars; whereby the said David Butler, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska, did bring scandal and disgrace upon his exalted office 
and did then and there commit, and was guilty.of a misdemeanor 
therein. 

Sprorrication "th. That under and by virtue of an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of Nebraska, entitled, “* An Act to provide 
for the sale of the unsold lots and blocks in the town site of Lincoln, 
and for the location and erection of a State University and Agri- 
cultural College, and State Lunatic Asylum.” Approved, Febru-' 
ary 15th, 1862, the said David Butler, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska, was one of the Commissioners authorized to locate a 
State Lunatic Asylum, at or near the town site of Lincoln. And 
in the summer of the year 1869, to-wit:. On the 1st day of July, 
A. D. 1869, at Lincoln, in the State of Nebraska, the said David 
Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, received and consented to a certain 
conveyance from one Dr. French, of the north half of the north- 
west quarter, of section ten in township nine, north of range six 
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east, in Lancaster county, State of Nebraska; or took such con- 
veyance thereof from some person or persons unknown to himself, 
or to some person or persons unknown, for his benefit in whole or 
in part, which was so made to, and accepted by the said David 
Butler, for a consideration greatly below the value of the said land, 
as an inducément and bribe to influence his action and decision

intending to appropriate one of the said warrants to his own use, 
and thereupon, to-wit: On thé 22d day of February, A. D. 1869, 
the said David Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, did willfully and cor- 
ruptly appropriate to his own use, one of the said warrants, and upon 
and by virtue of the same, did draw and receive from James 
Sweet, the Tréasurer of the State of Nebraska, the sum of one 
thousand dollars, which he then and there appropriated to his own 
use and benefit, contrary to his duty and his oath of office, whereby 
the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, then 
and there committed, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 


ARTICLE IV. 


That the said Butler, so being Governor, as aforesaid, in the year 
A. D. 1869, being, by virtue of his office, one of the Commissioners 
provided for by “An act to provide for the sale of the rentals, lots, 
and blocks on the town site of Lincoln, and for the location and 
erection of a State University and Agricultural College and State 
Lunatic Asylnm, approved, February 15, 1869, “to locate a site for 
a State Lunatic Asylum, and to direct the expenditure of the sums 
named in said act in the building of a Stete Lunatic Asylum, did 
unlawfully and corruptly enter into contract with one Joseph 
Ward for the completion of said Lunatic Asylum, at a contract 
price greatly, to-wit: Eighty-eight thousand dollars in excess of 
the sum appropriated for said building. That he, the said Gov- 
ernor, well knew at the time that said Ward was entirely irrespon- 
sible and unable to give the bonds required by law, that he had no 
qualification nor capacity as a builder, that by the terms of said 
contract the foundation of said Asylum was to be completed for 
eighteen thousand and five hundred dollars, and that in the spring: 
of 1870, said foundation was not finished, and there was due to 


- 
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said Ward less than that sum upon said contract, yet the Governor 
well knowing the premises, approved the estimates of said Ward, 
and eaused the same to be allowed and paid to the amount of 
forty-five thousand dollars. Whereby he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, did then and there commit, and was guilty 
of misdemeanor in his said office. 


ARTICLE V. 


That said David Butler, being Governor as aforesaid, in the year 
1869, being a member of the Board of Regents of the University 
of Nebraska, and ex-officio President of said Board at Lincoln, in 
the State of Nebraska, did willfully and recklessly assent, and 
become a party to a contract with D. J. Silver & Son, dated Aug. 
18, 1869, for the erection of the State Univereity and Agricultural 
College of Nebraska, at a price greatly in excess of the appropria- 
tion therefor, whereby said David Butler, Governor of the State 
aforesaid, then and there committed and was guilty of a misde- 
meanor in office. 


ARTICLE VI. 


That, at the present,session of this Legislature, in the month of 
January last, the House of Representatives of the State of: 
Nebraska, passed a resolution in the words and to the effect follow- 
ing, to-wit: 

Resolved, That the Governor is hereby requested to communi- 
cate to this House, at the earliest moment, the name of the agent 
appointed by authority of an act of the Legislature, to collect from 
the United States the five per cent upon the sales of public lands 
set apart for school purposes, prior to the admission of the State. 
The’ amount so accrued and due to the State, and the amount col- 
lected and paid into the State Treasury. Also the amount paid to 
said agent for his services. 

And thereupon the said resolution was duly communicated to 
thesaid David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, and in 
response thereto, thé said Governor, on the 25th day of January, 
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A. D., 1871, sent and transmitted to the said House of Represent- 
atives, a communication, in the words and to the effect following, 
to-wit : i 


“ To the Honorable, the Speaker of thé House of Representatives : 


In response to a resolution passed by the Honorable House of 
Representatives, relative to the collection of the five per cent 
funds, I submit the following report: Amount accrued and due 
the State, January Ist, 1869, $16,881.26. While in Washington» 
in the spring of 1869, I secured the auditing and payment of this 
claim, and deposited the above amount in the State Treasury. No 
fee or commission was paid any agent for its collection. 

(Signed) | DAVID BUTLER." 


In which communication the said David Butler, Governor, as 
aforesaid, did falsely declare that he deposited the amount' of 
money therein mentioned, in the State Treasury, well knowing 
that he had not deposited the same, or any part thereof, in such 
Treasury ; and intending thereby to deceive the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Legislature, and the people of said State, in the 
partieulars last mentioned, contrary to his duty, and his oath of 
office; and whereby the said David Butler, Governor. of the State 

of Nebraska, did then and there commit, and was guilty of a - 
misdemeanor in office. 


ARTICLE VII. 


That the said David Butler, Governor of the State or Nebraska, 
being authorized and empowered by the provisions of an act en- 
titled “An act to amend an act to provide for the registry of . 
school land, for the control and disposition thereof, and for the safe 
keeping of the funds derived from the sale and lease of said lands, 
Approved, February 15th, 1869," in conjunction with the - Land 
Commissioner, and Treasurer of the State, to invest certain funds, . 
received by such Treasurer, as advance or full payment by the 
purchasers of school lands, in United States, State, or other good 
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and sufficient securities, which securities should bear no less than 
six per cent annual interest, did unlawfully, and willfully advise 
and consent to the loaning of such funds, and did procure the same - 
to be loaned in divers sums and to divers persons, and did cause 
the same to be loaned improvidently, recklessly, and without any 
authority of law, and regard to the public interests, and upon 
totally insufficient and inadequate security, and without concur- 
rent action thereon by the said Treasurer and Auditor. - 

SpPEOCIFIOATION 1st. He, the said David Butler, Governor, as 
aforesaid, did, on or about the 30th day of July, A. D., 1870, in- 
struct Jamee Sweet, State Treasurer, he being then and there the 
custodian of said school funds, to letone, Anson C. Tichenor, have 
$10,000 of said school money, and he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, would approve the security therefor. That 
said sum was loaned to said Tichenor without the assent of either 
the State Auditor or Treasurer. That the security taken therefor 
was, and by him, the said Governor, was at the time known to be 
wholly inadequate and insufficient ; whereby the said David But- 
ler, Governor of the State ot Nebraska, then and there committed, 
and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office.

ernor, as aforesaid, has never paid into the Treasury of this State, 
buthas willfully, corruptly, and unlawfully appropriated to his own 
use, whereby the said David Butler, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska, did then and there commit, and was guilty of a misde- 
meanor in office. 
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ARTICLE IX. 


That said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, in 
the year 1870, but at what particular time is unknown, at Lincoln, 
in the State of Nebraska, regardless of his duty, and his oath of 
office, did improperly, partially, willfully, and unlawfully, execute, 
and cause to be issued and delivered to the Sivux City and Pacific 
Railroad Company, a patent, or patents, of the State of Nebrasha» 
of and for a large quantity of the public lands belonging to the 
State of Nebraska, to-wit: Seventy-five sections thereof, situate 
in the counties of Dodge, Burt, and Cuming, and being the same 
lands granted or secured by an act of the Legislature of this State

vate sale, causing the title deeds therefor to be executed in the 
name of the State, for the sum of two thousaud four hundred dol- 
lars, a portión of which said purchase money, he, the said David 
Butler, appropriated to his own use aud benefit; whereby, the said 
David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, did then and - 
there commit, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 

And the House of Representatives by  protestation, saving to 
themselves the liberty of exhibiting at any time hereafter, any fur- 
ther articles or other accusations or impeachment against the said ` 
David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, and also of re- 
plying to his answers which he shall make, unto the articles herein 
preferred against him, and of offering proof to the same, and every 
part thereof, and to all and every other article, accusation, or im- 
peachment, which shall be exhibited by them as the case shall 
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require. Do demand, that the said David Butler may be put to

that such proceedings, examinations; trials and judgments, may be 

thereupon had and given, as may be agreeable to law and justice.

Mr. Hudson, on leave, reported back from Committee on Cor- 
porations, H. R. 169, a bill for an act to incorporate the Nebraska 
City Railway Company, with the recommendation that it do pass.

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Myers, Riordan, and Dillon as 
such committee. 

-Mr. Riordan, from the special committee appointed to visit the 
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Insane Asylum and ascertain the condition of the building, sub- 
mitted the following report: 

That they have examined the building and find the ashlere 
bulging out from the main wall of the basement story of the build- 
ing; the ashlers near the windows of the basement story in the 
south end, are badly cracked ; the main wall of the basement 
story in the south end, show slight cracks on the inner side ; the 
main wall of the basement story, including ashlers, .are of an 
uniform thickness of two and a half feet; the thickness of the 
ashlers does not exceed six inches; the number of rooms in the 
basement are fourteen; the thickness of the partition walls vary 
from twenty to thirty inches, according to location ; there are slight 
cracks, visibly in some of the partition walls, near the south part 
of thé basement story. 

The proper precaution has been taken by the Superintendent, 
= Dr. Larsh, and assistant Superintendent, Dr: McCarland, to anchor 
the-walls as follows: In the first story, at equal distances between 
the windows, with one and a half inch iron rods, thirty-oné and a 
third feet in length, passing along the joist, between the floor and 
the ceiling, and through the second inner wall, and are well 
secured with heavy iron plates, inside the second wall, or in other 
words, passing through two walls inside the building ; the one and 
a half inch iron rods screw into heavy iron stars on the outside of 
the building ; the stars are two inches thick, and twenty-six inches 
in diameter, or from point to point. 

In the second and third stories they find three anchors in each, 
of the same dimensions, and with similar fastenings, making the 
anchors ip all, of this kind ; they find the plastering in these stories 
in good condition, except slight cracks around the lintels and win- 
dows of some two or three rooms. No other indications of either 
of these stories being affected by settling or shrinking. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the bulging of the ashlers 
was caused by the natural settling of the main walls, they being 
thinner stone and more mortar between them than between the 
ashlers. The main wall settling perpendicular, and the ashlers 
bulging out, is a proof that the ashlers are nor giving way in the 
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foundation, and are not properly anchored to the inner wall. Upon 
examination, it was ascertained that there is a space varying from 
one to three inches between the ashlers and the main wall of the 
south end in the basement story, where the bulging appears. They 
would further state that, upon close examination, they are of the 
opinion that no danger need be apprehended of the falling of any- 
of the walls at present, but the main defect is confined to the ash- 
lers. Although the indications are that the main wall has sprung 
out in the center room of the second story of the south end, about 
an inch and a quarter, the small cracks in the main wall would be 
a natural result of erecting a building as rapidly as this was done. 

The inmates occupy the wing, the sound part of the building, 
and the officers and their families occupy the south, or the part 
affected. 

Your committee received every facility from Dr. McCarland, the 
Assistunt Superintendent, for examining thoroughly every part of 
the building, who informed them that is has been only some two or 
three weeks since the anchors referred to have been placed in the 
building, and believing it to be economy to the State, would 
respectfully recommend that the following repairs be made: 

First, That additional anchors be put in between the windows of 

the first story, in the south end, as soon as possible; also the front. 

.. Second, That three windows in the south end, beginning with 
the southwest window as number one, and numbers three and four, 
be filled, leaving numbers two and five open, number six being 
already filled. - 

Third, That the sand-stone ashlers around the entire main build- 
ing, be replaced with good lime-stone foundation, for the ashlers, 
not less than two feet at the base, and tapering gradually to the 
water table, and that it be well anchored. Also, that the softest 
ashlers higher up, be replaced with harder ones. The probable 
expense of the above mentioned repairs will be from seven thou- 
sand to eight thousand dollars.

either one way or the other, and’ appeals- and writs. of error 
remain and. are to be proceeded in as they stood at the last 
session.”

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In Jefferson’s Manual, printed for the use of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1859, I find' the same principle adopted in thé 
parliamentary jurisprudence of the United States, in these words : 

“ Oontinuance—Am impeachment is not discontinued by the 
dissolution of Parliament, but may be resumed by the new Parlia- 
ment.” -—Jefferson's Manual, 141; Title, Impeachment. 

The same provision is contained in Barclay’s Digest, dated 1868, 
on page 145; title, Impeachment. . 

In view of these well settled provisions of the common law thus 
engrafted upon our own parliamentary practice, I am of the 
opinion that an adjournment would leave the matter of impeach- 
ment, now pending, untouched and unchanged, to be resumed by 
the Senate of Nebraska that should next assemble, whether it 
came by special proclamation or at a regular session.

Sir—In reply to your inquiry as ‘to whether the House can ad- 

journ during an impeachment trial, or whether the Secretary of 
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State, as acting Governor, can call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture without prejudicing thereby the impeachment proceedings, I 
have the honor to state that the English authorities on that subject 
indicate that neither adjournment or dissolution of Parliament 

effect such proceedings. In the celebrated trial of Warren Hast- 
ings, lasting some seven years, the question whether an adjourn- 
ment, and, in fact, a dissolution of Parliament, annulled impeach- 
ment proceedings, was distinctly raised and pressed, and as dis- 
tinctly and emphatically decided in the negative by both Houses of 
Parliament. (During the trial of Hastings the Parliament was 
dissolved.) In Jefferson’s Manual, page 141, it is laid down as a 
rule, “ that the dissolution of Parliament even does not affect im- 
peachment proceedings, but that they may be resumed by succeed- 
ing Parliaments. The same law is affirmed in Barclay’s Digest, 
page 145. 

With these English parliamentary procedanís; and the seeming 
American acceptance and engraftation as unshaken rules of pro- 
ceeding in such cases, I am of the opinion that the question of 
impeachment would remain- untouched and unaffected by an 
adjournment of the Legislature; and under the same precedents, 
it seems equally clear that the Senate of the State of Nebraska 
could legally try the same whether convened in regular or special 
session, while all question would perhaps be saved by a common 
joinder and unpleading on the part of the arenoso before such 
adjournment.

ARTICLE I.

That John Gillespie, at the time the several charges and specifi- 
cations herein alleged and set forth, was, and now is, holding and

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enjoying the office of Anditor of the State of Nebraska, and as 
such officer was entrusted by the law with the auditing of all just 
and proper accounts against the said: State of Nebraska, which 
could only be justly audited upon the receipt of proper vouchers 
therefor; yet the said John Gillespie, Auditor, disregarding his 
duty and the solemn obligation which he, as Auditor, was bound 
to observe, did, at divers and sundry times, between the first day 
of March, A. D. 1868, and the first day of February, A. D. 1871, 
the precise days being unknown, in violation of his said duty as 
Auditor, issue and deliver to divers persons, some of whose names 
are now unknown, certain State warrants drawn and issued in 
behalf of said persons so unknown, against the funds of the State 
of Nebraska, without first having the legal vouchers therefor, or 
without the prior indebtedness of the said State of Nebraska, con- 
trary to his said duty as such officer, and in violation of his said 
oath of office, whereby he, the said John Gillespie, eee 
became and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 

Sprorrtcation 1st. That on the 18th day of February, A. D. 
1869, said John Gillespie, Auditor, did falsely issue and deliver to 
David Butler, Governor, two certain State warrants, drawn upon 
the State Treasury, for the sum of one thousand dollars each; 
ostensibly to pay one Champion S. Chase, for services as Attorney 
for the State, when, in fact and in truth, there was at the time but 
$1,000 due him for such services, and but $1,000 was paid to him 
by the delivery of one of said warrants, said other warrant was : 
not returned for cancellation, but appropriated for private purpo- 
ses, all of which acts and doings of the said John Gillespie, Audi- 
tor, in the issuance and delivery of one of said warrants, were con- 
trary to law and in violation of his duty as a public officer and his 
oath of office; whereby the said John Gillespie, AROLE commit- 
ted, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 


ARTICLE H. 


That said John Gillespie, Auditor of the State of Nebraska, 
while exercising and enjoying the prerogatives of his said office; 
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and by virtue thereof, being clothed with certain powers conferred 
by the constitution and laws of the said State ; and restrained from 
the exercise of other powers by the said constitution and laws, 
did, by virtue of being such Auditor, unlawfully and corruptly 
agree and consent to the payment of an extra compensation 
to one Joseph Ward, a contractor to build the Lunatic Asylum 
for the said State of Nebraska; said extra compensation so, 
agreed to be paid by the- said John Gillespie, Anditor, was 
afterwards paid by him to the said Ward, by the issuance and 
delivery of a State warrant and warrants for a large amount of : 
money over and above the amount stipulated to be paid for the 
building of said Lunatic Asylum, said amount so paid by the said 
John Gillespie, Auditor, was paid after the contract was entered 
into by the building commissioners on the part of the State, and 
said Ward, for the building of said Lunatic Asylum, said payment 
being in violation of section twenty-four, article two, of the con- 
stitution of the State of Nebraska; whereby the said John Gilles- 
pie, Auditor of the State of Nebraska, then and there committed, 
and was guilty of a misdeméanor in office. 

SPECIFICATION Ist. That said John Gillespie, Auditor as afore- 
said, during the fall of 1869, and while the said Joseph Ward was 
building the foundation for the Lunatic Asylum, which the said 
Ward had contracted tó build for the sum of $18,500, and before 
the said foundation was completed, said John Gillespie, Auditor, 
well knowing that the said Ward was utterly irresponsible, and 
that he had not given any bonds for the building of said Lunatic 
Asylum; and also knowing that the said Ward had no qualifica- 
tions or capacity as a builder; the said John Gillespie, Auditor, 
with a full knowledge of all these facts herein ‘stated, did allow 
the said Joseph Ward to largely exceed the just and proper esti- 
mates for building said foundation, and as such Auditor, during the 
fall of 1869, did issue and deliver to said Ward, Nebraska State 
warrants to the amount of $48,000, the same then being over 
$30,000 in excess of the amount that was due said Ward; whereby 
the said John Gillespie, Auditor of the State of Nebraska, com- 

' mitted, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. ; 
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ARTICLE III. 


That the Auditor of State is required by law to direct prosecu- 
tions in the name of the State for all official delinquencies in rela- 
tion to the assessment, collection, and payment of the revenue ; also, 
against all persons who may by any means become possessed of 
publie money or property due or belonging to, the State, who fail 
to pay over or deliver the same, and aleo to give information in 
writing to either house of the Legislative Aesembly in regard to 
. any duty of his office. This law thé said John Gillespie, Auditor, 
has wholly disregarded and set at naught. 

SPECIFICATION Ist. That in the month of May, A. D. 1869, 
the sum of $16,881.26 of money belonging to the State of 
Nebraska, being the amount realized from the general Government 
upon the sales of the publie lands within the State of Nebraska, 
which amount came into the hands of David Butler, Governor of 
the State, who had been duly authorized to collect the same, which 
said sum of money was not deposited by the said David Butler, 
Governor, with the State Treasurer, as he was in duty bound to do; 
hnt in lieu thereof, he placed the same to his own private account, 
allof which was well known to the said John Gillespie, Auditor, 
who took no steps to have this large amount of money placed in 
the State Treasury.to the credit of the State, as he was bound to do 
by law ; nor did he call the attention of the Legislature to the fact 
as the law required, although he had such opportunity to perform 
hie duty in this particular; but on the contrary, he made his official 
report without in any manner referring tothe important facts herein 
stated; all of which were familiar to the said. John Gillespie, 
Auditor; nor did he take any steps to reclaim this money for the 
State, as in the discharge of his said duties, he was under obliga- 
tions to do by his,oath of office, and the laws of the land. But on 
the contrary, he remained a silent and indifferent spectator during 
all the time that the said $16,881.26 was being appropriated to 
private uses; whereby the said John Gillespie, Auditor of the 
State of Nebraska, was guilty of a misdemeanor in office.

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, ARTICLE IV. 


That John Gillespie, Auditor, as aforesaid, while in the exercise 
of his prerogatives, as such officer, did willfully and unlawfully 
order and approve of certain loans of the public money belonging 
to the State of Nebraska, known as school money, and to this end 
colluded with James Sweet and Nelson C. Brock, bankers, in the 
city of Lincoln, by which the said Sweet and Brock obtained a large 
amount of public money at 10 per cent interest per annum, for the 
sole purpose of substituting other borrowers of said money, ata 
higher and exorbitant rate of interest. 

SPECIFICATION 1st. In the fall of 1870, John Gillespie, Auditor, 
ordered and approved a loan to said James Sweet and Nelson O.. 
Brock, in Lincoln, Nebraska, for the sum of $15,000 of public 
money belonging to fhe State for the period of- three years, the 
same being school money. Three mortgage deeds being executed 
therefor by the said Sweetand Brock, to secure the payment there- 
of, which said mortgage deeds were never deliverdd to the said 
John Gillespie, Auditor, or either of the State officers, or placed 
upon record, but the said John Gillespie, Auditor, knowingly and 
corruptly suffered the said mortgage deeds for $5,000 each, to re- 
main in the possession of said James Sweet and Nelson C. Brock, 
as bankers; whereby the said State of Nebraska had nogecurity what- 
ever for the said $15,000, and the said mortgage deeds were so 
permitted by the said John Gillespie, Auditor, to remain in the 
possession of said James Sweet and Nelson C. Brock, bankers, for 
along time, and until other securities were substituted by other 
parties, who became borrowers of the said $15,000 at a high and 
usurious rate of interest ; all of which said interest in excess of 10 
_ per cent, required to be paid to the State on loans of school money 
was paid to said James Sweet and N. C. Brock: whereby a fraud 
was practiced upon the unsuspecting citizens who borrowed said 
money, to all of which said John Gillespie, Auditor, was a 
party; wheréby he became and was guilty of a misdemeanor in 
office, é 
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ARTICLE V. 


. That said John Gillespie, Auditor as aforesaid, at Lincoln, in said 
State, on the 7th day of December, A. D. 1868, being then and 
there, as such Auditor, the custodiah of certain written sealed bids 
for the public printing of said State, then and there falsely, fraud- 
ulently, and corruptly, in violation of said duties as Auditor, and 
in utter disregard for the trust and confidence reposed in him by 
the people; in order to give one bidder for said public printing an 
advantage over an other who had bid for the same, did. then and 
there, as Auditor, privately open one of said bids for a corrupt 
purpose. 

SPROIFICATION Ist. The said 7th day of December was the day 
fixed upon by public notice to open bids for the printing of the 
said State of Nebraska, for the years 1869 and 187 0; among others 
who had bids for this printing were Miller & Richardson; their 
bid had been prepared in accordance with the notice for sealed bids 
for said prin*ing, being in writing, carefully and securely, and on 
the day herein mentioned, was in the possession of the said John 
Gillespie, Anditor, as aforesaid; whose sacred duty it was to pro- 
tect thesame from the knowledge of rival bidders, as also his own 
' duty to remain ignorant of .the contents of this and all other bids, 
until the same were publicly opened for the purpose of awarding 
the contract; but the said John Gillespie, Auditor, in order to give 
one St. A. D. Balcombe, who was also a bidder at that time fora 
portion of the said public printing, an undue advantage over the 
said Miller & Richardson, and in fraud of their rights, did | 
privately open the said bid of said Miller & Richardson, where- 
upon the said St. A. D. Balcombe became possessed of the’ knowl- 
edge of said bid, and the prices which the said Miller & Richard- 
son proposed to do said public printing for, and thereby the said 
St. A. D. Balcombe so regulated and arranged the -prices in his 
own bid, by means of which he secured a good portion of the 
. said-public printing, whereupon a contract, was awarded to the said 
St. A. D. Balcombe, and the bids of Miller & Richardson were 
rejected, when in truth they should have been accepted, had not 
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the fraud herein charged t been practiced by the said John Gilles- 
pie, Auditor, whereby he became and was guilty of a misdemean- 
or in office. ` 


ARTICLE VL | / 


That under and by virtue of an act of the Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Nebraska, entitled an act to provide for the sale of 
the unsold lots and blocks in the town site of Lincoln, and for the 
location and erection of a State University and Agricultural Col- 
lege, and State Lunatic Asylum, approved, February 15th, A. D., 
1869; said John Gillespie, Auditor aforesaid, was one of the com- 
missioners authorized to locate a State Lunatie Asylum, gt or near 
Lincoln. In the summer of 1869, the said John Gillespie, Audi- 
tor, was influenced by pecuniary motives against the interests of 
the State, to agree to an unsuitable location of said Lunatic 
Asylum. | A 

SPECIFOATION 1st. That for a nominal cousideration the said 
John Gillespie, Auditor, became interested in, and one of the 
purchasers of a part of section 10, in town 9, north of range ‘6 
east, in Lancaster county, Nebraska. The remainder of the true 
price and value of such tract of land so purchased by the said 
John Gillespie, was made up end paid for by citizens who owned 
land in the same locality, for the purpose of inducing the said 
John Gillespie, Auditor, to ‘vote as one of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, to locate- the said Lunatic Asylum in the immediate 
vicinity of the lands so purchased. The difference between the 
nominal price so paid by John Gillespie and the true value of the 
land as paid by others interested by reason of owning other lands

planted in the Capitol grounds at Lincoln; thereby improperly in-

Said John Gillespie, 
Auditor, in said report, states that the sum of $1,082.10 had been 
drawn out of the State Treasury upon a warrant issued therefor 
for trees for the “ Capitol Grounds,” when, in fact and in truth, no 
guch warrant was ever issued, nor any such money ever paid by 
the State Treasurer for said trees. The said trees for which said 
warrant is charged as having been issued as payment, were 
furnished by said Pearman for the individual benefit of said John 
Gillespie, David Butler, and Thomas P. Kennard, The statement. 
in said report has a tendency to deceive and mislead the Legisla- 
ture and the people of the State, by making it appear that the 
warrant had been issued for public purposes, and also by making 
it appear that the sum of $1,082.10 arising from the sale of lots 
and lands, had been deposited with the State Treasurer, but as 
said warrant, so falsely charged by the said John Gillespie, 
Auditor, was not issued or drawn upon the fund received by them 
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out of said sales; a fraud was practical, as by the report it became 
a debit against the money received upon said sales; whereby the 
said John Gillespie, Auditor, then and there committed, and was 
guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 

And the House of Representatives by protestation, saving to 
themselves the liberty of.exhibiting at any time hereafter, any 
further articles or other accusations or impeachment against the 
- said John Gillespie, Auditor of the State of Nebraska, and also of 
replying to his answers which he shall make, unto the articles 
herein preferred against him, and of offering proof to the same, -

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The following communication from David Butler was presented 
to the House by the Speaker : 


To the Honorable Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

I take the liberty upon the re-assembling of your honorable 
body to communicate with you upon the subject of tbe five per 
cent fund. 

Early in the spring 1869, soon after the collection of that fund, 
I made a loan from the State of the sum of $16,881.26, and after- 
wards amply secured the same by bonds and mortgages. 

This was done in perfect good faith, and with the understanding 
that the transaction was perfectly legal. 

Many of my fellow-citizens, however, differ with me as regards 
the legality of the loan, and the sufficiency of the securities, and 
while 1 am unchanged in my opinions on the subject, and con- 
scious that I have at no time done other than my duty in the prem- 
ises, I am ready and willing, (in order that this subject of dissen- 
tion may be disposed o£) to deposit in the State Treasury the full 
amount of said loan, with interest from thè 25th day of May, 1869, 
the date of the arrival of the fund in Lincoln in charge of the 
Deputy State Treasurer; and. I ask the passage of an act provid- 
ing for the cancellation of the securities. : 

I sincerely trust that this proposition on my part may be 
received in the same spirit in which it is made, and that harmony 
may ‘again prevail in the administration of our State Government.

Dear Sir: —I have the honor to submit the following statement 
. pertaining to the burning of the “Insane Asylum,” and the prop- 
sition of the Insurance Companies looking to a settlement of the 
loss, for policies held by the State upon the building. 

The Insane Asylum burned down on the morning of the 
‘17th day of April, 1871. Mr. R. P. Beecher, Local-Agent at 
Lincoln, representing the several Insurance companies in which 
the asylum was insured, immediately informed the companies of 
the loss, and Mr. Wilson of Des Moines, Iowa, . General Agent of 
the Underwriter’s of New York, came upon the ground and took 
the proper affidavits as to the loss. The i insurance on the Building 
was as follows:

Mr. Wilson was accompanied by two practical builders, who 
made an estimate from the original plans of the buildings, the cost 
to rebuild the asylum, and by availing themselves of the material 
on the ground, offered to replace the MG for the insurance 
companies at a cost of $72,290. 

The General Agent then offered on behalf of the Underwriters 
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(the other companies concurring,) to replace or duplicate the build- 
ing. Butin conferring with acting Gov. James, we deemed it best 
to say “that the same building replaced would not be satisfactory 
to the State, on account of the material used. Whereupon, they 
then offered to settle on the basis of the estimate made for the re- 
building of the asylum by paying to the State, the sum of $72,290, 
which we were not at that time prepared to accept, but agreed with 
the agent of the Underwriters that as soon as other companies 
could be conferred with, that their proposition looking to a settle- 
ment, would be entertained, and such reported to the legislature 
when assembled. Soon after the following correspondence oc- 
urred between this office and Mr. O. E. Hosmer, General Agent 
of the Underwriters at New York.

Dear Sir:—Mr. J. C. Wilson, al Agent of Underwriters, 
- at Des Moines Iowa, visited Lincoln soon after the burning of our 
Insane Asylum, at which time, he made propositions to the State, 
tending to an adjustment of the loss on the building. At that 
time none of the other insnrance companies had been here, and as 
Mr. Wilson had designated myself on behalf of the State, to whom 
the companies would. confer, with a view to asettlement, I deemed 
it best at that time to defer the matter, until the other companies 
would put in an appearance, and also to give the State Auditor 
time to consider the best interest of the State. Since then agents 
of other companies have been here and have expressed their views, 
satisfied with any basis of settlement the Underwriters may make 
with the State, and have expressed a willingness that your company 
should effect the settlement. 

I would be pleased to have an immediate settlement, first, be- 
cause we must provide at an early day a building for the care and 
cústody of our insane, and, second, I wish to report to an adjourned 
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session of the Legisleture of this State, which convenes at Lin- 
colu the 30th day of this present month, the basis agreed upon by 
the companies with the State, for a final settlement. 
Please answer at your earliest convenience, and oblige.

That in the limited time allowed the committee they have exám- 
ined a number of witnesses on each branch of the inquiry com 
mitted to them. They find from the evidence before them, that 
the Asylum building was discovered on fire at about 3 o'clock on 
the morning of the 17th, of April 1870. The fire was first seen 
under the Mansard roof of the wing near the north-east corner, of 
the fourth story. All efforts to subdue the fire proved ineffectual, 
and the building was destroyed, together with all its furniture. 
But the most deplorable circumstance was the death of one of the 
inmates of the Asylum, who perished in the flames, his place of 
confinement in néar proximity to the fire prevented successful 
efforts for his release: Your committee can discover no clue lead- 
ing to the discovery of the perpetrators of the crime, the facts 
elicited showing conclusively that it was the work of some person. 
or persors unknown. 

The insurance upon the building, in various companiés originally 


‘amounted to $100,000, if is now $95,000, of this amount $5,500 has 


been cancelled. The Insurance Companies have manifested a dis- 
position to deal fairly with the State.

Report of Superintendent N. B. Larsh, to the Committee appoin- 
ted to investigate the condition of the Insane Asylum. 


GENTLEMEN: : 

I herewith present to you a special report of the Insane Asy- 
lum : 

At the early part of your present session, while making your 
tour of inspection through the various departments of the Instito- 
tion, it was a source of gratification to me that you found it in a 
condition to incite you to give expression a words of satisfaction 
and commendation : 

The Institution, as a whole, was, perhaps, in as good working 
order, and its prospects for usefulness as PAMETE as any like insti- 
tution throughout our country. 

We were all filled with bright hopes and "-—Y anticipations 
of a career of future prosperity. 

These cheering prospects were destined to a sudden, unexpected 
change. By an inscrutable decree the work of this noble State 
charity was to be speedily suspended. 
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On the morning of the 17th day of April, at about 3 o'clock, our 
household was thrown into a state of consternation and terror by 
the discovery that our asylum home was on fire. 

When the alarm was given no time was lostin making every 
possible effort to stay the awful calamity, and save the unfortunate 
inmates. 

After making every effort there was in our power to save the 
building, and finding our labor in vain, our next duty was to save 
our patients, which was attended with great danger. 

For a time it seemed impossible to save a single life of those in 
ward number five, where the fire originated. 

All were saved with the exception of one. Sadly as we feel 
while making this record, and when I look back upon the scene of 
that memorable night, I am amazed that no more were lost. And 
Ican only ascribe our wonderful deliverence to the interposition 
of the hand of one kind and merciful Heavenly Father. 

The question very naturally arises as how the fire originated ; as 


to my opinion of the matter, I refer you to my affidavit to the In-- 


vestigating Committee. 

Immediate steps were tuken to make comfortable quarters for our 
patients, The only building that could be secured was the Waverly 
House, which makes, with an addition, that we erected, comfortable 
quarters for forty patients. 

We have now thirty-nine patients in the building, and six that are 
recovering, sent home until such time as we can make room for 
them.

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TREASURERS REPORT. 


NEBRASKA STATE TREASURY, rt 
LiwconN, January 12th, 1871. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Nebraska : 


Pursuant to the requirements of law, I have the honor to submit 
my bi-annual Report of the transactions of this Office, covering a 
period of two years, one month and eleven days, commencing Decem- 
ber Ist, 1868, and ending January 11th, 1871, inclusive, and em- 
bracing the term of one month and twenty-one days, from December 
Ist, 1868,to January, 21st, 1869. The office was under charge of 
amy efficient predecessor, Augustus Kountz, Esq., and one year, 
eleven months and twenty days it has been under my personal super- 
vision. 

Under the provisions of Section 18, of Chapter n of the Revised 
Statutes of the State, the State Treasurer is required, “To report to 
the Legislative Assembly as soon as practicable ; but within ten 
days after the commencement of each regular session a detailed 
statement of the condition of the Treasury and its operations for 
the preceding fiscal year.” á 

The Constitution having fixed only bi-annual sessions of the Leg- 
aslature, therefore, I have in this respect been unable to comply 
with the literal reading of the law. 

As the term of office of State Treasurer, fixed by the Constitu- 
tion, is two years from the second Monday of January after the 
election to the office, till the second Monday of January of the sec- 
ond year thereafter, and until his successor shall be elected and 
qualified, and as I did not enter upon its duties till the 278% day of 
January, 1869, you will therefore observe my report covers the 
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period of one month and twenty-one days, while the office was 
under the charge of Mr. Kountz, and being the interim between 
the making of his last report to the Legislatwe Assembly of 
Nebraska to the time I commenced my official duties as State 
Treasurer. . | 

In order to relieve my successor from the embarrassment of 
reperting the official acts of his predecessor, I have made this, my 
` report, to cover all the transactions of the office from the date of 
closing the books of the office on November 30th, 1868, to, and 
including January 11th, 1871, when my official term, as fixed by 
the Constitution, will expire. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend that you make such 
amendments and changes in the law regulating the time for making 
the State Treasurer report to the Legislative Assembly as will 
authorize and direct him to report for the legal term for which he 
shall have been elected and held the office.

At the time of my entering upon the duties of this office my pre-

Attention is most respectfully invited, among other suggestions, to 
the fact that the following portion of this, my report, relates to the 
operations of the office during the time it has been under my charge. 

The statements and tables exhibit, under appropriate heads, not 
only the business transactions of the office, and the securities held in 
the custody of the Treasurer, for the benefit of the Permanent 
School Fund of the State, but such suggestions for your careful con- 
sideration as each subject seems to demand. 

Transfers have sometimes been made on the books of the office, 
from.one fund to another by warrants, counter warrants or entries 
simply on the books of sums of money, equal in the amounts, in the 
detail, and in the aggregate. All such sums of money were techni- 
cally carried out of and replaced in the Treasury, and thus entered 
upon both sides of the ledger aecount, and appear therein both as 
receipts and expenditures. Many of these transfers, especially those 
on the books of the office, have been necessitated by county treas- 
urers making erroneous reports of the amount to be placed to the 
credit of the various funds when paying money into the State Treas- 
ury; and when settlement was effected between county treasurers 
and the State Auditor the error became apparent, and consequently 
to reetify such errors these transfers from one fund to another were 
imperative. . While these transfers of one fund to another could not 
effect the showing of tlie balance in the Treasury, the aggregate 
footings would not show the correct amount received or expended. 

I have, therefore, in my table of actual receipts and of actual 
expenditures, endeavored to throw out of the azcount all such trans- 
fers:as simply debited one fund and credited another, in order to 
make a correct exhibit of the money deposited in the Treasury and 
a correct showing of the amount expended since the office came 
under my care. l

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One of the principal embarrassments to the Treasurer in the 
transactions of the office has arisen from the insufficient revenue 
flowing to the General Fund to meet the demands upon this branch 
of the treasury. 

A majority of the people of the State are — in agricultural 
pursuits, and owing to the financial depression weighing upon the 
whole country during the past year, the producer has scarcely been 
able to realize for his products in this state prices exceeding the cost 
of production. The consequence is taxes levied and assessed for the 
year 1869, and for former years, to a very large extent, probably 
nearly the whole amount levied for the year 1869, remain uncol- 
lected, and the antieipations of the last Legislature, as shown by 
the large appropriations made from this fund, have not been real- 
ized. Besides this, wealthy railroad corporations, operating lines of 
railroad within the borders of the state, and, doubtless, fully able at 
any time to meet the demands upon them for taxes assessed, are 
delinquents, proposing as is supposed, by the power of their wealth 
and influence, to override the just demands due the State for the 
protection afforded by law to their rights and privileges, thereby 
casting the whole burden of the State government upon the less 
powerful. l 

From the best sources of information at my command, it is esti- 
mated there are not less than $42,000.00, principal and interest, due 
from the. State to individuals, and corporations, on warrants issued 
and drawn upon the General Fund of the State Treasury. - 

To sustain the credit of the State, it is of vital importance that, 
through the wisdom of your Legislative council and action, means be 
provided to cancel this indebtedness at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. | B 

The resources of the State, if wisely controlled, are amply suffi- 
cient to place her obligations “ to pay” i in high estimation in finan- 
cial circles. 

To relieve the immediate pressing necessities of the Treasury in 
this regard, permit me to respectfully suggest that an act be passed 
authorizing the State Treasurer to sell the $15,000 United States 
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thirty-year registered Union Pacific Railroad Bonds, bearing six per 
cent currency interest, and sufficient of the United States five per 
cent coupon bonds, held in the Treasury for the benefit of the Per- 
manent School Fund, to realize the sum of $50,000 ; that the State 
issue her coupon bonds not transferrable, signed by the Governor, 
attested by the Secretary of the State, and countersigned by the 
Treasurer to the Permanent School Fund of the State for that 
amount, payable twenty years from date, with interest at ten per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annually on the surrender of the proper 
coupon, out of the Sinking Fund, and that the money so realized from 
the sale of such bonds be transferred from the Permanent School 
Fund (more generally known as the School Land Fimd) to the Gen- 
eral Fund on the Warrant of the Auditor. In case the objection to 
a twenty-year bond should be urged on the ground that the Constitu- 
tion prohibits the contracting of State debts payable more than ten 
years from date, you will be able to overcome the objection by mak- 
ing the bond payable ten years from its issuance. 

My reason for urging upon your attention the sale, first, of the 
$15,000 United States, thirty-year registered, Union Pacific Railroad 
Bonds, is, the bonds bear only six per cent interest in currency, and 
our remote location from the Treasury of the General Government, 
where interest on the bonds is made payable semi-annually only 
on the presentation of the bonds by the holders thereof, make the 
collection of the interest difficult and attendant with considerable 
- expense, much over-balancing their security from loss by being reg- 
istered over the coupon bonds.

Through a course of nine years from the beginning of the year 
1860, to the early part of the year 1869, under the pledge made by 
the Territorial Legislature to the bond creditors of the Territory of 
Nebraska, the revenue collected as a Sinking Fund had been either 
serupulously applied to the retirement of the Territorial bonded 
indebtedness, or Held in the treasury as a sacred deposit to liquidate 
these claims, with the interest, when they should mature. These 
bonds aggregated the sum of $36,800.00, besides interest for over 
-six months at the time of my entering upon the administration of 
the duties of the office, $27,000.00 of which were in the custody of 
the State Treasurer as State Permanent School Fund investment, 
and the balance was held by individuals residing, and corporations 
located without the borders of the State. 

To meet those demands the accumulations in that branch of the 
treasury, at that time a large portion of which was an inheritance to 
the State from her Territorial relation, amounting to the sum of 
$34,519.53. 

The last Legislative assembly, forgetful of the plighted faith of 
her State's Territorial ancestors, and unmindful “that our inherit- . 
ance comes charged with the just obligations of the decedent,” and 
of the State's duty in that regard, enacted an act entitled, an Act 
to Transfer the Sinking and Military Funds to the General Funds, 
which, on the 18th day of January, 1869, the Executive sanctioned 
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by his signature, and it became alaw. By this act all the money 
then in the Sinking Fund, and all moneys that should thereafter be 
paid into the treasury on taxes assessed for account of that fund for 
the year 1868, and previous thereto, were transferred to the General 
Fund, providing no means to meet the payment of interest or prin- 
cipal of the outstanding Territorial Bonds. 

By that one inconsiderate blow of the pruner’s axe, the vital 
branch of the Treasury, the one whiéh has given character to, and 
sustained the Territorial and State credit abroad, and had appreciated 
her bonds far above par value, was severed from the trunk, and 
from that moment confidence in our State securities began to lan- 
guish. 

Immediately after the enactment of that law the outstanding Terri- 
toral and State General Fund Warrants, amounting to probably $40,- 
000.00 were rushed to the counter of the Treasury for liquidation, 
and when the regular session of the Legislature adjourned, on the 
15th day of February, 1869, and its members and officers per diem 
and mileage had been paid, the Treasury was barren of every dollar 
available to discharge either the general or sinking fund obligations 
of the State. 

While doubtless, the Legislature had no legal right to make such 
transfer of the sinking fund, which was created by the very law tbat 
gave existence and force to the Territoral Bonds, for the payment of 
which the fund was pledged, and thus impair the obligation of con- 
tract by destroying the means to fulfill it, yet no one came forward to 
interpose the strong arm of the law'to arrest the mischief. There- 
fore the Treasury was depleted at every pore, till its power to sustain 
the credit of the State was exhausted. 

At this juncture the interest coupons of the Territoral Bonds were 
presented for payment, the interest on those held by the Permanent 
School Fund investment was needed for the support of the common 
school system of the State, and in the absence of legitimate means to 
discharge these obligations and save the State’s paper from protest, 
other funds were resorted to to be replaced by appropriate funds 
when received into the office. These funds have already been restored 
to their proper place. 
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When the ten per cent Territoral Bonds, amounting to the sum of 
$36,000, matured on the 1st day of January, 1870, the Treasury had 
assumed no more flourishing condition than when their interest- 
coupons were presented. 

Upon consultation with the Chief Executive and Auditor of the 
State, it was deemed best to purchase such of these bonds as should 
be presented for payment with money drawn from the permanent 
school fund, and accordingly, with their approval, I purchased such 
bonds with the school land fund to the amount of $9,000, for the 
permanent school fund investment, at their par value, making the 
amount of matured ten per cent Territorial Bonds, in all held in the 
Treasury for the permanent school fund investment, $36,000.00. 
The interest on which, from the time of their maturity, January 1st, 
1870, to July 1st, 1870, six months, has been paid out of the sinking 
fund of 1869,. credited to the school fund and payment thereof en- 
dorsed on the bonds. 

I would, therefore, recommend that you provide, by law, for the State 
Auditor, after the Treasurer shall have set aside annually sufficient of 
the sinking fund to pay the current interest for the year, to accrue on 
the bonded and certificate indebtedness of the State, shall annually, 
from time to time, until January Ist, 1876, by his warrant drawn 
upon that fund, transter the balance to the General Fund to meet the 
current general expenses of the State government.

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The investment of the School Land Fund, more properly known 
as the permanent School Fund, in such securities as should prove 
safe, be free from depreciation through decline of their market value, 
and yield the largest rate of interest compatible with undoubted safe- 
ty, equalling the minimum interest fixed by the. statutory law 
authorizing the investment, and, at the same time, coincide with the 
views of the people of the State as to the character of the invest- 
ments to be made, has been the source of the deepest anxiety and 
perplexity to the Governor, Auditor, and Treasurer of the State, as 
Commissioners of this fund, to whose charge this difficult duty is 
entrusted. 

Powerful influences, aided by the voice and pen of the best finan- 
cial men of the country, were urging upon the attention of the Na- 
tional Congress, the necessity of measures to bring, at the earliest 
day, the depreciated currency to a par value with gold coin. A 
numerous party were, at the same time, demanding more economy 
in the administration of the affairs of our General Government, and 
urgently requiring Congress to provide for a long time national loan, 
at a greatly reduced rate of interest, from the interest being paid on 
the out-standing bonds of the United States, with which it was 
reasoned and hoped the treasury of the General Government would 
be able, without difficulty, by reason of the long term of the new 
loan, to retire all the national securities bearing interest at six per 
cent., or more. 

The bonds of the General Government, particularly those bearing 
gold interest, were fluctuating, appreciating, or receding, in market 
value, as the probability, or improbability, of, resumption of specie 
payment, by the government, and the probability, or improbability, 
of Congress taking action to provide.means to retire the 5-20 bonds, 
gained the assent in the minds of the people. 

- Congress adjourned without taking any definite action on those 
measures, and high confidence in the pase es of national se- 
curities became restored. 

During the months of July and August, 1869, considerable sums 
of money, proceeds of the sale of State School Lands, had accumu- 
lated in the State Treasury, and the Commissioners charged with the 
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investing of these funds felt their accountability as faithful stewards 
of the people, demanded these finds should be invested to produce 
material aid for the support of the common school system of the 
‘State. At length, after considering the matter in every light, the 
Commissioners, in the early part of September, 1869, ordered the in- 
vestment of $50,000—currency value of these funds, in United 
States 5-20 Bonds, and accordingly, in compliance with these instruc- 
tions, through the aid of an experienced broker, I purchased, in the 
New York market, $41,000 of United States six per cent gold bear- 
ing coupon Bonds, new issue of 1865, payable in twenty years, and 
redeemable at the option of the General Government, after five years 
from their date, at a cost including exchange on remittances, com- 
missions for purchasing, express charges on the bonds from New 
York, and accrued interest from July 1st, preceding the day of pur- 
chase, of a fraction over $1.22 4-10 per dollar, face value of the-bonds. 

When Congress met in December following that purchase of 
bonds, the pressure brought to bear to impel some action tending to 
resumption of specie payment and retrenchment of governmental 
expenses, United States 5-20 Bonds began to decline in value, and 
owing to the growing confidence that such much desired objects 
would speedily be accomplished, hightened by the derangment of 
finances in the country, they have continued, save spasmodic rally- 
ing in prices, to steadily decline to the present time. 

Influenced by these considerations, the Commissioners having con- 
trol over this fund deemed it unwise to make further investments in 
‘Government Securities. Securities of sister States sympathized in 
price with the market value of United States Bonds. All the 
Nebraska Territorial Bonds had been gathered into the Treasury of 
the State by the disbursement of this fund. To these sources the 
Commissioners looked in vain for relief from their perplexities. 

At the meeting of the last Legislature in -extra session a large 
amount of General Fund Warrants, drawn on the Treasury of the 
State was afloat, and the State had no requisite means to either dis- 
charge these obligations or to pay the legislative expenses then 
about to be incurred. 


A 
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After consultation, in order both to provide means to relieve the 
necessities of the general Treasury, discharge the matured Territorial 
Bonds held in the custody of the Treasury for the benefit of the Per- 
manent School Fund, and at the same time afford satisfactory secu- 
rities for the investment of that fund, the Commissioners deemed 
it best to urge the Legislature to pass a bill for the sale of the 
$15,000 D. S. six per cent. currency Bonds held in the custody of 
the Treasurer for the Permanent School Fund, to transfer the pro- 
ceeds thereof, together with sufficient other moneys belonging to that 
fund to make $50,000, to the General Fund of the Treasury, and that 
the State's twenty-year coupon Bonds, bearing ten per cent interest, 
payable semi-annually, be issued therefor to the Permanent School 
Fund. . The bill was aceordingly drawn, introduced, passed through 
both branches of the Legislature, near the close of the session, and 
received the approval of the Governor. 

The Governor and Auditor communieated to me the fact that the 
bill had become a law, and on the faith thereof the Treasurer paid 
out of the School Land Fund over $15,000 on General Fund war- 
rants drawn on the treasury,- mostly per diem and mileage of the 
members and officers of the Legislature. 

The extra session of the Legislature adjourned, and when I- 
ealled on the Secretary the State for the law in that regard, in 
order to prepare the bond, as contemplated by the act, it could not . 
be found in his office, nor has its existence since been discovered. 

From that moment it became necessary to close the door of the Gen- 
eral Treasury againstevery demand until the money thus taken from 
the School Fund could be restored from the receipts of General Funds. 
General dissatisfaction follows this course, but the law required the 
Treasurer to preserve each fund intact, and no other could be safely 
pursued. 

On the 22d of March, 1870, the Auditor of State addressed me a 
note, urging upon my attention the propriety under the exigences of 
the general treasury to make an order, as Commissioner, for the 
investment of the Permanent School Fund, to invest the mouey in 
that branch of the Treasury in the General Fund Warrants of the 
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State, as they should be presented for payment. In his views, as 
contained in his note, I fully concurred. Accordingly, the Treasurer 
immediately commenced taking in such warrants as Permanent 
School Fund Investment. Very soon the time came for reporting 
the temporary School Funds on hands to the State Superintendent, 
for apportionment, and then the difficulty of the situation became 
apparent, no way being open by which the interest on the warrants 
could be regularly paid in semi-annual installments, to meet the 
requirements of our common school system. Besides this, nearly all 
the warrants had been issued for some time, and interest had 
accrued on them, and were presented for payment in such varied 
sums, from a few cents to thousands of dollars, that when payment 
was made on warrants with accrued interest, it required the accounts 
tobe kept with two different funds—payment on principal being 
made from the School Land Fund, and interest from the School 
Fund (temporary), to which the interest would be returned. 

The difficulty of computing and indorsing the interest, and keep. 
ing the accounts, was almost insurmountable, therefore this plan of 
investment was abandoned. . :

In the mean time, money to a considerable amount was accumu- 
lating in this branch of the Treasury, while business was languish- 
ing for need of capital among the people to supply the wants of 
trade and agriculture. The interest of the people demanded the 
active circulation of every dollar at our command, and the Common 
School System regularly required the earnings of the fund for its 
support. The safest and most profitable investment presenting 
itself seemed to be'loans on security of real estate situated within 
the borders of the State. 

Fully sensible of the severe criticism this action would call forth, 
the Commissioners, after careful consideration, resolved to offer loans 
of Permanent School Fund on “approved” real estate security 
at ten per cent per annum, interest payable semi-annually. 
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In pursuance of this resolution, applications were received, and 
from time to time the securities offered were approved. 

Upon the order of the Commissioners, the Treasurer has received 
the securities approved and paid over to the borrowers depositing 
the securities, the sum of $88,000.00, in the aggregate making the 
whole costs of the loans to the State, including recording fees of 
mortgages, one dollar and seventy-five cents. The character of those 
securities is fully set forth in the schedule hereinafter contained 
under, “Detailed Statement of Permanent School Fund Invest- 
ments.” 

Our experience teaches us that one of the principal needs to the 
development of a new State or country is capital. In the light of 
that experience, it is your first duty, as the representatives of the 
people, to pass such acts as will not only retain at home the earnings 
of our own labor, but induce capital from abroad to flow into the 
channels of domestic production, trade and manufacture. 

If not deemed beyond the province of my duty, permit me to sug- 
gest that an act be passed authorizing, in positive terms, the loan of 
this fund on unincumbered real estate security; that by its provisions 
the Commissioners apportion yearly, to each organized County in 
the State, a rateable proportion of the money to be loaned in each 
County, according to its population ; that upon application being 
made, accompanied by the necessary fees of appraisers, to be fixed 
by law, the Commissioners shall notify the County Superintendent 
of schools of the County from which the application came, to appoint 
two disinterested resident freeholders of the County, who, together | 
with the County Superintendent, shall appraise the cash value of the 
security proposed, and certify the same to the Commissioners ; that 
upon the receipt of the appraisement the Commissioners may make 
an order for the loan of three-fifths (3-5) of the appraised value of 
the real property offered as security, exclusive of buildings thereon, 
and file it with the Auditor; that the applicant shall within twenty 
days after notice of the making of such order execute his bond to 
the State of Nebraska, to the use and for the benefit of the Perma- 
nent School Fund, in double the amount conditioned for, the payment 
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of the amount to be loaned with interest, at the legal rate fixed by 
statute, payable semi-annually to the State Treasurer, at his office, 
with a mortgage containing the usual interest clause, conveying the 
property described in the application to the State to the use and for 
the benefit of the Permanent School Fund, as collateral security for 
the payment of the bond ; that upon the delivery by the applicant 
of the bond and mortgage, duly stamped and recorded in the office 
of the Clerk of the County where the mortgaged premises are situ- 
ated, fees of recording paid, with abstract of title of the premises 
over the certificate of the County Clerk that the premises were free 
and clear of all incumbrance and the title thereto absolute in fee- 
simple, in the mortgagor at the time of recording the mortgage, the 
Auditor shall draw a warrant on the Treasury against the School 
Land Fund for the amount of the loan, and deliver it to the obligar 
named in the bond. After entering in the Records of his office a 
description of the securities, the Auditor shall transmit the same to 
the Treasurer for safe keeping. 

As there is no law regulating the manner of discharging mortgages 
executed to the State, I would most respectfully recommend that 
an act be passed authorizing the State Treasurer, on full payment 
of any bond, note, or other obligation to the State, secured by a mort- 
gage, to execute deeds of release, or enter satisfaction upon the mar- 
gin of the record of any such mortgage; and that the court before 
which any suit at law, or in equity, or other proceedings, shall be 
prosecuted or instituted against any maker, endorser, or obligor, or 
mortgagor, his heirs, exeutors, administrators or assigns, to recover 
any sum of money secured thereby, shall tax as costs all reasonable 
attorney, counsel and collection fees, and expenses, and costs iucur- 
red by the State in the prosecution of any such suit or proceeding ; 
and that such costs so taxed shall be a lien upon the collaterial secu- 
rity, the same as the principal, debt and interest. But in no case 
shall there be more.than one hundred dollars allowed as attorney and 
counsel fees in the same suit or proceeding ; and that any attorney 
or counsellor at law who shall prosecute such suit or proceeding on 
behalf of the State, shall accept such fees so taxed, when collected,

as full compensation for all his services rendered in that behalf; that 
the foregoing provisions apply as well to notes, bonds, obligations 
and mortgages which have been, as those that shall hereafter be exe- 
cuted and delivered. 

That upon the payment of any such note, bond or obligation, or 
any part thereof, or the interest thereon, or any part thereof, 
the ‘Treasurer shall execute a receipt in duplicates, describ- 
ing therein the note, bond or obligation and the mortgage by the 
name of the maker or obligor, thé date and amount for which it 
was given, setting forth distinctly the amount paid for principal and 
the amount paid for interest, one of which at the time of payment 
shall be delivered to the person depositing the payment ; and the 
other shall on or before the first day of the succeeding month to the 
date of the receipt be by the Treasurer transmitted to the Auditor, 
and thereupon the credit-of the payments so made shall be entered 
to the proper funds by the Treasurer and the Auditor in the books 
of their respective offices ; and that the Auditor make in a suitable 
record, from the last Treasurer’s report, a detailed statement of the 
securities held in the custody of the Treasurer for the use and bene-, 
fit of the State.

By the requirements of section 73 of an act entitled “An Act to 
establish a System of Public Instruction for the State of Nebraska,” 
approved, February 15th, 1869, it is the duty of the State Treasurer,

semi-annually, to make out a complete exhibit of all moneys belong- 
ing to the School Fund of the State, as returned to him from the 
several counties, together with the amount derived from other 
sources, and deliver the same, duly certified, to the State Superin- 
tendent, and the State Superintendent shall make the apportionment . 
of said funds, etc.” 

As this act makes no provision to set aside the apportioned funds , 
to meet the warrants which shall be drawn against them, so much 
of those funds as shall remain in the treasury at the time of making- 
the next succeeding certificate of the treasurer, will be again in 
strict compliance of the law certified to the State Superintendent and 
apportioned. 

Through the omission of the law to provide against this contin- 
gency, and the payment of outstanding warrants drawn on the 
School Fund previous to the passage of the act, the aggregate 
amount of the. apportionments, four in number, made since the law 
went into force, exceeds the amount of School Funds received into 
the treasury, together with the balance, to the credit of the fund up 
to the date of the last certificate, the sum of $1,752.07. 

It would be proper to amend that section, giving the treasurer the 
right to deduct from the total amount of each certificate made under 
the law, the amount paid on warrant drawn against the fund and not 
provided for, by previous apportionments, charge such outstanding 
warrants to the School Fund proper, that he charge to the fund the 
amount apportioned under each certificate, on the report thereof from 
the State Superintendent, and open an account with such apportion- 
ment, under the name of the month and year the same was made, 
and that the Auditor shall, in his warrants drawn on the fund, like- 
wise designate the particular apportionment out of which, and to ' 
which, the warrant shall be paid and charged. 

That the State Treasurer shall certify to the State Superintendent 
only such moneys as have been received from the date of the last 
previous certificate, to,the time of making the next succeeding cer-

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There is remaining in the Treasury to the credit of the University 
Fund, the sum of $26,213.94. 

In view of the probability that the State University will not be 
put in active operation for some months to come, and the fact that 
the State Treasurer is the proper custodian of State funds not needed 
for immediate use, I would respectfully recommend that the Act ap- 
proved, March 2d, 1870, entitled “An Act supplemental to an act en- 
titled an act to establish the University of Nebraska,” approved, Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1869, be so amended that the Board of Regents of the 
State University shall at each regular meeting of the Board, through 
a committee composed of three of its members, make an estimate in 
detail of the amount of money required to pay the current expenses, 
furnish the building, and procure the necessary apparatus, books and 
other property contemplated to be purchased by the Board under the 
provisions of said original act, out of this fund during each quarter 
of a year commencing with January 1st, in each year, until the next 
regular meeting of the Board, and cause the same to be certified by 
their Secretary to the Auditor. 

Thereupon the Auditor, on the request of the Treasurer of the 
Board, shall, at the commencement of each yearly quarter, draw his 
warrant upon the State Treasury for the amount so certified to be re- 
quired for the current quarter, in favor of the Treasurer of the Board 
of Regents, who, upon receipt of the warrant, shall receipt therefor 
to the Auditor. l 

That the Board of Regents shall deduct all. unexpended balances

It is important that some action be taken to compel regular and 
prompt deposits of moneys collected or received by county treasu- 
rers and other officers, on account of the State, in the State Trea- 
sury. Often large sums, which should be in the State Treasury, are 
withheld, either through the want of prompt action on the part of the 
county treasurer, or under order of the county commissioners, to 
be used for a longer or shorter period in the administration of county 

- affairs, and finally replaced and deposited in the State Treasury. 
This ought not to be allowed. The regular flow of funds to the 
State Treasury, to meet the appropriations thereon by the Legisla- 
ture, is cut off, and the credit of the State suffers from this cause. 

Under the act passed at the last extra session of the Legislature, 
authorizing the sale of the Penitentiary Lands, parties purchasing at 
the sale made under the direction of the Commissioners, pocketed the 
certificates of purchase, and, after a long interval, presented them to 
the State Treasurer, and demanded the right to make payment, and 
required the Treasurer's receipt, which entitled them to a deed. 

That act does not provide that the certificate of purchase shall be 

- void if payment for the land is not made in a given time. 


Bar 
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The State, in anticipation of immediate payment for the land be- 
ing made to the State Treasurer, drew her warrants on the treasury 
against this fund. Itis said some parties who held unpaid certifi- 
cates of purchase of Penitentiary Lands at the same time, presented 
Treasury Warrants for endorsement for the purpose of making them 
interest-bearing ; and after holding the warrants and unpaid certifi- 
cates many months, counted up the interest on the warrants and ten- 
dered to the Treasurer the principal and interest of the warrants in 
payment for the land described in their certificates, without any ad- 
dition for interest. Through this defect in the law in this respect, 
the State has suffered some loss. 

This subject demands your prompt and decisive action.

When I entered upon the duties of this office the State was pro- 
vided with no apartments to accommodate the treasury ; no fire- 
proof vault to protect from fire her treasure, securities and books ; 
and no safe to guard against robbery—nor has she since that time 
provided any of these necessary requisites of the office. These, 
since this duty devolved upon me,.have been furnished at the per- 
sonal expense of the Treasurer. 

Reasonable safety to the State and security to the Treasurer re- , 
quire that a carefully constructed fire-proof vanlt, and a burglar- 
proof safe of good size and thickness and of approved manufacture, 
be immediately provided in the rooms tor be assigned to the use of 
the Treasurer. 
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With a salary of only $400 a year as full compensation for his 
services, with the responsibility attendant on handling nearly half a 
million dollars of State money annually, he can illy afford to furnish 
these indispensable safeguards at his own cost. An appropriation 
of $6,000, for the purpose of erecting a fire-proof vault, purchasing 
a suitable safe, and fitting up the treasury office, would not be 
unreasonable. 

At the time of framing the Constitution of the State of Nebraska, 
the Convention urged as a reason for fixing the salary of State 
Treasurer at $400 per year, with no fees or perquisites, that persons 
whose business it was to deal in the exchanges of money, would 
probably in all cases be elected to the office, and that the sate use by 
the Treasurer of the surplus funds in the treasury would return to 
him ample reward for his official labors. 

Acting on this assumption my predecessor and myself successively 
accepted the charge of the office. . 

At the very threshold of my official term, the legislature, then in 
session, misled by the vilest misrepresentations made by two or three 
members of the character of the Treasurer, and in the hurry of a 
closing session passed an Act entitled, “An act to require the 
Treasurer to keep constantly on hand the identical funds received by 
him as such Treasurer until the same should be paid ont on warrants 
drawn on such Treasurer,” which through the most skillfully played 
necromancy, on the 15th day of February 1869 became a law. 

The law until its repeal more than a year afterwards, not only 
constantly threatened to close the door of the treasury against every 
just demand upon it, thereby impeding its effective operation ; but im 
posed great additional and unnecessary labor and expense on the 
Treasurer in the discharge of his official duties. 

During all that time the law deprived him of the principal emolu- 
ments of the office, and stood before the Treasurer a perpetual 
menance of ignominious imprisonment, for the violation of its 
ncomprehensible provisions. l 
. In conclusion, I congratulate the State administration on the fact 

thatit has during two years just passed, by skillful management and 
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the exercise of superior executive ability, carried forward the Public 
Improvements and Institutions of the State, to a condition of success 
and completeness, under like embarrassments, caused by crude, often 
hostile legislation, financial difficulties and undeveloped resources, no 
other State has in the same period ever witnessed ; and the people 
of Nebraska, on the fact that this accomplishment has been secured 
without imposing the burden of taxation upon them, and that the 
finances of the State are in a most hopeful condition. l 
That your legislative action may abundantly reward the people’s 
confidence, continne thew happiness, and prosperity, advance the 
wealth and influence of the State is the sincere hope of 
Your obedient servant,

The investment of School Funds is one of the most important 
duties to be performed. 

The chief considerations in making investments are to make 
them safe and profitable. The safety of the School Fund, not only 
for the time being, but in view of the future, with all its contin- 
gencies, is of paramount importance. An unsafe investment, at 
the very highest rate of interest, is hazardous. 

To loan moneys to individuals on real estate securities has some 
objections, for*the School Fund Commissioners are officers elect ; 
each of course will have urgent applications for loans from friends 
in need, and their importunities are overwhelming. To refuse is 
often a delicate matter, and to favor those most urgent is to confer, 
in many cases, to the most unreliable and undeserving; and to 
comply in one case is to open the door to scores of other’s equally 
pressing claims, arising out of personal favor or friendship. 

The Commissioners should be men who would not allow personal 
interests to control them in the performance of their duty in this 
respect. They, making the interest of the State secondary to their | 
own, for personal or political ends, thus it becomes a corruption i 
fund, and the School Fund in a few years would be scattered all 
over the State, and in the hands of rAvogED endividuals. The 
records would become complicated ; payment of interest and prin- 
cipal would, in mary cases, be delayed ; mottgone? would have to 
be foreclosed and litigation arise. 

School Districts have in many cases inde application for loans 
upon “District Bonds” voted; but equally strong objections lie 
against the policy of scattering the permanent fund among the 
School Districts of the State. Matters in our new State are com- 
paratively unsettled. Districts are liable to constant change; 
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divisions and sub-divisions are necessary in the new counties being 
settled and often urged and secured through personal quarrels and 
. neighborhood strifes. Some Districts become obsolete; others are 
consolidated, and more should be; and the Commissioners could 
not decide upon meritorious claims without long journeys and per- 
sonal inspection, which often would be impracticable. Conse- 
quently, the School Districts contiguous to the Capital, or the prin- 
cipal towns of the State, might secure loans, where the Commis- 
sioners are conversant with the same, to the exclusion of others 
more remote but equally meritorious; and not a few loans might 
be made tor political effect in the distant futnre. 

In the investment in Government Bonds objections also arise. 
The premiums are very high; the rate of interest is only six per 
centum in gold, which amounts to more in currency. But in the 
event of a speedy return to the basis of specie payment, six per _ 
cent. in gold would be equivalent to six per cent in currency. 
The U. S. 5-208 are liable at any day to be called in by an act of - 
Congress or the Secretary of the Treasury, which renders them 
less desirable as a permanent investment. 

State Bonds, in my estimation, are decidedly preferable as an 
investment. Our State will have to bond her outstanding in- 
` debtedness, and it remains to consider the feasibility of investing 
in our own bonds. The while State is security, and it would im- 
prove the credit of the State at home and abroad by controlling 
within ourselves our own indebtedness. It will be an easy method 
of investment. The School Fund Commissioners are liable to be 
changed every two years. One set of Commissioners may be: 
excellent financiers, and may manage the investment so as to add 
materially to the face of the productive fund; another set of Com- 
missioners may be poor financiers, and may use the distribution of 
favors in loans of School Funds for political and corrupt purposes, 
consequently, it is very important that the law. should provide a 
plain, feasible and easy method of investment, so that the produc- 
tive School Fund may be dependent as little as possible upon the 
judgment, or lack of judgment of those whose duty for the time 
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being may be to make the investment, and if the law should 
authorize the investment to be made in State Bonds or State War- 
rants it would place it out of the hands of any one using the same 
for any personal effect. There is no safer investment than in our 
own State Sureties. | 

In order to profit by the experience of the older States, in the 
investment of School Funds, I have written to some of them, y 
copy of which I give with replies received.

Dear Sm—In answer to your letter of the 10th instant, I have 
to say, our primary school lands consist of one section out of every 
thirty-six in the State. Not far from three-fifths of the whole have 
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been sold, and the fund amounts to about $3,400,000. They are 
sold at four dollars per acre. The purchaser can pay the whole at 
the time of sale, or pay one-fourth down, and the balance remains 
as a loan to him, payable at his pleasure, or never, at 7 per cent. 
interest; and on failure of paying the ¿nterest annually and 
promptly, the land is forfeited and goes back to the State to be 
again sold, with the value of any improvements added. 

The money price on the principal is loaned to the State and used 
in paying other State indebtedness—a perpetual loan to the State at 
7 per cent interest. ` 

The interest and that paid by purchasers is the-fund for annual 
distribution, amounting the past year to $179,348.74, or 48 cents 
per child. 

We think Ayman ingenuity can devise no better. plan than ours 
for the investment of our educational funds, all of them being 
under the same system, the University Fund being $561,000, lands 
all sold, and the Normal School Fund $67,000. 

At first the system was adopted of loaning the money to indi- 
viduals and corporations ; but it was soon found that that made it 
a purely corruption fund, and it was abandoned—several thousand 
dollars was losí—but with the present system the fund is safe while

STATE OF NEBRASKA, AUDITOR'S DEPARTMENT, 
LINCOLN, JANUARY 1, 1871. 


To the Honorable the Senate and: House of e presen HIDE of the 
State of Nebraska. 


I have the honor herewith to.submit my report, showing the 
operations of this department for the past two years, trom Decem- 
ber 1, 1868, to November 30, 1870, the close of the past fiscal year. 

It affords me much pleasure to report the that material wealth of 
the State has increased with such surprising rapidity. 

- The assessed valuation for 1869, was $42,133,951, an increase 
over 1868 of $9,501,401. The assessed valuation for 1870 was 
53,756,115, an increase over 1860 of 11,622,164.

From the foregoing statement it will appear that there is a large 
amount of General Fund Warrants outstanding, which have been 
thrown upon the market, causing a depreciation in value, and work- 
ing a hardship to the creditors, as well as proving detrimental to 
the credit of the State. 

The cause of non-payment of outstanding warrants are, 


First. That the law fixes the maximum amount to be levied by : 


the State Board of Equalization at two and a half mills, which is 
entirely insufficient to provide for the general expenses of the 
State. . 

Second. The appropriations for the last two sessions upon the 
General Fund being large, no corresponding rate of levy has been 
authorized by law, and the expense of our Insane, and State convicts, 


n nte da TEN. I 
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having increased beyond: expectation; has augmented the in- 
debtedness, owing to the fact that they had to be cared for in the 
several counties of the State, as well as outside the State. 

The redemption of the outstanding warrants should be provided 
for at the earliest day, and I would most respectfully recommend 
to your honorable body the following plan: To increase the maxi- 
mum amount to be levied, and the general fund to four and a half 
(42) mills, and to reduce the levy upon the other State taxes cor- 
respondingly, so as not to increase the general taxation. Also, to 
transfer so much of the sinking fund, collected for 1870 and 1871, 
as may be necessary to benefit the general fund. - I would further 
recommend the bonding of our outstanding warrants, by issuing 
bonds to run twenty years, bearing ten per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually, and that the U. S. 5.20s, as well as the U. S. U. P. 
Railroad bonds, held by the school fund of the State, be sold, and 
the proceeds invested in our own State bonds. 

The advantage thus gained will be obvious, for you to provide a. 
better interest to the school fund, and at the same time, provide for 
the outstanding indebtedness of the State. And that sufficient of 
the sinking fund be set aside as a fund for the payment of the 
interest of these bonds during the next ten years, and the balance 
be transferred to the general fund; but after the expiration of ten 
years, the whole of the sinking fund be set aside for the purpose 
of paying interest, and retiring these bonds. 

I would further suggest that a transfer be authorized, from ore 
fund to the relief of the other, where the general good would not 
be hazarded. 

Owing to the rapidly increasing expenses of our insane, while 
being kept at the Insane Asylum at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, and the 
keeping of a number within our own State, in the several counties, 
as well as the guarding of State prisoners, in the several jails of 
the counties, and the expenses attending the same previous to the 
completion of our State Institutions at the Capitol. I have cut 
down the charges-to the lowest possible rate, and thereby caused 
. the censure of some of the counties in not allowing their claims in. 
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full. In all such cases I have recommended them to the Legisla- 

ture for further appropriations, and where they may have just 

claims for compensatione, not contemplated under the present law, 

I will take pleasure in recommending such claims, for the consider 

ation of your honorable body.

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REPORT OF THE DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. ~ 
To His Excellency, David Butler, Governor of Nebraska: 


The Directors of the Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, in com- 
pliance with the requirements of the by-laws of the Institute, pre- 
sent to you this, their first annual report. 

By the terms of the tenth section of the act incorporating the 
Institution, 12th Territorial session, page 60, it is required that 
“all the deaf and dumb residing in Nebraska, of suitable age and 
capacity to receive instruction, shall be admitted into and enjoy 
the benefits of said Institution without charge.” And in the pre- 
ceding section it is declared that, “the object of said corporation 
shall be to -promote the intellectual, physical and moral culture of 
the Deaf and Dumb bya judicious, and well adopted course of 
instruction, that they may be reclaimed from their lonely and cheer- 
less condition, restored to society, and fitted for the discharge of 
the duties of life.” 

The Directors take pleasure in reporting to you, that these re- 
quirements have fully been complied with, and that the object of 
the Institution thus broadly and clearly defined has been attained 
as fully as the most sanguine could expect. The Directors were 
happily enabled at the outset to obtain the service of a young 
man, trained in a similar Institution, and disciplined by the patient 
and laborious duties of a'teacher therein; and being thus doubly 
fitted to sympathize with, and appreciate the thoughts, moods, 
wants, and necessities of this family of unfortunates to be gathered 
around him. No sooner was the Principal W. M. French, ap- 
pointed than with the concurrence of the Board, he issued a circu- 
lar, and engaged in correspondence, inviting all the Deaf-Mutes of 
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the State of suitable age to the Institution. A building sufficient 
for the immediate requirements of the pupils was obtained and 
supplied with the necessary furniture; and the little family of the 
first pupils gathered to their temporary home. They came tardily. 
Parents could not spare them; some could not afford the expense 
of such clothing as they deemed needful; the Institution was new 
and untried; but gradually the number ‘of pupils has increased, 
and at the date of this report thirteen pupils are regularly en- 
tered. . 

As a school it.is a success. The prominent characteristics wit- 
nessed in the school-room are healthfulness, cheerfulness, good 
order, general propriety of demeanor, diligent attention to study, 
and decided intellectual improvement. We have witnessed with 
increased interest the wonderful effects of the system of education 
pursued in the Institution, in arousing the dormant faculties of the 
pupils. The system is similar to that generally adopted by the 
American Institutions, founded upon the great principle that 
knowledge can be imparted to the Deaf and Dumb, their faculties 
aroused, and quickened, their moral, and intellectual natures devel- 
oped, and their social condition almost wholly restored. 

A careful and thorough examination of all the accounts enables: 
us to report that the pecuniary affairs of the Institute have been 
judiciously and economically administered. It is believed that the 
appropriations made by the Legislature will prove sufficient for the 
two years—but only by economy, the most strict in every depart- 
ment. The house we occupy is not such as we really need, but is 
the best we can afford. It was our good fortune to meet with a 
Principal and a Matron who were willing for a mere nominal sum 
to serve until the necessity and the success of the Institution were 
proven beyond a doubt. Had we been compelled to seek in the 
open market for a competent Principal and Matron, and obtained 
a suitable and ample building, the appropriations would not have 
been more than half sufficient for the purpose. 

The report of the Secretary, Rev. H. W. Kuhns, the Treasurer, 
Joseph H. Millard, Esquire; and of the Principal, submitted to 
the Board, from which this report is more briefly made up, exhibit 
the proceedings of the Board, the details of disbursements, and the 
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management and condition of the Institution. The ordinary ex- 


penses are defrayed by the Principal. All supplies aré purchased 
by him, or under his direction. These accounts are examined and 
approved by the Executive Committee. A check, or order, is there- 
upon issued by them to the Principal, drawn upon the Treasurer 
for the amounts thus allowed. Inthe Treasurer’s report, for this 
reason, the Principal stands charged with all moneys so disbursed.

The regular meetings of the Board are held on the first Tuesdays 
in March, June, September and December, at which times the 
accounts of expenses during the preceding quarter are examined 
and approved. The scholastic year commences on the first Tues- 
day in September, and terminates on the Thursday after the last 
Monday in June, giving the pupils two months of vacation to spend 
at home among their friends, after ten long months of confinement 
at school. Liberty, rest, and recreation are essential to proper 
physical, as well as mental development, and this arrangement is:

the * Directors are authorized to purchase in the name of the cor- 
poration, a lot, or lots of land, not less, in aggregate, than fifty 
acres, on which to place the buildings and improvements required 
for use.” It would require some cireumloeution to purchase fifty 
acres in two or more lots under this provision. It is evident that 
the intention was to restrict the landed possessions of the corpora- 
tion, and to confine it to just so much land, not exceeding fifty 
acres, as the wants of the institution might justify.

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has seriously embarrassed the Directors, as also the arbitrary limit 
of three miles from the Court House. 

It is also desirable that a permanent fund should be created for 
the support of the institution. As an educational institution of a 
special character, all the more imperative on that account, such 
provision should, if possible, be made for it as will in great part 
guarantee its continued usefulness. The public buildings of the 
State having been erected out of funds arising from the sale of lots 
in the town of Lincoln, it is respectfully suggested that the twenty 
_ sections donated for that purpose be set apart and transferred to 
this institution. For such a purpose there can be no doubt of the 
consent of Congress, if required. 

It is extremely desirable that the Legislature should make an 
adequate appropriation for the erection of such buildings, or rather 
part of a building, as will be necessary to accommodate the present 
pupils, and so many- as may reasonably be expected in one or two 
years after its erection. Private aid cannot be expected until the 
institution is established upon a permanent basis, however small. ~ 

As soon as this is done, the central building, or wing erected, 
and oceupied by the pupils, we entertain no doubt of the liberal 
aid in furtherance of the building, or its equipment, or support of 
the institution. Still the burden must be too great for the most 
benevolent community, and the aid of the State will always be re- 
quired. It shall be our effort, and we trust will be of our succes- 
sors to make the institution worthy of both public and private sup- 
port. i 
We cannot close this report without oe testifying to the excel- 
lent qualities of the Principal, and to his assiduous devotion to the 
cause of education. We take pleasure also in commending the 
services of the Matron, Mrs. Jennie Wilson, and the ability and 
zeal with which she discharges her onerous- duties. ` 

To you, and to the Legislature is committed the honor, and npon 
you jointly rests the responsibility of sustaining this institution, 
qualifying for the social, political, and moral duties of life, hun- 
dreds who, without its aid, would group their way in darkness 
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t 
through this to the world of spirits, and of accountability without 
the benefit of a ray of Gospel light or Christian hope.

RULES AND. REGULATIONS’ FOR THE ADMISSION OF 
PUPILS. 


ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. The Nebraska Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
shall be purely an Educational Institution, not an asylam. As 
deafness is generally conceded to be incurable, we do not receive 
applicants to be treated, but to educate them. 

Sec. 2, Pupils from Nebraska are admitted to all the privileges 
of the Institute, upon compliance with the rules, free of charge; 
being provided with board, washing, fuel, tuition, books, medical 
attention, and everything necessary, except clothing and trayeling 
expenses, , 
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Szo. 3. Pupils from other States are admitted to all the above 
privileges, upon the payment of two hundred dollars per annum ; 
payable quarterly in advance. 

Seo. 4. Each pupil should come with sufficient clothing to last 
one year, or with the money to procure them. They should also 
have a good trunk, large enough to contain all their clothing, each 
article of which should be distinctly marked with their names. 

The wardrobe of the males and females shall consist of such 
articles as the Principal and Executive Committee shall from time 
to time determine. 

So. 5. The first sessign of the school commences on the first 
day of April, 1869, and closes on the 30th of June, and after that ` 
. the annual session will commence on the first Tuesday in Septem-. 
ber and close on Thursday, after the last Monday of June. 

All the pupils are expected to come promptly on the first days of 
the session, and remain at the Institute until the close of the same. 

Szo. 6. The course of study pursued at the Institute embraces 
all the English branches, consisting of ‘spelling, readin g, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, grammar, and the sciences, and ordinarily 
requires eight years to complete it. 

Sec. T. All applications from a distance, letters of inquiry, ete., 
should be addressed to W. M. French, Principal, Nebraska Insti- 
tute for the Deaf and Dumb, Omaha, Nebraska.

NATIONAL MMIGRATION CONVENTION.

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives : | 


I herewith transmit to the Honorable, the House of Represen- 
tatives, a copy of a communication from John S. Loomis, Esq., 
Secretary of the National Immigration Convention, held at Indian- 
apolis, on the 23d of November, 1870, with a copy of the pream- 
ble and resolutions adopted at that Convention. 

Much complaint has for years been made in regard to abuses 
praeticed upon the immigrant at Castle Garden; and our 
own Commissioner, resident at New York, was refused access to 
that institution, or permission to see the immigrant, until his route 


\ 
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West had been fixed in accordance with the interests of officers in 
charge of that institution, and those of favored railroads. 

The immigrant is now charged an entrance toll of two dollars 
and a half per head—an extortion which adds nearly ten per cent 
to the cost of his ocean passage, and which not only tends to retard 
immigration and give our country an unenviable repütation abroad, 
but is in direct violation of the spirit of the Constitution. 

For the purpose of taking some steps towards “securing to the 
immigrant protection from fraud, as well as cheap, speedy, and 
comfortable transportation while in ¿ransitu,” I united with . other 
Governors of Western States in calling a National Convention in 
November last. The result of that Convention is before you, and 
your favorable consideration of the resolution submitted is earnestly 


requested.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 


- The Committee on Resolutions respectfully submit the following - 


report, as substantially embracing the predominant sentiment of 
the members of the “Immigration Convention,” as contained in 
the resolution referred to us for consideration : ' 

It must be manifest to all who have heard the deliberations and 
discussions of the Convention, that justice, patriotism, and philan- 
thropy demand the immediate interposition of enlightened public 
sentiment and law for the protection of the rights and interests of 
the peoples of other lands, who are annually leaving their native 
countries and coming to our great national home of freedom. That 
great and grievous ‘wrongs have been perpetrated, cannot be 
doubted ; and it is equally clear that full and efficient remedies for 
existing evils ought to be supplied. 

‘The important question to be solved is: What source or depart 
ment of power can afford an adequate remedy ? It is believed to 


be the judgment of this Convention, as indicated by the resolu- . 


tions introduced and referred to the committee, that upon our Na- 
tional Government is devolved the duty and responsibility of con- 
trolling jointly with other governments the embarkation and tran- 
sit of immigrants, and co-operately with auxilliary institutions in 
controlling the debarkation and protection of the emigrants, in 
obtaining a permanent home in the place of their choice in the 
land of their adoption.

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This is eminently a question of national importance, as upon the 
proper protection, care and culture of this class of population largely 
depend not only their progress and prosperity, but also the fullest 
development of the resources of our country, and the permanency 
and perpetuity of our Republican principles and institutions. 
The committee therefore present the following resolutions as 
containing, briefly but substantially, the views of this Convention : 


1. Resolved, That additional legislation and a more rigid enforce- 
ment of existing laws on the subject of immigration are necessary 
to prevent actual abuses and frauds and protect the true interests 
of the emigrant on his arrival and while in transit to his destina- 
tion in this country, and that for the accomplishment of this pur- 
pose, in the opinion of this Convention, appropriate legislation is 
imperatively demanded of the Federal Government. 


2. Lesolved, That the President of the United States be respect- 
fully requested to open negotiations with countries from which per- 
sons emigrate to this country, so as to secure a joint jurisdiction 
on emigrant ships for the protection of emigrants against abuse and 
fraud, and that a copy of this resolution be transmitted to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to the Congress of the United 
States. 


3. Lesolved, That this Convention unqualifiedly condemns all 
schemes, combinations, and monopolies oppressive to emigrants, 
by which they are deprived of the proper and usual facilities for 
cheap and safe transportation, and by which various impositions 
are practiced upon their indigent and dependent condition. 


4, Resolved, That in the opinion of this Convention, a * Bureau, 
of Immigration should be established under the auspices of the 
Federal Government. 


5. Resolved, That a Committee of One from each State and 
Territory represented in this Convention, be appointed to memo- 
railize Oongress for such legislation as will most fully accomplish 
the views expressed in the foregoing resolutions. 
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6. Resolved, That all capitation taxes collected from emigrante» 
whether imposed directly or indirectly, with or without color of 
law, are odious and unjust, and ought to be abolished.

STATE OF NEBRASKA, TREASURER'S OFFICE, 
Linconn, January 27th 1871. i 
Sr: At the request of your committee I make the following 
statement in relation to the sixteen thousand eight hurdred and 
eighty-one ,?,°, dollars of money received by me as one of the firm 
of James Sweet & Brock, doing a banking business at Lincoln : 
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Sometime abont the 18th of May, 1869, Governor David Butler 
came to me and stated that he had at Omaha some sixteen thou- 
sand or seventeen thousand dollars, and wanted to know how he 
could get the'same down here, (Lincoln) I asked him what 
shape his funds were in; he informed me that it was in a draft 
payable to his order, and at the First National Bank. 1 told him 
to make me a power of attorney to endorse the draft when I 
would go to Omaha, endorse the draft, collect the money and 
bring the same to Lincoln myself. A power of attorney was 
made and properly executed by the Governor to me, and so deliv- 
ered, and upon receipt of the same I immediately proceeded to 
Omaha, found the draft at the First National Bank, endorsed the 
same, and was paid by that institution the fall amount of the same. 

On the 22d day of May 1869, I made out to Governor David 
Butler three certificates of deposit, each for five thousand dollars, 
and bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum, and 
at the same time credited to the account of David Butler fourteen 
hundred and eighty-six ,$5, dollars, which amount including the 
fifteen thousand dollars, was at his personal disposal the same as 
any other patron of our institution. As the certificate of deposit 
had not been delivered, (and for reason which does not appear on 
our books,) they were cancelled May 25th, 1869, and our number 
2271, 2272, 2273, each calling for five thousand dollars, amount- 
ing to fifteen thousand dollars were issued to David Butler with 
interest at seven per cent per annum; these certificates were held 
by David Butler until September 12th, 1870, when they were 
surrendered to us, and the same amount placed to hie personal 
account on our books, the account having been overdrawn nearly 
the full amount of these certificates during the period of their - 
termination; no interest was allowed on said certificates, Now 
as to the total amount receipted at the First National Bank, 
. Omaha, I am unable to state. If the amount was as is stated, 
sixteen thousand eight hundred and eighty-one 26-100 dollars, 
and I have reason to believe that to be the correct amount, it is 
accounted for as follows: Three certificates of deposit at five 
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thousand dollars each----fifteen thousand dollars; amount placed to 
his personal account, fourteen hundred and eighty-six 66-100 dol- 
lars; my expenses to Omaha, thirty-three 75-100 dollars; and from 
my recollection I paid a note for David Butler of some three hun- 
dred and twenty dollars, with interest, making three hundred ‘and 
sixty 85-100 dollars, which would mgke the amount of sixteen 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one 26-100 dollars. 

Some few days after, and I think in the evening, Governor Butler 
sent for me to come to the State House. When there, he told me 
he wanted to secure the State that fifteen thousand dollars. I told 
him I supposed he could do as others who had borrowed State 
money—execute a bond and mortgage for the amount, secured by 
unincumbered real estate; which he proposed to do by executing 
a mortgage on two thousand and eighty acres of land in Pawnee 
county, some of which he said was worth at least thirty dollars per 
acre. The bond and mortgage was made out that night, and signed 
by the Governor and wife the next morning. The same was de- 
livered to me as Deputy State Treasurer, but not yet approved by 
the Commissioners, and consequently could not be entered upon 
the State Treasurer’s records. There being some irregularities in 
the mortgage, I did not forward the same for record to the Clerk 
of the couhty where the land was situated, but withheld it until an’ 
answer could be received from Mr. Sweet, the Treasurer, in regard 
to the legality of the irregularities of this mortgage; but before 
such answer was received, and from statements published in the 
Omaha Republican in which I was charged by the Governor with 
withholding this mortgage, and that without any explanation from 
. him as to my reason, I concluded to forward the same to the Clerk 

for record, which I did do on the 22d day of September, 1870, as 
appears from my private letter-book, since which time I have re- 
ceived no trace of this conveyance from the Clerk; although hehas 
been addressed on the subject of returning the same to me by two 
different communications. I have been informed from private 
sources that this mortgage is in the hands of the Governor, and 
that he will substitute another mortgage instead. Of this I can 
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say nothing, being merely hearsay. Now, as to the statements 
made by me to the Republican Central Committee and which have 
had publicity in the Omaha journals, they were made in good faith 
and on the strength of promises made to me by the Governor, 
that the security was ample and all would be done in a straight- 
forward manner. I have also ‘been requested to state the condi- 
_tion of the interest on this amount. I would merely state that 
none of the interest had been paid at the time Mr. Kenny took 
charge of the Treasurer's office. At the May, 1870, apportion- 
. ment there was included in that statement fourteen hundred and 
eighty-five dollars and some cents due from Governor Butler to the 
Temporary School Fund as interest on fifteen thousand dollars from 
May 25th, 1869, to May—date of May Statement. This money 
was included in the statement at request of Superintendent Beals, 
and on the promise of the Governor that the same should be paid 
into the Treasury without delay. There would also have been 
seven hundred and fifty dollars due from him on the fifteen thou- 
sand dollars at the time of making the November, 1870, statement. 
In my letter accompanying the November Statement to Supt. Beals, 
I requested him to deduct from that apportionment the sum of 
fourteen hundred and eighty-five dollars, that amount having been 
reported in my previous statement, but not received into the Treas- 
ury. This I understood was not done, and will devolve upon the 
present Supt. Mr. McKenzie. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

In reference to moneys collected from the General Government 
as 5 per cent. on land sales, due the State, your committee would 
report by calling the attention of the House to the fact that the 
money so due has been collected, but neither principal or interest 
has been paid into the State Treasury. Loans on individual bonds 
are all secured by mortgage on real estate, amounting to $87,800.00.
